the utmost Severity against such Person, 


Resolved, That, if it shall appear that any Person hath 
been tampering with any Witness, in respect of his 
Evidence to be given to this House, or any Committee 
thereof, or directly or indirectly hath endeavoured to 
deter or hinder any Person from appearing, or givin 
Evidence, the same is declared to be a High Crime and 
C Sisditetinee ; 
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Misdemeanor ; and this House will proceed with the 
utmost Severity against such Offender. 


Resolved, That, if it shall appear that any Person 
hath given false Evidence, in any Case, before this 
House, or any Committee thereof, this House will 
proceed with the utmost Severity against such Of- 
fender. 


Resolved, Nemine Contradicente, That it is a-high 
Infringement of the Liberties and Privileges of the Com- 
mons of Great Britain, for any Lord of Parliament, or 
any Lord Lieutenant of any County, to concern them- 
selves in the Elections of Members to serve for the Com- 
mons in Parliament. 


Resolved, That, in all Cases of Controverted Elections 
for Counties in England and Wales, the Petitioners do, 
by themselves or by their Agents, within a convenient 
Tame, to be appointed by the House, deliver to the 
Sitting Members, or their Agents, Lists of the Persons 
intended by the Petitioners to be objected to, who 
voted for the Sitting Members; giving, in the said 
Lists, the several Heads of Objection, and distinguish- 
ing the same, against the Names of the Voters excepted 
to; and that the Sitting Members do, by themselves, 
or by their Agents, within the same Time, deliver 
the like Lists on their Part to the Petitioners or their 
Agents. 


Ordered, That the Serjeant at Arms attending this

We entertaitt a firm Persuasion that all Your Ma- 
jesty’s faithful Subjects feel as they ought the Value of 
the Blessings which they are struggling to preserve, and 
will not fail, in evéry Situation, to support Your Ma- 
jesty, in Defence of their essential Interests, with the 
Zeal, Magnanimity, and Courage, worthy of a great 
and free People: And we must, at the present Moment, 
observe with peculiar Satisfaction, the Proofs afforded 
of our Means and internal Resources, in the flourishing 
State of the Revenue, Industry, and Commerce, of the 
Country. 

With the utmost Gratitude we acknowledge the Sense 
which Your Majesty expresses of the Public Spirit which 
has been so eminently displayed by Your People, and 
of the Conduct of Your Majesty's Troops of every 
Description, which has justly entitled them to the addi- 
tional Esteem and Admiration of their Country. 

And we most heartily congratulate Your Majesty on 
the signal and decisive Victory with which Providence 
has rewarded the Exertions of Your Fleet under the 
Command of Admiral Lord Duncan; an Event which 
has crowned the repeated Maritime Successes obtained 
over all our Enemies, and has indeed afforded a brilliant 
Addition to the numerous and heroic Exploits which, in 
the Course of the present War, have raised to the highest 
Pitch the Naval Glory of the Country. 

It will afford us great Satisfaction to find that any 
Branches of our Expence will admit of Reduction, con- 
sistently with the Continuance of those vigorous Efforts 
which must be necessary for our Safety, and which, at 
all Events, cannot fail to be attended with heavy Ex- 
pence. In considering what may be the best Mode of 
defraying it, we shall, undoubtedly, bear in Mind the 
Nature of the present Crisis; and, in estimating the 
Value of any temporary Sacrifices, we shall not lose 
Sight of the infinite Importance of supporting effectually 
our Public Credit, and of convincing the Enemy that, 
while we join in Your Majesty’s anxious Desire for the 
Conclusion of Peace, on safe and honourable Terms, 
we possess the Means, as well as the Determination, to 
support with Vigour this arduous Contest, as long as 
it may be rendered necessary, for maintaining the Safety, 
Honour, and Independence, of these Kingdoms. 

We beseech Your Majesty to believe that our Loyalty 
and Attachment to Your Majesty, and our anxious 
Regard for the Interests of Your Subjects, will ensure 
our Perseverance in that Line of Conduct which may 
best preserve the Advantages resulting to Your People 
from Your Majesty's auspicious Government. 

The Blessings which we derive from our Civil and 
Religious Establishments have long been deeply im- 
printed on our Minds; and we cannot but feel more 
and more, from the Events of every Day, how much 
they distinguish us among all the Nations of Europe; 
we shall never be unmindful that they can only be pre- 


served by inculcating and enforcing a due Reverence 
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and Obedience to the Laws, by repressing with Promp- 
titude every Attempt to disturb our internal Tranquillity, 
and by maintaining inviolate that happy Constitution 
which we inherit from our Ancestors, on which the 
Security and Happiness of every Class of Your Ma- 
Jestys Subjects essentially depend.

Mr. Secretary Dundas presented to the House, by 
His Majesty’s Command, 

A Paper, intituled, “‘ Declaration,” dated Westminster, 
October 28, 1797. - 

The said Paper is as followeth ; viz. 


DECLARATION, dated Westminster, Octo- 
ber 28, 1797. 


His Majesty’s benevolent Endeavours to restore to 
His People the Blessings of secure and honourable 
Peace, again repeated without Success, have again de+ 
monstrated, beyond the Possibility of Doubt, the deter- 
mined and persevering Hostility of the Government 
of France, in whose unprovoked Aggression the War 
originated, and by whose boundless and destructive 
Ambition it is still prolonged. And while by the 
Course of these Transactions, continued Proofs have 
been afforded to all His Majesty’s faithful Subjects, of 
His anxious and unremitting Solicitude for their Welfare, 
they cannot, at the same Time, have failed to recognize, 
in the uniform Conduct of the Enemy, the Spirit by 
which the Councils of France are still actuated, and the 
Objects to which they are directed. 

His Majesty could not but feel how much the Means 
of Peace had been obstructed by the many additional 
Difficulties which His Enemies had so repeatedly thrown 
in the Way of every Negotiation. Nevertheless, on the 
very first Appearance of Circumstances in some De- 
gree more favourable to the Interests of Humanity, the 
same ardent Desire for the Ease and Happiness of 
His Subjects induced His Majesty to renew His Over- 
tures for terminating the Calamities of War: Thus 
availing Himself of every Opening which could in any 
Manner lead to secure and honourable Peace, and con- 
sulting equally the Wishes of His own Heart and the 
Principles by which His Conduct has invariably been 

uided. 
‘ New Obstacles were immediately interposed by those 
who still directed the Councils of France, and who, 
amidst the general Desire for Peace, which they could 
not at that Time openly disclaim, still retained the 
Power of frustrating the Wishes of their own Country, 
of cwnrteracting His Majesty’s benevolent Intentions, 
and of obstructing that Result, which was so necessa 
for the Happiness of both Nations. Difficulties of 
Form were studiously created; Modes of Negotiation 
were insisted upon, the most inconsistent with their own 
Conduct in every other Instance; the same Spirit ap- 
peared in every Step which was taken by them ; and 
while the most unwarranted Insinuations were thrown 
out, and the most unfounded Reproaches brought for- 
ward, the established Customs and Usages, which have 
long prevailed in Europe, were purposely ——— 
rom, 
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from, even in the simplest Acts which were to be done 


respectingthe on their Part for the Renewal of the Negotiations. All

these Things His Majesty determined to diregard ; not 
.as being insensible of their Purport and Tendency, -nor 


-unmindful of the Importance of these Points, in the - 


public Intercourse of great and independent Nations, 
but resolving to defeat the Object of these Artifices, 
and to suffer no subordinate or inferior Consideration 
to impede, on His Part, the Discussion of the weighty 
and extensive Interests on which the Termination of the 
War must necessarily depend. 

He directed His Minister to repair to France, fur- 
nished with the most ample Powers, and instructed to 
communicate at once an explicit and detailed Proposal 
and Plan of Peace, reduced into the Shape of a regular 
Treaty, just and moderate in its Principles, embracing 
all the Interests concerned, and extending to every 
Subject connected with the Restoration of Public Tran- 
quillity. The Communication of this Paper, delivered 
in the very first Conference, was accompanied by such 
Explanations as fully stated and detailed the utmost 
Extent of His Majesty’s Views, and at the same Time 
gave ample Room for the Examination of every disputed 
Point, for mutual Arrangement and Concession, and 
for reciprocal Facilities arising out of the Progress of 
fair Discussion. 

To this Proceeding, open and liberal beyond Exam- 
ple, the Conduct of His Majesty’s Enemies opposes 
the most striking Contrast. From them no Counter- 
Project has ever yet been obtained: No Statement of 
the Extent or Nature of the Conditions on which they 
would conclude any Peace with these Kingdoms. Their 
Pretensions have always been brought forward either as 
detached or as preliminary Points, distinct from the 
main Object of Negotiation, and accompanied, in every 
Instance, with an express Reserve of farther and unex- 
plained Demands. 

The Points which, in pursuance of this System, the 
Plenipotentiaries of the Enemy proposed for separate 
Discussion in their first Conferences with His Majesty’s 
Minister, were at once frivolous and offensive ; none of 
them productive of any solid Advantage to France, but 
all calculated to raise new Obstacles in the Way of 
Peace. And to these Demands was soon after added 
another, in its Form unprecedented, in its Substance 
extravagant, and such as could originate only in the 
most determined and inveterate Hostility. The Prin- 
ciple of mutual Compensation, before expressly admitted 
by common Consent as the just and equitable Basis 
of Negotiation, was now disclaimed; every Idea of 
Moderation or Reason, every Appearance of Justice, 
was disregarded ; and a Concession was required from 
His Majesty’s Plenipotentiary, as a Preliminary and 
indispensable Condition of Negotiation, which must at 
once have superseded all the Objects, and precluded all 
the Means of treating. France, after incorporating 
with her own Dominions so large a Portion of her 
Conquests, and affecting to have deprived herself, by 
her own internal Regulations, of the Power of alienating 
these valuable Additions of Territory, did not scruple 
to demand from His Majesty, the absolute and uncon- 
ditional Surrender of all that the Energy of His People, 
and the Valour of His Fleets and Armies have con- 
quered in the present War, either from France or from 
her Allies. She required that the Power of Great Bri- 
tain should be confined within its former Limits, at the 
very Moment when her own Dominion was extended 
to a Degree almost unparallelled in History. She in- 
sisted, that in Proportion to the Increase of Danger, 
the Means of Resistance should be diminished ; and 
that His Majesty should give up, without Compensa- 
tion, and into the Hands of His Enemies, the necessary 

Defences of His Possessions, and the future Safeguards 
of His Empire. Nor was even this Demand brought 
forward as constituting the Terms of Peace, but the 
Price of Negotiation ; as the Condition on which alone 
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His Majesty was to be allowed to learn what farther 
unexplained Demands were still reserved, and to what 
greater Sacrifices these unprecedented Concessions of 
Honour and Safety were to lead. 

Whatever were the Impressions which such a Pro- 
ceeding created, they did not induce the King abruptly 
to preclude the Means of Negotiation. In rejecting 
without a Moment’s Hesitation a Demand, which 
could have been made for no other Reason than because 
it was inadmissible, His Majesty, from the fixed Reso- 
lution to avail himself of every Chance of bringing the 
Negotiation to a favourable Issue, directed that an 
Opening should still be left for treating on reasonable 
and equal Grounds, such as might become the Dignity 
of His Crown, and the Rank and Station in Europe in 
which it has pleased the Divine Providence to place 
the British Nation. 

This temperate and conciliatory Conduct was strongly 
expressive of the Benevolence of His Majesty’s Inten- 
tions ; and it appeared for some Time to have prepared 
the Way for that Result, which has been the uniform 
Object of all His Measures. Two Months elapsed 
after His Majesty had unequivocally and definitively 
refused to comply with the unreasonable and extrava- 
gant Preliminary which had been demanded by His 
Enemies. During all that Time the Negotiation was 
continued open, the Conferences were regularly held, 
and the Demand, thus explicitly rejected by one Party; 
was never once renewed by the other. It was not only 
abandoned, it was openly disclaimed ; Assurances were 
given in direct Contradiction to it. Promises were 
continually repeated, that His Majesty’s explicit and 
detailed Proposals should at length be answered by 
that which could alone evince a real Disposition to 
negotiate with Sincerity, by the Delivery of a Counter- 
Project, of a Nature tending to facilitate the Conclusion 
of Peace; and the long Delays of the French Govern- 
ment in executing these- Promises, were excused and 
accounted for by an unequivocal Declaration, that 
France was concerting with her Allies for those Sacri- 
fices on their Part, which might afford the Means of 
proceeding in the Negotiation. Week after Week 
passed over in the Repetition of these solemn Engage- 
ments on the Part of His Majesty’s Enemies. His 
Desire for Peace induced him to wait for their Com- 
pletion, with an Anxiety proportioned to the Importance 
of the Object; nor was it much to expect, that His 
Minister should at length be informed what was the 
Extent and Nature of the Conditions on which His 
Enemies were disposed to terminate the War. 

It was in this Stage of the Business that, on the 11th 
of September, the Appointment of new Plenipotentiaries 
was announced on the Part of France, under a formal 
Promise that their Arrival should facilitate and expedite 
the Work of Peace. . 

To renew in a Shape still more offensive than before, 
the inadmissible Demand so long before brought for- 
ward, and so long abandoned, was the first Act of 
these new Messengers of Peace. And such was now 
the undisguised Impatience of the King’s Enemies to 
terminate all Treaty, and to exclude all Prospect of 
Accommodation, that even the Continuance of the 
King’s Plenipotentiary at the appointed Place of Ne- 
gotiation was made by them to depend on his imme- 
diate Compliance with a Condition which his Court 
had, Two Months before, explicitly refused, and con- 
cerning which no farther Discussion had since occurred, 
His Reply was such as the Occasion required ; and he 
immediately received a positive and written Order ta 
depart from France. 

The subsequent Conduct of His Majesty's Enemies 
has aggravated even this Proceeding, and added fresh 
Insult to this unexampled Outrage. The insurmount- 


able Obstacles which they threw in the Way of Peace, 
were accompanied with an ostentatious Professon of 
the most pacific Dispositions. 
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Means of Negotiation, they still pretended to retain 
the strongest Desire to negotiate: In ordering the 
King’s Minister to quit their Country, they professed 
the Hope of his immediate Return to it: And in re- 
newing their former inadmissible and rejected Demand, 
they declared their confident Expectation of a speedy 
and favourable Answer. Yet before any Answer could 
arrive, they published a Declaration, announcing to 
their Country the Departure of the King’s Minister, 
and attempting, as in every former Instance, to ascribe 
to the Conduct of Great Britain the Disappointment 
of the general Wish for Peace, and the Renewal of all 
the Calamities of War. The same Attempt has been 
prolonged in subsequent Communications, equally in- 
sidious and illusory, by which they have obviously 
intended to furnish the Colour and empty Pretence of 
a Wish for Peace, while they have still studiously and 
obstinately persisted in spr, | Step which could 
lead to the Success of any Negotiation; have con- 
tinued to insist on the same inadmissible and extravagant 
Preliminary, and have uniformly withheld all Expla- 
nation, either on the Particulars of the Proposals of 
Peace so long since delivered by His Majesty’s Minister, 
or on any other Terms on which they were themselves 
ready to conclude: And this in the vain Hope, that it 
could be possible, by any Artifice, to disguise the 
Truth of these Transactions, or that any Exercise of 
Power, however despotic, could prevent such Facts 
from being known, felt, and understood, even in France 
itself. 

To France, to Europe, and to the World, it must be 
manifest, that the French Government (while they per- 
sist in their present Sentiments) leave His Majesty 
without an Alternative, unless He were prepared to 
surrender and sacrifice to the undisguised Ambition of 
His Enemies the Honour of His Crown and the Safety 
of His Dominions. It must be manifest, that, instead 
of shewing on their Part, any Inclination to meet His 
Majesty’s pacific Overtures on any moderate Terms, 
they have never brought themselves to state any Terms 
(however exorbitant) on’ which they were ready to con- 
clude Peace. They have asked as a Preliminary (and in 
the Form the most arrogant and offensive) Concessions 
which the comparative Situation of the Two Countries 
would have rendered extravagant in any Stage of Nego- 
tiation; which were directly contrary to their.own re- 
peated Professions ; and which, nevertheless, they pe- 
remptorily required to be complied with in the very 
Outset; reserving an unlimited Power of afterwards ac- 
cumulating, from Time to Time, fresh Demands, increas- 
ing in proportion to every new Concession. 

On the other Hand, the Terms proposed by His 
Majesty have been stated in the most clear, open, and 
unequivocal Manner. The Discussion of all the Points 
to which they relate, or of any others which the Enemy 
might bring forward as the Terms of Peace, has been, 
on His Majesty’s Part, repeatedly called for, as often 
promised by the French Plenipotentiaries, but to this 
Day has never yet been obtained. The Rupture of the 
Negotiation is not therefore to be ascribed to any Pre- 
tensions (however inadmissible) urged as the Price of 
Peace; not to any ultimate Difference on Terms, how- 
ever exorbitant ; but to the evident and fixed Determi- 
nation of the Enemy to prolong the Contest, and to 
pursue at all Hazards, their hostile Designs against the 
Prosperity and Safety of these Kingdoms. 

While this Determination continues to prevail, His 
Majesty's earnest Wishes and Endeavours to restore 
Peace to His Subjects must be fruitless. But His Sen- 
timents remain unaltered. He looks with anxious Ex- 
pectation to the Moment when the Government of France 
may shew a Disposition and Spirit in any Degree cor- 
responding to His own. And He renews, even now, 
and before all Europe, the solemn Declaration, that, in 
spite of oe Provocations, and at the very Moment 
“— his Claims have been strengthened and confirmed 
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by that fresh success which, by the Blessing of Provi- 
dence, has recently attended His Arms, He is yet ready 
(if the Calamities of War can now be closed) to conclude 
Peace on the same moderate and equitable Principles 
and Terms which he has before proposed: The Rejec- 
tion of such Terms must now, more than ever, demon- 
strate the implacable Animosity and insatiable Ambition 
of those with whom He has to contend, and to them 
alone must the future Consequences of the Prolongation 
of the War be ascribed. 

If such unhappily is the Spirit by which they are 
still actuated, His Majesty can neither hesitate as to the 
Principles of His own Conduct, nor doubt the Senti- 
ments and Determination of His People. He will not 
be wanting to them, and He is confident they will not 
be wanting to themselves. He has an anxious, but 
a sacred and indispensable Duty to fulfil: He will dis- 
charge it with Resolution, Constancy, and Firmness. 
Deeply as He must regret the Continuance of a War, 
so destructive in its Progress, and so burthensome even 
in its Success, He knows the Character of the brave 
People whose Interests and Honour are entrusted to Him. 
These it is the first Object of His Life to maintain ; and 
He is convinced, that neither the Resources nor the 
Spirit of His Kingdoms will be found inadequate to this 
arduous Contest, or unequal to the Importance and 
Value of the Objects which are at Stake. He trusts, 
that the Favour of Providence, by which they have 
always hitherto been supported against all their Enemies, 
will be still extended to them; and that, under this 
Protection, His faithful Subjects, by a resolute and 
vigorous Application of the Means which they possess, 
will be enabled to vindicate the Independence of their 
Country, and to resist with just Indignation the assumed 
Superiority of an Enemy, against whom they have 
fought with the Courage, and Success, and Glory of 
their Ancestors ; and who aims at nothing less than to 
destroy at once whatever has contributed to the Pros- 
perity and Greatness of the British Empire; all the 
Channels of its Industry, and all the Sources of its 
Power ; its Security from Abroad, its Tranquillity at 
Home; and, above all, that Constitution, on which alone 
depends the undisturbed Enjoyment of its Religion, 
Laws, and Liberties.

The Signature of the Preliminaries of a Peace, the 
definitive Conelusion of which is to put an End to the 
Continental War, appears to afford to the Two Govern- 
ments of Great Britain and France a natural Oppor- 
tunity and new Facilities for the Renewal of pacific 
Negotiations between them: A Part of the Obstacles, 
which might have retarded this salutary Work, no 
longer existing; and the Interests to be treated of 
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being, after this Event, neither so extensive nor so com- 
plicated as they were before. ' 

The Court of London, always desirous of employing 
such Means as are best calculated to contribute to this 
Object, so interesting to the Happiness of the Two 
Nations, is unwilling to omit renewing to the French 
Government the Assurance of the Continuance of its 
Dispositions on this Subject. And the Undersigned is 
authorized to propose to the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs to enter without Delay, and in such Manner as 
shall be judged the most expedient, upon the Discussion 
of the Views and Pretensions of each Party for the Re- 
gulation of the Preliminaries of a Peace, which may be 
definitively arranged at the future Congress. 

As soon as the Form of this Negotiation shall have 
been agreed upon, the British Government will be ready 
to concur in it, by taking on its Part such Measures as 
are the most proper for accelerating the Re-establish- 
ment of the public Tranquillity.

The Undersigned has received from the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs of the French Republic his Official 
Note, with the Passport which accompanied it. 

The Court of London willingly accepts the Proposal 
of the French Government with respect to the Place of 
Negotiation, and consents that Lis/e shall be appointed 
as the Place of Meeting for the respective Plenipoten- 
tiaries :—It being always understood, that the King’s 
Plenipotentiary shall have Liberty to dispatch his Cou- 
riers directly from Lisle to Dover, by Way of Calais ; 
and that the English Vessels, appointed for keeping up 
this Communication, shall be allowed freely to go into, 
and come out of, the Port of Calais, and to pass in 
perfect Safety between that City and Dover. 

With respect to the Passport, the Undersigned finds 


himself under the Necessity of remarking that the 


Terms in which this Instrument is drawn up, differ 
from the usual Form, by the particular Description, 
which is inserted in them, of the Nature and Extent 
of the Powers, and of the Mission of the King’s Pleni- 
potentiary. 

This new Form appears liable to produce, in many 
Instances, considerable Inconvenience ; and, according 
to the Terms used in this particular Instance, it would 
have the Disadvantage of not answering exactly to the 
Powers and the Mission of the Minister in question. 

His full Powers, drawn up in the usual Form, -will 
include every case; and without prescribing to him any 
particular Mode of Negotiation, will give him the most 
unlimited Authority to conclude any Articles or Treaties, 
whether Preliminary or Definitive, as might best con- 
duce to the savede Ro-eusihtiiiencss of Peace, which is 
the sole Object of his Mission. 

But the Court of London does not by any Means 
make a Point of concluding a Preliminary Treaty, and 
would prefer only that Mode, whatever it may be, 
which shall be found the best calculated to accelerate 
the Conclusion of Peace. 

The King’s Plenipotentiary then will be equally ready, 
and authorized to begin the Negotiation without Delay, 
upon either Footing ; upon the Footing of a Preliminary 
Treaty—or should such continue to be the Wish of the 
Directory, upon that of a Definitive Treaty. 

As to what regards the Question of a separate 
Treaty—there would be no Objection to settling, by a 
Treaty of this Kind, whatever relates to the respective 
Interests of France and of Great Britain, as has been 
usually the Practice in similar Cases: But the King 
can not allow any Doubt to subsist as to His Intention 
of providing for what is due to the Interests of His Ally 
Her Most Faithful Majesty. And in pursuance of the 
same Principles, His Majesty will not refuse to enter 
into such Explanations with.respect to the Interests of 
Spain and Holland, as may appear necessary for the 
Re-establishment of Peace. 

After this frank and precise Explanation, the British 
Government is persuaded that the Directory will not 
delay to transmit to them a Passport for the British 
Plenipotentiary and his Suite, in the usual Form, and 
such as was sent.in the Month of October last for the 
Mission with which Lord Malmesbury was then charged. 

In this Expectation, and for the Sake of avoiding 
all Delay, His Majesty has already made Choice of the 
same Minister to represent Him on this important Oc- 
casion. And the Undersigned is charged to enquire 
on what Day the French Plenipotentiary will be at 
Lisle, in order that Lord Malmesbury may arrive there 
at the same Time.

The undersigned Minister for Foreign Affairs has laid 
before the. Directory, immediately upon its Receipt, 
the Official Note addressed to him by Lord Grenville, 
dated June 17th, 1797, (O.S.) He loses no Time in 
replying to it, according to the Orders which he has 
received. 

The Directory, partaking most sincerely in the pacific 
Sentiments which His Britannick Majesty announces, 
and wishing to bring the Negotiations as quickly as 
possible to a happy Issue, persists in requiring that the 
respective Plenipotentiaries shall begin immediately 
upon their Meeting to treat of a Definitive Treaty. The 
Directory accepts, with Satisfaction, the Consent of His 
Britannick Majesty upon this Subject, expressed in the 
Note of Lord Grenville. 

The Directory consents that His Britannick Majesty 
shall make, by His Plenipotentiary, such Proposals or 
Stipulations as He shall think proper for Her Most 
Faithful Majesty, as in return the Plenipotentiaries of 
the Republic will do for their Allies his Catholic Ma- 
jesty and the Batavian Republic. 

The Directory consents that the Negotiation shall be 
opened with Lord Malmesbury. Another Choice, 
would, however, have appeared to the Directory to 
augur more favourably for the speedy Conclusion of 
Peace. 

The Directory requires that it shall be established as 
a Principle, that each English Packet Boat, which shall 
have brought over either the Plenipotentiary or a Cou- 
rier, shall return without Delay, and shall not be allowed 
to make any Stay. The Directory will give Orders that 
a French Packet Boat shall be furnished, without Delay, 
to each of the Couriers whom the Plenipotentiary of 
His Britannick Majesty shall dispatch. The Directory 
desires, at the same Time, that the Couriers should not 
be sent too frequently; the frequent sending of them 
having been one of the principal Causes of the Rupture 
of the former Negotiation. 

After the above Explanation, it becomes unnecessary 
to transmit to Lord Grenville a new Passport ; the Re- 
strictions which he apprehended were to be found in 
that which has been addressed to him, being entirely 
done away. 

The French Plenipotentiaries will have arrived at 
Lisle by the Time at which Lord A/a/mesbury can him- 
self be there.

EXTRACT of a Dispatch from Lord 
Malmesbury to Lord Grenville; dated Lisle, 
Tuesday, 11th July 1797. 


I had the Honour in my last, by Brooks, of the 6th 
Instant, to inform your Lordship of my Arrival here, 
of the Manner in which I had been received, and of my 
having, in the usual Form, exchanged my full Powers 
with the French Plenipotentiaries. 

On Friday the 7th, at Noon, we held our Second 
Conference. 

I opened this Second Conference with the French 
Plenipotentiaries, by saying, that I myself had no Ob- 
servations to make on their full Powers, which appeared 
to be conformable to those usually given by the Direc- 
tory to their Plenipotentiaries, and of course must be 
considered as sufficient for the Purposes expressed in 
them ; that I, however, had transmitted them by a Mes- 
senger to my Court, and reserved to myself the Right 
of communicating any Objections or ete which 
I might receive by the Return of my Messenger, relative 
to them. 

M. le Tourneur, to whom, as -President of the Com- 
mission, I addressed myself, replied, that they had 
taken precisely the same Steps as myself; that they 
considered the full Powers I had given in, as in due 
Form, and sufficient; but that they also reserved to 

E themselves 
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themselves the same Right, in regard to Instructions 
they might receive from the Directory on this Subject, 
as I had claimed in regard to my Court. 

To this, of course, I assented. 

On Saturday the 8th Instant, I gave in the Projet 
precisely as I had received it from your Lordship ; a Copy 
of which (A), as it is translated into French, I think it 
my Duty to inclose. 

One of the French Plenipotentiaries proposed that 
some Time should be given them to take the Proposals 
I had made into Consideration, and begged of me merely 
for the Sake of Accuracy, and to help their Memory, 
that I would be good enough either to let MZ. Colchen 
put down on Paper, or myself send them a Note con- 
taining the Words with which I wished the Articles left 
in Blank to be filled up. I readily acquiesced in the 
latter Mode, and immediately on my Return sent them 
the inclosed Note (B). 

On Sunday Evening I received the inclosed Note 
(C) from the French Plenipotentiaries, and in conse- 
quence of it went to the proposed Conference Yester- 
day. 

Ges of the French Plenipotentiaries informed me on 
the Subject of the Projet I had given them, and the 
Note with which I had accompanied it, that as these 
Papers contain many Points on which their Instructions 
did not enable them to answer, they had, after having 
given them a very serious Attention, sent them, with 
such Observations as they had thought it their Duty to 
make on them, to the Directory, and that the Moment 
they received an Answer, they would communicate it 
to me. But that in the meanwhile, not to delay the 
Progress of the Negotiation, they wished that several 
Points which he termed insulated, but which, though 
not referred to in our Projet, were, he said, inseparably 
connected with the general Subject of Peace, might be 
discussed and got rid of now if I had no objection, 
and that it was with this View they had requested me 
to meet them.—On my not expressing any Disappro- 
bation to this Mode of Proceeding, One of the French 
Plenipotentiaries began, by saying, that in the Preamble 
of the Treaty the Title of King of France was used ; 
that this Title they contended could no longer be in- 
sisted on, the Abolition of it was in a Manner essential 
to the full Acknowledgment of the French Republic, 
and that as it was merely titular as far as related to His 
Majesty, but quite otherwise in the Sense in which it 
applied to them, he hoped it would not be considered 
as an important Concession. 

I informed him, that on all former Occasions a sepa- 
rate Article had been agreed to, which appeared to me 
to answer every Purpose they required, and which it 
was my Intention, as the Treaty advanced, to have pro- 
posed, as proper to make Part of this. The Article 
(the First of the separate ones in the Treaty of 1783) 
was then read; but they objected to it, as not full 
meeting their Views. It was to the Title itself, as well 
as to any Right which might be supposed to arise from 
it, that they objected. I could scarce allow myself to 
treat this Mode of Reasoning seriously. I endeavoured 
to make them feel that it was cavilling for a mere 
Word; that it was creating Difficulties where none 
existed; and that if all the French Monarchs in the 
Course of Three Centuries had allowed this to stand in 
the Preamble of all Treaties and Transactions between 
the Two Countries, E could not conceive, after its hav- 
ing been used for so long a Period without any Claim 
or Pretension being set forth in consequence of it, how 
it could now affect either the ee Security, or 
Importance of the Republic—that in Fact such Titles 
have ever been considered as indefeasable, and as Me- 
morials and Records of former Greatness, and not as 
Pretensions to present Power—and I quoted the Titles 
of the Kings of Sardinia and Naples, &c. as Examples 
exactly in Point. I argued however in vain. They 
treated it very gravely, and made so strong a Stand

upon it, that I could not avoid taking it for Reference, 
which I thought it better to do, than feeling as I did 
at the Moment, to push the Conversation further. 

The Second insulated Point was a very material one 
indeed, and which, although it has been adverted to as 
a Proposal that might possibly be brought forward, 
I confess came upon me unexpectedly.—It was to ask 
either a Restitution of the Ships taken and destroyed 
at Toulon, or an Equivalent for them. They grounded 
this Claim on the Preliminary Declaration made by 
Lord Hood on his taking possession of Toulon; and on 
the Eighth Article of the Declaration of the Com- 
mittee of the Sections to him. They said, Peace they 
hoped was about to be re-established ; that His Majesty, 
in acknowledging the Republic, admitted that a Sove- 
reignty existed in the French Government; and of 
Course that the. Ships, held only as a Deposit by 
England till this legal Authority was admitted, ought 
now to be restored. I replied that this Claim was so 
perfectly unlooked for, that it was impossible for me to 
have been provided for it in my Instructions, and that 
I could therefore only convey my own private Senti- 
ments on it, which were, that they could not have 
devised a Step more likely to defeat the great End of 
our Mission. One of the French Plenipotentiaries said, 
that he sincerely hoped not; that without a Restitution 
of the Ships an Equivalent might be found to effect 
the Purpose desired, since their great Object was, that 
something should appear to prove that this just De- 
mand had not been overlooked by them, and was not 
left unsatisfied by us, I told him fairly, I did not see 
where this Equivalent was to be found, or how it 
could be appreciated; and that considering the great 
Advantages France had already obtained by the War, 
and those she was likely to obtain from the Act of 
Condescension I had already intimated His Majesty 
was disposed to make in order to restore Peace, I was 
much surprized, and deeply concerned at what I heard. 
I trusted, therefore, that this very inadmissible Proposal 
would be withdrawn. They said it was not in their 
Power; and One of them, from a written Paper before 
him, which he said were his Instructions, read to me 
Words to the Effect I have already stated. 

Their Third Question was as to any Mortgage we 
might have upon the Low Countries, in consequence 


of Money lent to the Emperor by Great Britain—They — 


wished to know if any such existed, since as they had 
taken the Low Countries charged with all their Incum- 
brances, they were to declare that they should not 
consider themselves bound to answer any Mortgage 
given for Money lent to the Emperor, for the Purpose 
of carrying on War against them. 

I told them, that without replying to this Question, 
supposing the Case to exist, the Ecation they re- 
quired should have been stated in their Treaty with the 
Emperor, and could not at all be mixed up in ours; 
that if they had taken the Low Countries as they stood 
charged with all their Incumbrances, there could be 
no Doubt what these Words meant, and that if no 
Exception was stated in the First Instance, none could 
be made with a retro-active Effect. 

- The French Plenipotentiaries, however, were as te- 
nacious on this Point as on the other Two; and as 
I found to — Argument I used that they constantly 
opposed their Instructions, I had nothing to do but to 
desire that they would give me a written Paper stating 
their Three Claims, in order that I might immediately 
transmit it to your Lordship; and on this being pro- 
mised, our Conference broke up. 

Between Four and Five P. M. Yesterday, I received 
the enclosed Note (D), and I have lost no Time since 
it is in my Possession in preparing to send away a Mes- 
senger, as independent of the disagreeable Subjects 
brought forward in this last Conference, and which it 
is material should be communicated without Delay, 
I am anxious His Majesty should be informed of what

TRANSLATION of the Projet delivered by 
Lord Malmesbury to the French Plenipoten- 
tiaries; 8th July 1797. 


Projet of a Treaty of Peace. 

Be it known to all those whom it shall or may in any 
Manner concern. The most Serene and most Potent 
Prince George the Third, by the Grace of God, King 
of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Duke of Bruns- 
wick and Lunenburgh, Arch Treasurer and Elector of 
the Holy Roman Empire, and the Executive Directory 
of the French Republic, being equally desirous to put 
an End to the War, which has for some Time past sub- 
sisted between the Dominions of the Two Parties, have 
named and constituted for their Plenipotentiaries, 
charged with the concluding and signing of the Defini- 
tive “Treaty of Peace; viz. the King ot Great Britain, 
the Lord Baron of Malmesbury, a Peer of the Kingdom 
of Great Britain, Knight of the Most Honourable Order 
of the Bath, Privy Councillor te His Britannick Majesty, 
and the Executive Directory of the French Republic, 

who, after having exchanged their 
respective full Powers, have agreed upon the following 
Articles : 


I 


As soon as this Treaty shall be signed and ratified, 
there shall be an universal and perpetual Peace as well 
by Sea as by Land, and a sincere and constant Friend- 
ship between the Two contracting Parties, and their 
Dominions, and Territories, and People, without Ex- 
ception of either Places or Persons; so that the High 
Contracting Parties shall give the greatest Attention to 
the maintaining between themselves and their said Do- 
minions, Territories, and People, this reciprocal Friend- 
ship and Intercourse, without pemitting hereafter, on 
either Part, any Kind of Hostilities to be committed 
either by Sea or by Land, for any Cause, or under any 
Pretence whatsoever. There shall be a general Oblivion 
and Amnesty of every Thing which may have been done 
or committed by either Party towards the other before 
or since the Commencement of the War; and the 
shall carefully avoid for the future every Thing which 
might prejudice the Union happily re-established. 

Immediately after the Exchange of the Ratifications 
of this Treaty, Orders shall be sent to the Armies and 
Squadrons of both Parties to stop all Hostilities, and 
for the Execution of this Article, Sea Passes shall be 

iven on each Side to the Ships dispatched to carry the 
ews of Peace to the Possessions of the Two Parties,

The Treaties of Peace of Nimeguen of 1678 and 1679, 
of Ryswick of 1697, and of Utrecht of 1713; that of 
Baden of 1714, that of the Triple Alliance of the Hague 
of 1717; thatofthe Quadruple Alliance of London of 1718; 
the Treaty of Peace of Vienna of 1736; the Definitive 
Treaty of Air la Chapelle, of 1748; the Definitive 
Treaty of Paris of 1763; and that of Versailles of 1783, 
serve as a Basis and Foundation to the Peace, and to 
the present Treaty. And for this purpose they are all 
renewed and confirmed in the best Form, so that the 
are to be exactly observed for the future in their full 
Tenor, and religiously executed by both Parties in all 
the Points which shall not be derogated from by the 
present Treaty of Peace. : 


III. 
All the Prisonets taken on either Side, as well by

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Six Weeks at latest, to be computed from the Day of 
the Exchange of the Ratifications. of the present Treaty. 
—Each Party respectively discharging the Advances 
which shall have been made for the Subsistence and 
Maintenance of their Prisoners in the Country where 
they shall have been detained, according to the Receipts, 
attested Accounts, and other authentic Vouchers, 
which shall be furnished on each Side; and Security 
shall be reciprocally given for the Payment of the Debts 
which the Prisoners may have contracted in the Coun- 
tries where they may cm been detained, until their 
entire Release. ty ) 


With respect to the Rights of Fishery on the Coasts 
of the Island of Newfoundland, and of the Islands ad- 
jacent, and in the Gulf of Saint Lawrence, the Two 
Parties shall return to the same Situation in which they 
stood respectively, according to the Treaties and En- 
gagements subsisting at the Period of the Commence- 
ment of the War. And with this View, His Majesty 
consents to restore to France, in full Right, the Islands 
of Saint Pierre and Miquelon. 


V. 

The same Principle of the State of Possession before 
the War, is adopted by mutual Consent, with respect 
to all other Possessions and Rights on both Sides, in 
every Part of the World; save only the Exceptions 
which are stipulated by the subsequent Articles of this 
Treaty. And, to this Intent, all Possessions or Terri- 
tories which have or may have been conquered by One 
of the Parties from the other (and not specially excepted 
in this Treaty) shall be restored to the Party to whom 
they belonged at the Commencement of the present 
War. 

VI. 

From this Principle of mutual Restitution, the Two 
Parties have agreed to except

In all the Cases of Restitution provided by the present 
Treaty, the Fortresses shall be restored in the same 
Condition in which they now are, and no Injury shall 
be done to any Works that have been constructed sitice 
the Conquest of them.

It is also agreed, that in every Case of Restitution or 
Cession provided by any of the Articles of this Treaty, 
the Term of three Years from the Date of the Notif. 
cation of the Treaty, in the respective Territory or Place 
restored or ceded, shall be allowed to Persons of what- 
ever Description residing or being in the said Territory 
or Place, possessed of Property therein under any Title 
existing before the War, or which has since devolved to 
them by the Laws then existing; during which Term of 
Three Years they shall remain and reside unmolested in 
the exercise of their Religion, and in the Enjoyment of 
their Possessions and Effects, upon the Conditions and 
Titles under which they so acquired the same, without 
being liable in any Manner, or under any Pretence, to 
be prosecuted or sued for their past Conduct, except as 
to the Discharge of just Debts to Individuals ; and that 
all those who, within the Time of Months

As it is necessary to appoint a certain Period for the 
Restitutions herein-before stipulated, it is agreed, that 
the same shall take place in ih within (One Month)

For preventing the Revival of the Law Suits which 
have been ended in the Territories to be restored by 
virtue of this Treaty, it is agreed that the Judgments in 
private Causes pronounced in the last Resort, and which 
have acquired the Force of Matters determined, shall 
be confirmed and executed according to their Form and 
Tenor. 

XI. 

The Decision of the Prizes and Seizures of Ships and 
their Cargoes taken at Sea or seized in the Ports of 
either Country, prior to the Hostilities, shall be referred 
to the respective Courts of Justice ; so that the Legality 
of the said Prizes and Seizures shall be decided accord- 
ing to the Law of Nations, and to Treaties, in the 
Courts of Justice of the Nation which shall have made 
the Capture, or ordered the Seizures. And in order 
to prevent all Causes of Complaint and Dispute which 
may arise on account of Prizes which may be made 
at Sea after the signing of this Treaty, it is reciprocally 
agreed that the Vessels and Effects which may be taken 
in the British Channel and in the North Seas, after the 
Space of Twelve Days, to be computed from the Ex-

The Allies of the Two Parties, that is to say, Her 
Most Faithful Majesty as Ally of His Britannick Ma- 
jesty, and His Catholic Majesty and the Batavian Re- 
public as Allies of the French Republic, shall be invited 
by the Two Contracting Parties to accede to this Peace 
on the Terms and Conditions specified in the Three fol- 
lowing Articles; the Execution of which the said Two 
Contracting Parties reciprocally guarantee to each 
other, being thereto respectively authorized by their 
above-mentioned Allies:—And the Two Contracting 
Parties further agree, that if their Allies respectively

which shall be ceded to His Majesty in Exchange 


for 
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In Consideration of these Restitutions, to be hereby 
made by His Britannick Majesty, all Pro belonging 
to the Prince of Orange, in the Month . of December 
1794, and which has been seized and confiscated since 
that Period, shall be restored to him, or a full Equiva- 
lent in Money given him for the same. And the French 
Republic further engages to procure for him, at the 
general Peace, an Adequate Compensation for the Loss 
of his Offices and Dignities in the United Provinces ; 
and the Persons who have been imprisoned or banished, 
or whose Property has been sequestered or confiscated 
in the said Republic, on Account of their Attachment 
to the Interests of the House of Orange, or to the former 
Government of the United Provinces, shall be released, 
and shall be at Liberty to return to their Country, and 
to reside therein, and to enjoy their Property there, 
conforming themselves to the Laws and Constitution 
there established.

All former Treaties of Peace between the respective

All Sequestrations imposed by any of the Parties 
named in this Treaty, on the Rights, Properties, or 
Debts, of Individuals belonging to any other of the said 
Parties, shall be taken off, and the Property of whatever 
Kind shall be restored in the fullest Manner to the 
lawful Owner ; or just Compensation be made for it: 
And all Complaints of Injury done to private Property, 
contrary to the usual Practice and Rules of War, and 
all Claims of private Rights or Property which belonged 
to Individuals at the Periods of the Commencement of 
Hostilities respectively, between the said Parties, viz. 
Great Britain and Portugal on the one Side, and 
France, Spain, and Holland, on the other; and which

And if any Complaints shall arise respecting the

His Britannick Majesty and the French Republic

_ The Minister Plenipotentiary of His Britannick Ma- 
jesty has the Honour of presenting to the Ministers Pleni- 
potentiary of the French Republic, in consequence of 
the Wish expressed by them in the Conference of this 
Morning, the following Note: Which he requests them 
at the same Time to consider, not so much in the Light 
of an official Paper as of a verbal and confidential 
Communication, and as a Proof of his Readiness to 
facilitate the Progress of the Negotiation, by giving 
them, on the very Outset, all the Explanations in his 
Power on the Projet of the Treaty which he has delivered 
to them. 

If, as the Ministers Plenipotentiary of the French 
Republic have assured him, it is contrary to their most 
positive Instructions to enter into any Discussion rela- 
tive to the Cession of those Possessions which belonged 
to France before the War, it is useless to dwell on the 
Sixth Article: Since the Compensations which His 
Britannick Majesty might have demanded by that Arti- 
cle, in return for the Restitutions which He is disposed 
to make for the Re-establishment of Peace, must, in 
consequence of this Declaration, be sought for in the 
Cessions to be made by His Catholic Majesty, and the 
Batavian Republic. 

Lord Malmesbury therefore proposes to insert in the 
Thirteenth Article, after the Words Status ante Bellum, 
the following Words: “ With the Exception of the 
** Island of Lrinidad, which shall remain in full Posses- 
“ sion to His Britannick Majesty.” 

Lord Malmesbury imagines that it is unnecessary for 
him to repeat the Reasons which induce him to insist 
upon the retaining of this Conquest, unless Compensa- 
tion should be made for it by some other Cession which 
shall balance the Augmentation of Power accruing to 
France, from the Acquisition of the Spanish Part of 
St. Domingo. 

With regard to the Fourteenth Article, Lord Malmes- 
bury proposes, that after the Words Status ante Bellum, 
should be added, ‘ With the Exception of the Town, 

“ Fort, and Establishment of the Cape of Good Hope, 

and of the Possessions which belonged to the Dutch 
before the War in the Island of Ceylon, and of the 
Town and Fort of Cochin, which shall be ceded to 
His Britannick Majesty in Exchange for the Town of 
Negapatnam and its Dependencies.” 

Lord Malmesbury repeats to the Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiary of the French Republic, the Assurance of his

at the Period of the Capture of Toulon. His Britannich 
Majesty cannot, therefore, in acknowledging the French

With respect to the Demands contained in the Note 
transmitted to your Lordship by the French Ministers, 
they have been naturally received here with great Sur- 
prize, On the sete of the Netherlands as connected 
with the Austrian Loans, it is conceived that any Ex- 
planation between His Majesty and the French Govern- 
ment is wholly unnecessary. The Loans raised in 
England for the Service of the Emperor of Germany, 
and guaranteed by Act of Parliament here, rest, as your 
Lordship will perceive, by the annexed Copy of the 
Convention on that Subject, upon the Security of all 
the Revenues of all the hereditary Dominions of his 
Imperial Majesty. They do x‘st seem in any Manner 
to come under the Description contained in the Sixth 
Article of the Preliminaries between Austria and France, 
respecting Mortgages upon the Soil of the Netherlands, 


on which Ground alone France could have any Pretence 


to interfere in the Business. Nor is this Subject one 
which appears to be in any Manner a fit Point of Dis- 
cussion between His Majesty and the Republic; the 
King neither forms nor has any Intention of forming 
any Demand on the French Government for the Pay- 


ment of any Part either of the Interest or Capital of. 


those Loans. It is to the Emperor alone that His 
Majesty looks for the Performance of His Imperial 
Majesty’s Engagements to Him, and it is upon the 
Austrian Government, and upon its Revenues, that Indi- 
viduals concerned in those Loans have Claims of private 
Right, and Means of Personal Demand secured to them 
by the Convention.

Thirdly, That they might be stipposed to apply to 
Conventions and Stipulations, in direct Contradiction 
to their present Form of Government, and he quoted the 
Convention of Pilnitz in particular. I was about to 
reply to him, and I trust in a Way that would have 
done away his Apprehensions on this Point, when ano- 
ther of them interposed by saying, That their sincere 
and only Desire was that the Treaty we were now enter- 
ing upon might be so framed, as to secure permanently 
the Object for which it was intended ; that no Article 
likely to produce this End might be omitted, nor an 
doubtful one inserted ; but that the Whole, as well wit 
regard to the past as to the future, might be so clearly 
and distinctly expressed, that no Room for Cavil might 
be left. This he assured me, in the Name of his Col- 
leagues, was all that was meant by their Objection to 
renew sO many Treaties in which such various Interests 
were blended, and so many Points discussed foreign to 
the present Moment. Their renewing them in a Lump, 
and without examining carefully to what we were 
pledged by them, might involve us in Difficulties much 
better to be avoided. I replied, that I admitted most 
certainly all he said, and that it was with this View and 
on this Principle solely that the Renewal of these 
Treaties was proposed by His Majesty; and that if he 
recollected (as he undoubtedly did) the different Wars 
which were terminated by these Treaties, and the many 
important Regulations stipulated by them, he would 
admit that the allowing them to remain in their full 
Force was simply an Acknowledgement of the Tenure 
by which almost all the Sovereigns of Europe, and par- 
ticularly the French Republic, held their Dominions up 
to this Day. That these Treaties were become the Law 
of Nations, and that infinite Confusion would result 
from their not being renewed. 

He replied, that our Object was evidently the same; 
that we only differed as to the Manner. I thought the 
renewing these Treaties in toto would the best contribute 
to it; while they were inclined to think, that extracting 
from them every Thing which immediately related to 
the Interests of the Two Countries, and stating it in 
One Article, was more likely to attain this desirable 
Object. The French Minister again repeated, that their 
First Wish was, that the Treaty we were now making 
should be clear, distinct, solid, and lasting, and such 
a one as could not, at any future Period, be broken 
through without a manifest Violation of good Faith. 
And I again repeated, that nothing could be so con- 
sonant to my Orders, or the Intentions of my Royal 
Master. 

One of the French Plenipotentiaries was disposed to 
dwell on his Objections, which were, that these Treaties 
were signed when France was a Monarchy, and that any 
Retrospect to those Times implied a Sort of Censure on 
their present Form of Government; but this was ar- 
guing on such weak Ground, and so incapable of being 
seriously maintained, that I, to avoid superfluous Con- 
tradiction, was very willing to let it pass unnoticed. After 
a good deal of very conciliatory, and even amicable 
Discussion, in which, however, neither Party gave much 
Way to the other, it was proposed by them that we 
should return Home, to meet again as soon as was 
5 convenient 
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_oénvenient after an attentive and deliberate Perusal of 
these Treaties, in order to state on arty our Ideas on 
this Subject. I observed, that although I was’perfectly 
‘prepared to do it at the Moment, and felt almost bold 
‘eriough to affirm, that no Measure could be devised 
which would so completely meet our Intentions as an 
unreserved Renewal of the Treaties they hesitated about, 
yet I was very willing to acquiesce m their proposal, 
with this simple Observation, that if any Delay arose 
from it, such Delay was imputable to them and not to 
me. My Words were, “ Je ne me rends pas responsable 
« des Longueurs dans lesquelles cette Discussion pour- 
“* rait nous entrainer.” The French Ministers’ Answer 
was, “ Si des Longueurs servent 4 déterminer des Objets 
“ qui pourraient donner lieu 4 des Querelles a l'avenir, 
« ce sera du Tems bien employé.” It was not my Wish 
to contest this Assertion, and our Conference ended 
with it.

16th July, 1797. 


My Lord, } 

Yesterday at the Moment I was preparing to attend 
the Conference, in which we were to enter into fuller 
Discussions on the litigated Subject of the Renewal of 
the Treaties mentioned in the second Article of the 
‘Projet, 1 received from the French nagetion the en- 
closed Paper (A). In about an Hour I returned the 
enclosed Answer (B), to which I received the enclosed 
Reply (C); and I am this moment come from the 
Conference which has taken place in consequence of it. 
_ I began by saying, that I had solicited this Interview 
from the same Motive which would actuate every Part 
of my Conduct; that I wished to make my Reports 
not only correct but conciliatory as far as depended on 
me, and I now was come in order, if possible, to obtain 
from them such Comments and Explanations on ‘the 
Note they sent to me Yesterday, as would enable me, 
when I transmitted. it to my Court, to secure the Ne- 
gotiation from being interrupted, perhaps abruptly 
terminated, by the Perusal of it, If I understood it 
right, it meant that the Directory requires as a sine 
qua non Preliminary, that every Thing the King has 
conquered from all and each of His Enemies should be 
restored, and that till this Restoration was consented 
to, the Negotiation was not even to begin. I said, if I 
was correct in this Statement, and the plain Sense of 
the Declaration would bear no other interpretation, I 
must add that it would not only most certainly prevent 
the Treaty from beginning, but would leave no Room 
for treating at all, since it deprived His Majesty of 
every Means of Negotiation ; for I could not suppose 
that it was in their ‘Thoughts to intimate that the Prin- 
ciple of the Treaty, as far as it related to His Majesty, 
was to be one of all Cession and no Compensation, and 
yet that was precisely the Position in which His Ma- 
Jesty was placed by their Note. 

ne of the French Plenipotentiaries, who had let me 
proceed rather reluctantly, here stopt me, and said, 
that he and his Colleagues were exceedingly happy that 
I had expressed a Wish to see them before I dispatched 
my Messenger; that they wished to assure me, that 
they had thought it dealing fairly and honourably to 
state what they had received from the Directory, in the 
very Words in which it came to them; that they should 
be sorry if the Declaration they had been directed to 
make me, should be of a Nature to interrupt, much 
less to break of, the Negotiation; that it was the sin- 
cere Wish of the Directory that the Negotiation should 
proceed and end successfu ne and that, far from shut- 
ting the Door to further Discussions, they were per- 


fectly ready to hear any Proposals we had to make, and 
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only wished that these Proposals should be, if possible, 
such as were compatible with’ their most sacred Engage- 
ments. I repeated what I had said, that no Door was 
left open if His Majesty was in limine to restore every 
Thing; and that a Peace on these Conditions would 
not be heard of by the Country. I observed, that im- 
mediately on leaving them, I should dispatch a Mes- 
senger; but what that Messenger carried would most 
materially affect the Progress and Issue of the Nego- 
tiation; I therefore desired to know whether, in con- 
sequence of what I had heard from them, I might con- 
sider the strict and literal Meaning of the Declaration 
not to be a decided Negative (which it certainly seemed 
to imply) on all Compensation whatever to be made to 
His Majesty, but that Proposals tending to this Effect 
would still be listened to. One of them answered, 
“ certainly, and if they should be found such as it will 
“ be impossible for us to admit, we will on our Side 
“ bring forward others for your Court to deliberate 
“ on.” Under this Assurance, which at least, to a 
certain Degree, qualifies the Declaration of Yesterday, 
I broke up the Conference.

The Ministers Plenipotentary of the French Republic 
have transmitted to their Government the Project of 
the Treaty, and the Note relating thereto, which were 
delivered to them the 20th of the present Month, 
by the Minister Plenipotentiary of His Britannick Ma- 


jes 

ey have just received fresh Communications and 
Orders, which require that they should make the fol- 
lowing Declaration to Lord Malmesbury. 

There exist in the Public and Secret Treaties, by 
which the French Republic is bound to its Allies, Spain 
and the Batavian Republic, Articles by which the 
Three Powers respectively guarantee the Territories 
possessed by each of them before the War. 

The French Government, unable to detach itself 
from the pe mcg which it has contracted by these 
Treaties, establishes, as an indispensable Preliminary 
of the Negotiation for the Peace with England, the 
Consent of His Britannick Majesty to the Restitution of 
all the Possessions which He occupies, not only from 
the French Republic, but further and formally of those 
of Spain and the Batavian Republic. 

In consequence, the Undersigned Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiary request Lord Malmesbury to explain himself 
with regard to this Restitution, and to consent to it, 
if he is sufficiently authorized to do so; if not, and in 
the contrary Case, to send a Messenger to his Court, 
in order to procure the necessary Powers. 

The Object of the Conference which was to have 
taken place to Day being necessarily delayed by the 
Purport of the above-mentioned Declaration, the Mi- 
nisters Plenipotentary of the Republic have to express 
to Lord Malmesbury the Regret that they feel in losing 
this Opportunity of conversing together, which they 
had themselves solicited: But incase Lord Malmesbury 
should have any communication to make to them, 
they beg him to believe that they will always be happy 
to receive him, and to listen to him, whenever he may 
think it proper. 

They request him, at the same Time, to accept anew 
the Assurances of their high Consideration.

Importance, he proposes to.them a Conference for To- 
morrow, at the Hour most convenient to them, after 
which it is his Intention to dispatch a Messenger to his 
Court.

My Lord, 

Your Lordship’s Dispatches by the Messenger Dres- 
sins, were rece,ved here on the 17th Instant, at Night, 
and I lost no Time in receiving His Majesty’s Com- 
mance on the very important Subject of your Letter, 

° Q. 

_ 1 am much concerned to be under the Necessity of 
remarking, that the Claim brought forward in the Note 
transmitted to your Lordship by the French Plenipoten- 
tiaries, is in itself so extravagant, and so little to be re- 
conciled either with the former Professions of those Mi- 
nisters, or with their Conduct in the previous Stagesof 
the Negotiation, that it affords the strongest Presump- 
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tion of a Determination to preclude all Means of Ac- 
commodation. If such is really the Determination of 
the Directory, nothing can remain for this Country, 
but to persevere in opposing, with an Energy and Spirit 
proportioned to the Exigency, a System which must 
tend to perpetuate a State of War and Civil Tumult in 
every Part of Europe. ; 
The natural Step upon the present Occasion would 
therefore have been to direct your Lordship to terminate 
at once a Negotiation, which, on the Footing now pro- 
posed by the Enemy, affords neither the Hope nor the 
Means of any favourable Conclusion. Nothing being 
left for Treaty, where, as a Preliminary Step, one Party 
is required to concede every Thing, and all Compensa- 
tion from the other is absolutely and at once precluded. 
His Majesty’s Servants have, however, observed, that 
in the Conclusion of your Lordship’s Conference with 
the French Plenipotentiaries on the Subject of the Note 
in Question, the President of that Mission informed your 
Lordship, that it was not intended to resist all Compen- 
sation for the immense Extent of Restitution demanded 
from His Majesty, and for the other obvious Circum- 
stances of Disadvantage to this Country in the Situation 
of Europe, as resulting from the War ; and even added, 
that he and his Colleagues would eventually bring for- 
ward Proposals on this Head for the Deliberation of 
the King’s Government. It appeared possible that some 
Advantage might perhaps arise to the great Object 
of Peace, from grounding on this Declaration a further 
‘Proceeding, such as might afford to the Directory (if 
they are so disposed) the Means of replacing the Nego- 
tiation on a more practicable Footing. With the 
View therefore of leaving nothing untried which can 
contribute to restore Peace on any suitable Terms, His 
Majesty has been pleased to direct that your Lordship 
should for that Purpose ask another Conference with 
the French Plenipotentiaries. In this Conference your 
Lordship will remark in such Terms as the Occasion 
must naturally suggest to you, upon the indefensible 
Spirit and Tendency of the Demand now made by 
France. You will observe that France, treating in Con- 
junction with her Allies, and, in their Name, cannot 
with any Pretence of Justice and Fairness, oppose her 
Treaties with them as an Obstacle in the Way of any 
reasonable Proposal of Peace in which they are to be 
included. In a separate Negotiation, to which they 
were not Parties, such a Plea might, perhaps, have 
been urged; but in that case France would have been 
bound to offer, from her own Means, that Compensa- 
tion which she did not think herself at Liberty to en- 
gage to obtain from her Allies. And such was, in Fact, 
as your Lordship must remember, the- Principle on 
which His Majesty offered to treat last Year, when He 
was really bound, by Engagements to Austria, similar 
to those which are now alledged by France. But it 
never can be allowed that France, Spain, and Holland, 
negotiating jointly for a Peace with Great Britain, can 
set up, as a Bar to our just Demands, the Treaties be- 
tween themselves, from which they are at once able to 
release each other whenever they think fit. a 
You will further remark, that even if, contrary to 
all Reason, such a Principle could for a Moment have 
been admitted on our Part, still even that. Principle, 
inadmissible as it is, could only apply to public Treaties, 
known to those who agreed to be governed by them, and 
not to secret Articles, unknown even to the French 
Plenipotentiaries, or concealed by One of them from 
the knowledge of the others. él 
You will add in explicit, though not offensive Terms, 
that the whole of this Pretence now set up by France 
is incontestibly frivolous and illusory; being grounded 
on a Supposition of a State of Things directly contrary 
to that which is known really to exist. It being perfectly 
notorious that both Spain and Holland, so far from wish- 
ing to continue the War, were compelled by France 
to 
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to engage in it, greatly against their own Wishes ; and 
to eee, pa eg Means of supporting it, a 
Contest in which they had nothing to gain, and every 
Thing to lose. It never therefore can be allowed to be 
a Question of any possible Doubt, but that the Direc- 
tory, if they really wish it, must pay) have obtained, 
or could at any Moment obtain, the Consent of those 
Powers to such Terms of Peace as have been proposed 
by His Majesty. If, however, France, from any Mo- 
tive of Interest or Engagement, is in Truth desirous to 
procure for them the Restitution of Possessions which 
they.were unable to defend, and have no Means to re- 
conquer, the Project delivered by your Lordship afford- 
ed an Opening for this ; those Articles having been so 
drawn as to leave it to France to provide a Compensa- 
tion to His Majesty, either out of her own Colonies, 
or out of those of her Allies, respectively conquered by 
His Majesty’s Arms. The Choice between these Al- 
ternatives may be left to the Directory; but to refuse 
both is, in other Words, to refuse all Compensation. 
This is nevertheless expressly declared not to be the In- 
tention of those with whom you treat. It is therefore 
necessary that your Lordship should demand from them 
a Statement of the Proposals which, as they informed 
you, they have to make, in order to do away this ap- 
parent Contradiction,. which the King’s Servants are 
wholly unable to reconcile by any ay aye of theirs, 
even if it were fitting and reasonable for them to bring 
forward any new Proposals immediately after the de- 
tailed Project which was delivered on the Part of this 
Country at the Outset of the Negotiation. 

Since that Project is not acceded to, we have evi- 
dently, and on every Ground, a Right to expect a 
Counter Project, equally full and explicit on the Part 
of the Enemy. You will therefore state to the French 
Ministers distinctly, that the only Hope of bringing 
this Business to a favourable Conclusion, is by their 
stating at once plainly, and without Reserve, the Whole 
of what they have to ask, instead of bringing forward 
separate Points one after the other, not only contrary 
to the avowed Principle of the Negotiation proposed by 
themselves, but as it appears, even contrary to the Ex- 
pectation of the Ministers themselves who are employed 
on the Part of France. There can be no Pretence for 
refusing a Compliance with this Demand, if the Pleni- 
potentiaries of France are disposed to forward the Ob- 
ject of Peace; and the obtaining such a Statement from 
them is, as I have before stated to your Lordship, a 
Point of so much Importance, in any Course which this 
Negotiation may take, that it is the King’s Pleasure that 
your Lordship should use every possible endeavour to 
prevent their eluding so just a Demand. 

After what has passed it is, I fear, very doubtful 
whether such a Counter Project would be framed on 
Principles such as could be admitted here ; but it would 
at all Events place the Business on its real Issue, and 
bring distinctly into Question the several Points on 
which the Conclusion of Peace, or the Prolongation of 
War, will really depend.

My Lord, 

There are Two separate Points on which it is neces- 
sary for me to say a few Words to your Lordship, in 
Addition to the Instructions in my other Dispatch, on 
the General Subject of the Negotiation. 

The First relates to the Assertion of one of the 

Vot. 58. 
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French Ministers, that the Portuguese Ships and Troops 
were at Toulon. The Fact is very immaterial as to an 
Conclusion that could be drawn from it, to affect the 
Situation or just Claims of the Court of Lisbon; be- 
cause your Lordship well knows, that it is a Principle 
universally recognized in the Public Law of Europe, 
that when One.of the Parties in a Defensive Alliance 
furnishes to his Ally the stipulated Succours, those Suc- 
cours remain entirely at the Disposal of the requiring 
Party, to be employed wherever he shall judge proper, 
subject only to the Limitations of the Treaty which 
before existed ; and if the Amount of those Succours is 
not encreased beyond that engaged for, nor the Means 
of using them extended by new Facilities, the Party 
furnishing the stipulated Assistance is not understood to 
violate the Laws of Neutrality. 

But the Fact, in this Case, would not bear out the 
Assertion, even if the Argument to be drawn from it 
were more conclusive. The Troops of Her Most Faithful 
Majesty having been, as I apprehend, no otherwise em- 
ployed than in the Two vane carried on by Land, 
upon the Southern Part of the Frontiers of France and 
Spain. 

The other Point relates to what was said to your 
Lordship about the Treaty of Pilnitz. It would cer- 
tainly not require much Argument to prove that the 
Renewal of several Treaties enumerated by Name and 
Date, and the latest of which was concluded in 1783, 
does not imply a Renewal of another Treaty supposed 
to be concluded in 1791. But what is more material to 
the present Case is, that your Lordship should take this 
Opportunity to explain, in the most distinct and unequi- 
vocal Terms, that if any secret Treaty was in fact con- 
cluded at the Interview at Pilnitz, between the late 
Emperor and the King of Prussia (which is, to say the 
least, very doubtful in Point of Fact) this at least is 
certain, that His Majesty was no Party to such Treaty; 
and not only was not then included in it, but has never 
since adhered to it, nor even been apprised of its Con- 
tents. The Public Declaration which was made at that 
Interview, shews on the Face of it that His Majesty was 
no Party to it ; and it is, indeed, notorious that it applied 
to Circumstances which were done away long before the 
War broke out between Austria and Franc, and that 
the subsequent Negotiations for the Maintenance of 
Peace between those Powers, turned on Points wholly 
distinct from those supposed to have been referred to in 
the pretended Treaty of Pidnitz. 

This Explanation, however little connected with the 
present Negotiation, seems to be called for by the Al- 
lusion made to you upon the Subject; and, indeed, on 
a Point on which so much Misrepresentation has pre- 
vailed, it is useful not to omit the Opportunity of stating 
the Facts as they really are.

EXTRACT of a Dispatch from Lord Malmes- 
bury to Lord Grenville; dated Lisle, 25th 
July 1797. 

My Lord, 

I have the Honour to acknowledge your Lordship’s 
Dispatches, No. 19 and 20, of the 20th Instant, which 
were delivered to me on Saturday the 22d Instant, by 
the Messenger Major. 

It was impossible that the Claim brought forward in 
the Note inclosed in my N° g, could have produced on 
your Lordship’s Mind any Impression different from 
that which you describe, and I am happy to find that 
the Conduct I observed, when it was first delivered to 
me, was such as put it in my Power to execute with 
great 
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great Consistency, the spirited Instructions your Lord- 
ship now sends me. ' 

Immediately on the Arrival of the Messenger, I pro- 
posed an Interview with the French Plenipotentiaries, 
and we met on yc the 23d, at One P. M. 

I could not obey His Majesty's Orders in a Manner 
more likély to command Attention, and to impress 
those who heard me with a just Sense of the Mixture 
of Firmness and Moderation with which His Majesty 
was pleased to conduct this important Negotiation, 
than by employing not only the Substance, but as far 
as was practicable in Conversation, the very Words of 
your Lordship’s Dispatch, N° 19; and if I should 
attempt to relate minutely what I myself said in this 
Conference, it would in Fact be little more than a 
Repetition of them. 

1 bopak by observing, that I was certain the French 
Plenipotentiaries must be fully prepared for what I 
now had it in Command to say: I reminded them 
that I had taken upon me to affirm when we were last 
assembled, and immediately before I dispatched my 
Messenger, that the requiring such a Preliminary as 
that proposed in the Note, was putting an End at 
once to all Negotiation, and that I was sure Peace on 
such Terms would not be heard of; that the Orders I 
was then about to communicate to them would prove 
that I had not made this Assertion lightly, or in con- 
sequence of any hasty Opinion of my own, at the 
same Time that it would also appear that my Royal 
Master was as anxiously and as sincerely inclined to 
listen to all reasonable and admissible Conditions, as 
He was determined to repel and reject all such as were 
of an opposite Description. I then, my Lord, took 
up my Arguments ‘on the precise Grounds set forth in 
your Lordship’s N* 19. I neither omitted any Thing, 
nor inserted any Thing of my own, which could at all 
alter its Spirit ; and I only varied from the Letter in- 
asmuch as was necessary to make it applicable to a 
Conference. 

My First Object was to state, in as forcible a Way as 
ossible, the utter Inadmissibility of the Pretension set 
forth in the Note, the frivolous and illusory Reasons 
alledged for bringing it forward, and I observed that, 
if it was persevered in, it must lead to this necessary 
Conclusion, that there did exist when it was framed an 
Intention on the Part of the Directory to break off 
the Negotiation in the Outset. My Second Object in 
point of Reasoning, though a very primary One in 
point of Importance, was either to prevent the Nego- 
tiation breaking off at all, or if this was not to be 
prevented, to endeavour to be so clear and explicit in 
my Language, and to draw the Line so distinctly be- 
tween such Sacrifices as His Majesty might be inclined 
to make in order to restore so great a -% as Peace, 
and those to which the Dignity of His Crown and 
Interest of His Subjects would never allow him to 
attend, as to make it impossible that by “t future 
Cavil or Subterfuge, the Interruption of the Treaty, if 
unfortunately it should be interrupted, could be im- 
puted to any other Cause than the exorbitant Demands 
of the French Government; and the better to insure 
this Purpose, I explained to them that His Majesty 
having already in a detailed Projet stated freely and 
fully His Conditions, and these Conditions having been 
at once rejected by a sweeping Claim on the Part of 
the French Government, it was not fitting or reasonable, 
neither could it be expected that any new Proposals 
should originate with His Majesty: And that on every 
Ground the King had a Right to expect a Contre- 
Projet from them, stating at once plainly and without 
Reserve the Whole of what they had to ask, instead 
of bringing forward separate Points, one after another, 
directly contrary to the Principle. on which we had 
agreed to begin the Negotiation, and which, from their 
being insulated, could only tend to protract and impede 
its Progress. 
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On the First Point, on the Inadmissibility of the 
Preliminary Conditions as proposed by the French Go- 
vernment, One of the French Plenipotentiaries said, it 
was impossible for them to do more than t6'take ‘it for 
Reference, that the Instructions they had’ received 
when the Directory sent them the Note, were precise 
and positive, and that they had received none since. 
He therefore had on that Point simply to request of 
me, that I would state in Writing the several Grounds 
on which His Majesty rejected this Proposition, in 
order that the Report transmitted by them to the Di- 
rectory might be correct; and he assured me, that if I 
did not think it proper to put in Writing all the Argu- 
ments I had used to them in the Conference, they would 
have no Scruple of employing those I omitted in such 
a Way as was the best calculated to give them Weight, 
and to use the French Minister’s own Expression, to 
place the Negotiation once more on its Legs. 

In regard to the Second Point, he had no Hesitation 
in agreeing with me, that the best Method, and indeed 
the only One, which could accelerate the Whole of 
the Business, was for them to give in a Contre-Projét, 
neither did he attenipt to disprove our perfect Right to 
expect One from them before we made any new Pro- 
posals. But he said, that it was not necessary for him 
to observe, that as long as they were bound by their 


Instructions not to give Way on the Proposition I had 


now so decidedly rejected, that it was impossible for 
them to move a Step without new Orders from the 
Directory ; that they would ask for these Orders im- 
mediately, and lose no Time in acquainting me when 
they were received, 

preter that in our last Conference he had inti- 
mated to me they were empowered to com> to some 
Explanation with me on the Subject of Compensation 
to be made to His Majesty for the great Cessions He 
was disposed to make ; that, at the Time, I conceived 
these Explanations were of a Nature to qualify the 
wide Claim stated in the» Note, and that if I had 
abstained from pressing him further at the Moment, it 
was from perceiving a Reluctance on their Part to 
bring them forward :—That, however, if they really had 
such Proposals to make me, and if they were of a 
Nature to meet in Substance and Effect the Basis laid 
down in the Projet I had given, I should be well dis- 
posed to listen to them. 

One of the French Ministers, after some Hesitation 
and a Sort of silent Reference to One of his Colleagues, 
said he thought as Matters now stood, it would be 
much better to wait their Answer from Paris :—That 
it was a very important Period, a Crisis in the Nego- 
tiation, the Result of which probably would be con- 
clusive as to its Fate, and that it seemed to be of more 
Consequence to make this Result as conformable to 
what he hoped I was convinced were as much their 
Wishes as mine, than to waste our Time in Discus- 
sions which were useless, not to say more, till this was 
ascertained. 

I confined myself in my Reply to saying, I had no 
Objection whatever to giving to the French Plenipo- 
tentiaries a Paper, stating the strong Motives on which 
His Majesty rejected the Proposition made in their 
Note of the 15th; and that as I, on my Part, had 
considered it a Duty to make my Reports as concili- 
atory as was consistent with Truth and Correctness, 
so I heard with great Pleasure the Assurances he gave 
me of their intending to observe the same Line of 
Conduct. 

That as we seemed perfectly agreed as to the Pro- 
priety of their producing a Contre-Projét, I had nothing 
to say on that Point, except to express my most sincere 
Wish that it would soon appear, and when it did ap- 
pear, be such a one as would lead to a speedy and 
satisfactory Conclusion of the Negotiation.

The Minister Plenipotentiary of His Britannick Ma- 


jesty has transmitted to his Court the Note which' was 


delivered to him the 15th of this Month, by the Mi- 
nisters Plenipotentiary of the French Republic; and 
having received the Orders of the King His Master, on 
this Subject, he hastens to repeat to them, in Writing, 
conformably to the Desire which they have expressed ‘to 
him, the following Reflections, which he’ had ‘already 
stated to them verbally, in consequence of his most 
positive Instructions. 

He observes, in the first Place, that to require “ As 
“an indispensable Preliminary of Negotiation for Peace 
“< with England, the Consent of His Britannick Ma- 
« jesty to the formal Restitution-of all the Possessions 
«« ‘which He occupies, as well those of the French Re- 
“ public, as further and formally those of Spain and the 
“ Batavian Republic,” is t wish ‘to establish a previous 
Condition which excludes all Reciprocity, refuses to the 
King all Compensation, and leaves no Object of ulterior 
Negotiation. 

hat the French Republic, formally authorized by its 
Allies to negotiate.the Articles of Peace in their Name, 
cannot fairly set up its partial Treaties with them, in 
Opposition to reasonable Proposals of Peace, since it is 
universally understood that the Contracting Parties al- 
ways preserve’ the Power to modify, by mutual Consent, 
the Conditions by which they may be engaged to each 
other, whenever their common Interests may require it : 
—Consequently, ‘the Proposition made to the King of 
a general and gratuitous Restitution, as an indispensable 
Preliminary, would necessarily impute to his Catholic 
Majesty, and to the Batavian Republic, Dispositions 
far less pacific than those which animate the French 
Republic. 
- That moreover, in consequence of what passed in the 
first Conferences, Lord Malmesbury has always thought 
himself entitled to expect that the King his Master 
would find a Compensation for the Sacrifices He was 
teady to make for Peace, by retaining a Part of his 
Conquests ; and he was the less able to foresee any 
Obstacle, on account of the Secret Articles of the Trea- 
ties which bind the French Republic, as the Principle 
of Compensation was acknowledged by a formal and 
positive Declaration, made in the Name of the Executive 
irectory, and communicated in an official Note, dated 
the 27th of November 1796; a Declaration, posterior 
to the Completion of those Treaties. 

It was, therefore, in order to remove, as much as 
possible, every Difficulty that, in the Project of a Treaty, 
which Lord Malmesbury has delivered to the Ministers 
Plenipotentiary of the French Republic, the Alternative 
was left to France to settle this Compensation on its 
own Possessions, or on those of its Allies: But the ab- 
solute Refusal of this Alternative appears to do away 
the only possible Means of conciliating every Interest, 
and of arriving at an honourable, just, and permanent 
Peace. 

Lord Malmesbury, persuaded that such cannot be the 
Intention of the French’ Government, hopes, that in 
consequence of the Reasons herein stated, a Condition 
will not be insisted upon, to which His Britannick Ma- 
jesty can by no Means consent. _ 

He again requests the’ Ministers Plenipotentiary of the 


French Republic to accept the Assurances. of his high 
Consideration.

EXTRACT ofa Dispatch from Lord Malmes- 
bury to Lord Grenville ; dated Lisle, Sunday, 
_, 6th August, 1797. 


My Lord, 


I fully expected, when I received the enclosed Note on 
Friday, that the Conference proposed was to acquaint 
me with the Instructions the French Plenipotentiaries 
had received from the Directory, on the Note I had 
given in near a Fortnight ago, as an Answer to that in 
which the Restitution of the Whole of His Majesty’s 
Conquests from each of His Enemies is required as an 
indispensable Preliminary to all Negotiation. 

I was therefore surprised and disappointed, when I 
had taken my Place at the Conference, to hear from the 
French Plenipotentiaries that the Letters they had re- 
ceived that Morning from Paris did not bring any spe- 
cific Reply to my last Note, but only went to inform 
them that the Directory had taken the Subject into 
their most serious Consideration, and would acquaint 
them as soon as possible with the Result. 

I could not avoid expressing my Concern and Sur- 
prise that there existed any Hesitation whatever in the 
Mind of the Directory on a Point, which, although 
a very important, was contains a very simple one :— 
That to allow it to remain in Doubt whether His Ma- 
jesty was to have any Compensation or not, was in 
other Words to leave it in Doubt whether the Direc- 
tory sincerely meant Peace or not :—And that, although 
I was very far from wishing for any improper Haste, or 
not to move in a matter of such Magnitude with becom- 
ing Prudence and Deliberation, yet I could not forbear 
lamenting that more than a Month had now elapsed 
without our having advanced a single step, notwith- 
standing His Majesty had, in the very Outset of the 
Negotiation, manifested a Moderation and Forbearance 
unprecedented, under similar Circumstances : — That 
anxious as I was not to prejudice it by any Representa- 
tions of mine, I must say, this Delay placed me in a ve 
aukward Position, as I really did not perceive et 
could account for it in a Way at all satisfactory, at the 
same Time that it was quite impossible for me to suffer 
a longer Space of Time to pass over without writing to 
my Court. 

One of the French Plenipotentiaries expressed his 
earnest Wish that I would write immediately ; he was 
confident this Delay would be seen in its. true Light; 
and added, “ Si nous n’avancons pas a pas de Géant, 
“‘ j'espere que nous marchons d'un pas sur.”—-And 
another of them repeated this Phrase. 

I expressed my sincere Hope this might be the Case, 
but it would have been much better proved by the Com- 
munication of the Counter Project they had in a Manner 
pledged themselves to procure, than by any vague and 
indeterminate Assurances of what might possibly be 
the Result of the present Suspension of all Business, 
They observed to me, that the. Counter Project would 
of course be (virtually) contained in their next In- 
structions, and that their only Motive for wishing to 
see me was, to convince me that this Delay had neither 
originated with them, nor been occasioned at Paris by 
any Want of Attention to this important Business, or 
from any Cause not immediately and closely connected 
with it. 

I desired to know from them when they thought it 
probable they should receive positive and explicit In- 
structions, whether in Three, Four, or Five Days?— 
They said it would be probably Eight or Ten.—And 
One of them observed, that as our not meeting more 
frequently gave rise to many idle Rumours and false 
Reports, he would propose to me, if I had no Objec- 
tion, to meet every other Day at Two o’Clock :—That 
it 
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it was very possible that in our next Two or Three 
Meetings we might have nothing material to say, but 
that we should get better acquainted with each other, 
and in our Conversations mutually suggest Ideas which 
might be of use.—I readily consented to this. 

had a Conference again this Morning. As I was 
very desirous of being enabled to transmit to your Lord- 
ship some more satisfactory Account as to the Motives 
of this Delay, I again pressed the French Plenipoten- 
tiaries on this Point. They each of them repeated what 
they had said before, and on my endeavouring to make 
them feel how impossible it was that His Majesty should 
not be hurt at this Demur on so very simple a Point, 
One of them said, you ought to augur favourably from 
it; your Note was-a Refusal to agree to what was stated 
by the Directory in their Instructions to us as a sine qua 
non:—If the Directory were determined to persist in 
this sine gud non, they would have said so at once—“ Je 
“ yous assure qu'il nous auroit promptement renvoyé le 
“ Courier,” were his Words :—The Time they take to 
deliberate indicates beyond a Doubt that they are ene 
for some Temperament, and it scarce can be doubte 
that one will be found.—I said I was well pleased to 
hear him say this ; but that still he must be aware that 
it would not be an easy Task for me to make my Dis- 
patches To-day either interesting or satisfactory. 

Another of the French Ministers said, that he really 
believed that this would be the only great Impediment 
we should have to encounter, that every Thing would 

o on quickly and smoothly, and that I must admit 
the present to be a very important and difficult Point 
in the Negotiation. 1 agreed with him entirely as to 
its Importance, but could not acquiesce as to its Dif- 
ficulty. 

I am very sorry, my Lord, that in such a Moment, 
and after waiting so long I should not be able to send 
you more explicit and decisive Assurances ; but it is 
not in my Power to compel the French Negotiators to 
move on faster. All I can do is by my Conduct and 
Language to take Care that no Part whatever of the 
Imputation of Delay should attach to me. I have, at 
every Conference I have held, always declared my Rea- 
diness to proceed, and I shall not fail to repeat this 
every Time we meet.

EXTRACT of a Dispatch from Lord Malmes- 
bury to Lord Grenville; dated Lisle, 14th 
August 1797. 


My Lord, 

In consequence of the Resolution we had come to, 
to meet on the Days of the Arrival of the Post from 
Paris, our Conferences for this last Week have taken 
Place regularly every other Morning, except on Thursday 
the 10th of August, which being the Anniversary of One 
of their National Festivals, the French Legation could 
not attend. 

I have in mine, N° 17, given your Lordship an Ac- 
count of every Thing which passed in these Conferences, 
up to that of the 6th. On the 8th nothing was said at 
all worth transmitting, except an Intimation flung out 
by One of the French Plenipotentiaries, that it would 
be necessary to take into Consideration the Rights of 
Neutral Nations on this Occasion. But as he spoke 
very vaguely, and in general Terms, I did not choose to 
press him for an Explanation, as I consider it more ju- 
dicious to avoid Discussions on separate and collateral 
Points, and not to enter into Negotiation till the Whole 
can be brought under Deliberation at once. 

What passed on the 12th was rather more interesting. 
The Return of Mr. Wesley afforded me a very natural 
Opportunity of expressing the Impatience with which 
an Answer to my last Note was expected by my Court; 
that Three Weeks had now elapsed since its Transmis- 
sion, and that although I by no means wished to insi- 
nuate that due Attention had not been paid to so very 
important a Subject as that on which we were treating, 
yet I could not but greatly lament, that Day after Day 
should be allowed to pass away without our proceeding 
at all in the great Business for which we were met. One 
of the French Ministers said, That it was impossible 
I could lament this Delay more than they did; that they 
had already declared to me that it was occasioned by 
a Wish not to create but to remove Difficulties; and they 
could assure me positively, that the French Government 
had no other Object in View, and that I should find, 
when once we began fairly to negotiate, we should pro- 
ceed very rapidly. 

I replied it was indeed very material to make good 
the Time we had lost. The French Minister answered, 
You would not call it Time lost, if you knew how it was 
employed. On my expressing, by my Manner, a Wish 
to be informed, he went on, by saying, we will not 
scruple to tell you, though we feel we ought not yet to 
do it officially, that we are consulting with our Allies; 
that we have communicated to them all that has passed 
here; we have stated that, unless they mean to con- 
tinue the War, they must release us from our Engage- 
ments, and enable us, to a certain Degree, to meet your 
Proposals. 

The Conference of To-day is this Moment over. 
One of the French Plenipotentiaries informed me, that 
he had received this Morning a Letter from the President 
of the Directory, assuring him that in Four or Five 
Days they would receive their final Instructions ; and 
he added of himself, that he trusted these would be 
such as would enable us to continue our Work without 
any further Interruption. I said, I hoped these In- 
structions would be in Substance a Counter Project, as 
I did not see how any Thing short of One could en- 
able us to proceed so rapidly as he described. He agreed 
with me entirely, and assured me, that both he and his 
Colleagues had repeatedly stated the Necessity of a 
Counter Project being sent them; and he observed, 
that he really thought the French Government might 
have foreseen every Thing which had passed, and been 
prepared with one; and that this would have saved 
a great deal of valuable Time. As I could not myself 
— said more, I readily gave a full assent to what

An Expression mentioned in One of your Lordship’s 
last Dispatches to have fallen from One of the French 
Plenipotentiaries, leads to the Presumption that it is 
intended, on the Part of France, to bring forward some 
Proposal about the Navigation of Neutral Powers in 
Time of War: Your Lordship will best judge of the 
proper Opportunity of expressing His Majesty’s decided 
and unalterable Resolution on this Point, not to admit 
of any Proposal for treating with His Enemies on the 
Subject of the Rights or Claims of Neutral Powers. 

The only other Remark with which I have to trouble 
your Lordship by this Messenger, relates to an Ex- 
pression in the late Message of the Directory to the 
Council of Five Hundred, which, if literally taken, 
conveys an Accusation against His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, that some Delay has arisen on the Part of this 
Country in the Negotiations at Lisle. This is so 
avowedly contrary to the Fact, that it must be con- 
sidered as impossible that such a Charge could be in- 
tended to be made by a Government which had at that 
Moment delayed for Three Weeks making any Answer 
to His Majesty’s distinct and liberal Proposals of Peace, 
and whose Plenipotentiaries were daily apologizing to 
your Lordship for this unbecoming, and as they almost 
confess, unaccountable Delay; but as the Point is too 
important to be left unnoticed, it is the King’s Plea- 
sure that your Lordship should present a Note, remark- 
ing upon the Sense to which these Words are liable, 
expressing your Persuasion that such cannot be the In- 
tention with which they were used, but asking on the 
Part of your Court an Explanation to that Effect, 
which cannot be refused without a Violation of every 
Thing which Truth and Justice require on such an Oc- 
casion.

In short, this Cause is in the same Despondency in 
which all good Citizens, and particularly the Defenders 
of the Country are, at seeing deferred at the very Mo- 
ment when its Conclusion was thought to be near at 
hand, and after having bought it with so much Blood 
and so much Suffering—a definitive Peace, which the 
Heads of the vanquished Coalition at length solicited 
in good Earnest, when its Conclusion was expected, 
and which a Government, friendly to Humanity, were 
still more earnest to conclude: When, all on a sudden, 
buoyed up with new Hopes, reckoning upon a general 
Dissolution of the Government by the failing of its 
Finances, upon its Destruction, upon the Death or 
Banishment of its bravest Generals, and upon the Dis- 
persion and Loss of its Armies, these very same co- 
alesced Powers have thrown as much Delay into the 


Negotiations, as they had shewn Anxiety to bring them 
to an End.

In my Conference of this Morning, I took an Oppor- 


‘tunity of remarking to the French Plenipotentiaxies

the Directory to. the Council of Five Hundred, viz.

I said I was perfectly ready to abide by their Deter- 
mination on this Point, convinced that it was impossible 
for them not to onmortoder that the Delay (if there 
had been any blameable Delay) rested with the French 
Government, and not with His Majesty. The French 
Plenipotentiaries admitted this to be most strictly true ; 
that the Phrase I had quoted was an ill-judged one, 
and “ mal redigée ;” but that it could not in. any Point 
of View whatever be construed as applying to England; 
and they were ready to say, that when it was written, 
the Directory alluded solely to the Court of Vienna ; 
that they could assure me they had been very faithful 
in their Reports, and that when they said this it was 
saying in other Words that I had carried on the Nego- 
tiation with as much Expedition as possible, and that if 
it had proceeded slowly for this last Month, the Slowness 
arose on their Side and not on mine. 

I said I could not for an Instant call in question their 
Feelings on this Point; it was the Insinuation conveyed 
in the Message, and which had gone over Europe, that 
it was necessary for me to clear up, and to know whe- 
ther the Directory thought and felt as ag Nee One 
of the French Ministers, with very strong Expressions,

My Lord, 

I should have considered what has passed in our 
Conferences since I last had the Honour of writing to 
your Lordship by Mr. Wes/ey, as in itself too unimpor- 
tant to authorize me to dispatch a Messenger, but that 
in general I think it my Duty never to leave your Lord- 
ship more than a Week without hearing from me; and 
I was also glad of an Opportunity to acknowledge the 
Receipt of your Lordship’s Dispatch, N° 23, which 
was delivered to me by the Messenger Shaw, on the 
31st August, at 10 P. M. 

Nothing but common Conversation passed in our 
Conferences of the 30th August and of the 1st September. 
In that of the 3d the French Plenipotentiaries confirmed 
what they had taken upon themselves to assure me on

I need not say that the Two Conferences which have 
been held since I dispatched the Messenger, Brooks, 
were not likely, under the present Circumstances of this 
Country, to afford any Thing extremely important or 
interesting. 

In that of Thursday the 7th, One of the French Ple- 
nipotentiaries began, on my entering the Room, by an- 
nouncing a Wish that the great Event which had taken 
place at Paris, should not interrupt for a long Time 
our Negotiation, or destroy the pleasing Prospect we 
had of its soon terminating successfully ; and from his 
Manner I clearly saw he meant to convey the Idea that 
it was his Opinion it would not. I endeavoured to dis- 
cover whether he spoke in consequence of any private 
Intelligence he had received from Paris, or simply from 
his own private Judgment ; and I found it was entirely 
from the latter. 

In our Conference of this Morning, he said they were 
still without any Letters from M. Talleyrand (which ra- 
ther surprised him); but he could assure me, with Cer- 
tainty, that by Monday they should be empowered to 
go on with the Negotiation, and that I might safely say 
so to my Court. |

On my going to the Conference this Morning, the 
French Plenipotentiaries informed me that-the whole 
French Legation was recalled, and that Messrs. Trei/hard 
and Bonnier d’ Alco were appointed in their Room. They 
said, their Orders were to communicate this Event to 
me immediately, and at the same Time to add, in the 
Name of the French Government, that this Alteration, 
in the Choice of the Negotiators, would not produce any 
whatever in the Disposition of the Directory, to bring 
the Negotiation to a happy Issue. 

I assured them I was extremely sorry to hear that they 
were recalled. That we had hitherto acted together so 
cordially, that it was to be lamented any Circumstances 

had. 
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had arisen which made the French Government think it 
adviseable to put the Negotiation into other Hands. 

That I received with Satisfaction what they told me 
as to the Sentiments manifected by the Directory, rela-

My Lord, 

The new French Plenipotentiaries, Messieurs Treilhard 
and Bonnier d’ Alco, with their principal. Secretary M. 
Derché, and Two private: Secretaries, arrived here at 
Five o’Clock A. M. on Wednesday the 13th Instant, 
At Eleven A. M. they sent M. Derché to acquaint me 
with their Arrival, and to inquire at what Hour I would 
receive their Visit. In consequence of my saying when- 
ever it was convenient to them, they came immediately, 
ya by Messieurs Le Tourneur, Maret, and Col- 
chen. 

On taking Leave, M. Le Tourneur came forward and 
said to me, in his Name and that of his Colleagues, 
that they could not terminate their Mission without ex- 
pressing the Satisfaction they had felt-from the Open- 
ness and Candour (“ Loyauté et Franchise”) with which 
I had acted during the whole of the Negotiation, or take 
Leave of me, without expressing their sincere personal 
Regrets ; that the Recollection of my Conduct would 
always be agreeable to them, and that it had given'me 
the strongest Title to their Esteem and good’ Wishes. 

After giving the new Plenipotentiaries as much Time 
as was necessary to return to their own House, I sent 
Mr. Ross to ask at what Hour I might return their Visit ; 
and, in consequence of their Answer, I went to them, 
attended by Lord Morpeth and Mr. Eliis. 

I took an Opportunity of returning the Compliment 
M. Le Tourneur had made me; and I must in Justice 
repeat, my Lord, what I have already said, that his 
Conduct and that of his Colleagues has, in every Point 
which has depended on them, been perfectly fair and 
honourable, and in no instance contrary to the Prin- 
ciples they announced, and the Professions they made, 
It is therefore impossible for me not to-regret them, and 
not to consider the Change of Negotiators at least as

My Lord, 

I shall endeavour in this Dispatch to give your Lord- 
ship as circumstantial an Account as my Memory will 
allow me to do, of what has passed in the Two Con- 
ferences I have held with the new French Plenipoten- 
tiaries. 

In that of Thursday the 14th, after communicating to 
me the Arrété of the Directory appointing them to suc- 
ceed Messieurs Le Tourneur and Maret, and empower- 
ing them to continue the Negotiation with me, One of 
them began by making the strongest Assurances of the 
sincere Desire entertained by the Directory for Peace. 
He observed, that if this Desire had manifested itself so 
strongly at a Moment when the Two great Authorities 
of the Country were at Variance, it must naturally be- 
come stronger and be exerted with more Effect when all 
Spirit of Division was suppressed, and when the Go- 
vernment was strengthened by the perfect Concord 
which now reigns between all its Branches: That the 
first and most material Point to be ascertained in ev 
Negotiation was the Extent of the full Powers wi 
which the Negotiators are vested ; that I should find 
theirs to be very ample; and that, as it was necessary 
to the Success of our Discussions that mine should be 
equally so, they had it in’ command to present a Note 
the Object of which was to inquire; whether I pa au 
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thorized to treat on the Principle of a general Restitu- 
tion of every Possession remaining in His Majesty’s 
Hands, not only belonging to them, but to their Allies ; 
that I was not unacquainted with their Laws and with 
their Treaties; that a great Country could not on any 
Occasion act in a oaiien to them ; and that, aware 
as I must be of this, I could not but expect the Ques- 
tion contained in the Note, neither could I consider the 
Requisition of an explicit Answer, previous to entering 
upon the Negotiation, as arising from any other Motive 
than that of the most perfect Wish, on the Part of the 
Directory, to bring it to a successful, and, above all, 
to a speedy Conclusion. 

I replied, that if after what I heard I could allow 
myself to hope for such an Event as he seemed to think 
probable, or give any Credit to the pacific Dispositions 
he announced on the Part of the French Government, 
such Hope must arise solely from the Confidence I 
might place in his Assurances; since the Measure itself 
now adopted by the Directory was certainly calculated 
to make a directly contrary Impression on my Mind ; 
that I could not conceal from him, that far from ex- 
pecting such a Question, its being now put surprised 
me beyond Measure, and still more so, when from his 
Comment upon it I was to infer, that he wished me to 
consider it as tending to promote a speedy Pacification ; 
that the Question expressed in the Note he had deli- 
vered (for he had given it to me, and I had read it over 
as he ended his Speech) was Word for Word the same 
as that put to me by his Predecessors so long ago as the 
14th July; that on the 15th I had, from my own Au- 
thority, given an Answer, and that this Answer I con- 
firmed a and distinctly by Order of my Court on 
the 24th July; that these Notes had to the present 
Hour remained unnoticed, and a Delay of Two Months 
had occurred ; that the Reasons assigned for this Delay 
were, as I was repeatedly told, a decided Resolution on 
the Part of the French Government to listen to the 
reasonable Proposals made by His Majesty; but that 
being bound by their Engagements with the Court of 
Madrid and the Batavian Republic, and wishing to 
treat their Allies with due Consideration, they were 
desirous of consulting with them previous to any posi- 
tive Declaration, and obtaining from them a voluntary 
Release from those Engagements, sufficient to enable 
the French Plenipotentiaries here to admit the Basis His 
Majesty had established, and to ground on it all future 
Discussions which might arise in the Course of the Ne- 
gotiation ; that if he had read over the Papers left, un- 
doubtedly, in his Possession by his Predecessors, he 
would find what I stated to be strictly true; and that 
of course it could not be difficult to account for my 
Surprise, when, after being told that he and his Col- 
league were to take up the Negotiation precisely where 
they found it, it now became evident that it was to be 
flung back to the very Point from which we started, and. 
flung back in a Way which seemed to threaten a Con- 
clusion very different from that he foretold. 

I shall not attempt to follow the French Minister 
through the very elaborate and certainly able Speech 
he made in Reply, with a View to convince me that the 
Enquiry into the Extent of my full Powers was the 
strongest Proof the Directory could furnish of their paci- 
fic Intention, and the shortest Road they could take to 
accomplish the desired End. It was in order to give 
Activity to the Negotiation (“ activer” was his Word) and 
to prevent its stagnating, that this Demand was made 
so specifically ; and he intimated to me, that it was im- 
possible for the Directory to proceed till a full and sa- 
tisfactory Answer had been given to it. I interrupted 
him here by saying, their Manner of acting appeared 
to me calculated to decide the Negotiation at once, 
not to give it Activity, since it must be known, I could 
not have Powers of the Description he alluded to; and 
even supposing I had, the admitting it would be in Fact 
neither tore or less than a complete Avowal :of the 
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Principle itself, which once agreed on, nothing would 
be left to negotiate about. The other French Plenipoten- 
tiary interposed here, by saying, that would not be the 
Case; many Articles would still remain to be proposed, 
and many Points for important Discussion. I said, every 
Word I heard seemed to present fresh Difficulties. With- 
out replying to me, the first-mentioned Minister went on 
by endeavouring ‘to prove, that the Avowal of having 
Powers to a certain Extent, did not imply the Neces- 
sity of exercising them ; that it was the Avowal alone 
for which they contended, in order to determine at once 
the Form the Negotiation was to take; that the Note, 
and the Time prescribed in it, were in consequence of 


- the most positive Orders from the Directory ; and that 


if I drew from it a Conclusion different from the Assur- 
ances they had made me in the Name of the Directory, 
I did not make the true Inference. I replied, that al- 
though the prescribing the Day on which the Question 
was put to me, as the Term within which I was to give 
my Answer to it, was both a very unusual and abrupt 
Mode of proceeding, yet as a Day was much more than 
sufficient for the Purpose, I should forbear making any 
particular Remark on this Circumstance: That as to 
the Inference to be drawn from the positive Manner in 
which they appeared to maintain the Question put to 
me, I really could not make it different from that I 
had already expressed: That the reverting, after an In- 
terval of Two Months, to a Question already answered, 
and which Question involved the Fate of the Negotia- 
tion, certainly could not be considered as wearing a 
very conciliatory Appearance: That in regard to my 
Answer, it could not be different from that I had given 
before: That my full Powers, which were in their 
Hands, were as extensive as any could be, and it did 
not depend on me to give them more or less Latitude ; 
but that in Fact their Question went not to the Extent. 
of my full Powers, but to require of me to declare the 
Nature of my Instructions ; and on this Point they cer- 
tainly would forgive me, if I did not speak out till such 
Time as the Circumstances of the Negotiation called 
upon me to do it. 

The French Minister strove to prove tome, what he 
had before attempted, that the claiming a Right of 
Enquiry into the Nature of the discretionary Authority 
confided in a Minister, by no Means implied an Inten- 
tion of requiring of him to act up to it to its utmost 
Limits. I observed, if no such Intention existed, why 
institute the Enquiry? and if‘it did exist, why not say 
so at once?—He said, what we now ask is little more 
than a matter of Form; when you have given us your 
Answer, we shall follow it up by another Step, which we 
are ordered to take. I said, my Answer was given Two 
Months ago ; that, although I was ready to. give it them 
again, am in Writing, as One to their Note, yet as it 
could not be different, I did not see why they should 
not proceed immediately to the other Step, by which 
I was told the Question was to be followed up. . It 
would be premature, said the French Minister ; but in 
drawing up your Answer, do not forget the Force of 
the Arguments I have used, or in your Report to your 
Court, the Assurances we have given of the earnest 
Wish of the Directory to terminate the War. 

I replied, that I still must maintain, that, from the 
Manner in which they thought proper to define full 
Powers, I could see no Distinction between acknow- 
ledging the Power and admitting the Principle; and 
that the Question itself could not be put with any 
other Intention—(Your Lordship will observe from the 
subsequent Notes which passed between us, that I was 
perfectly grounded in this Assertion) ;—that in my 
Reports, they might be fully assured I should act up to 
that conciliatory Spirit, which from the earliest Period 
of the Negotiation, had always decided my Conduct; 
and that, inauspicious as Appearances were, I certainly 
would be careful not to make them look hostile. At 
the Word hostile, both the French Plenipotentiaries 

were 
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were most warm in their Protestations, that nothing 
could be less so; that the Idea of the Negotiation 
breaking off was as far from their Thoughts as from 
their Wishes. I said, that although I heard this with 
Pleasure, yet I could not avoid adverting to Facts, and 
that; when instead of an Answer, and the favourable 
Answer which I had every Reason to expect, I received 
only the Repetition of a Demand, which had been al- 
ready satisfied Two Months ago; I certainly could not 
think this a good Omen. If it did not bode an imme- 
diate Rupture of the Treaty, it assuredly did not an- 
nounce a near and successful Termination of it. The 
above-mentioned Minister persisted I was mistaken ; that 
the Business would end speedily; that Speed was their 
Wish, and Speed with Peace for its Object. 

On breaking up our Conference, I said, that I took 

it for granted that we should meet again at the usual 
Hour, on Sunday. He said, that it perhaps might not 
be necessary, but that they certainly would let me know 
in Time ; and this conveyed to me the first Idea of what 
has since taken Place. 
. Tinclose your Lordship the Note A, I received in 
this Conference with the French Plenipotentiaries, and 
the Answer B, which I made to it Yesterday Morning 
at 10 A.M. 

At6 P. M. the Note C, was transmitted to me; to 
which at 8 P.M. I returned the Answer D, by Mr. 
Ross, whom I sent in order that he might bring me the 
Passports I asked for ; but at a Quarter before 10 P. M. 
M. Derché, Secretary of the French Legation, delivered 
to me the Paper marked E; and this Morning at 
g A. M.I replied by the Note F, which immediately 
produced that marked G. 

The Notes sent me by the French Plenipotentiaries 
speak for themselves ; and it is unnecessary to enter into 
any Reflections on them. _ I am willing to hope that the 
Answers I have made were such as became the Situation 
in which I stand, the Importance of the Cause intrusted 
to me, and the steady but temperate Conduct which the 
Spirit of my Instructions injoin me to hold. 

It was my Wish to give every Opening to the French 
Plenipotentiaries to recall the violent Step they had 
taken ; and, if possible, to convince them of its extreme 
Impropriety. And it was with this View, and witha 
most anxious Desire not to exclude all Hope of the Re- 
storation of Peace, that I determined on suggesting the 
Idea of our Meeting once more before I left Lisie. 

This Meeting took place To-day at Noon: I opened 
it by observing, That the several Notes they had re- 
ceived from me since the preceding Evening had been 
too expressive of the Surprize I felt at the Measure the 
Directory had thought proper to adopt, to make it ne- 
cessary for me to enlarge upon it in this Conference ; 
and indeed my sole Motive for suggesting that it might 
be for our mutual Satisfaction that it should be held, 
was, because this Measure appeared to me to be in such 
direct Contradiction to the very strong Assurances I had 
so constantly and repeatedly heard from them, and to 
the pacific Intentions with which they declared they 
were sent, that it was my earnest Wish’ (before I con- 
sidered their Conduct as forcing me to a Step which 
must so materially affect the Success of the Negotia- 
tion), to be perfectly certain that I understood clearly 
and distinctly the precise Meaning of their official 
Notes. On their admitting that nothing could be more 
reasonable than that I should, on so important a Point, 
require Explanation, or more satisfactory to them than 
to give it me (as far as lay in their Power), I pro- 
ceeded by saying, that it appeared to me that I was 
called upon to produce immediately my full Powers, 
or rather my Instructions (for however different these 
were in themselves, in their Demand they seemed con- 
stantly blended), and that if either I refused to consent 
to this, or if on consenting to it, it was found that I was 
not authorized to treat on the Principle they laid down, 

I - then in the Space of Twenty-four Hours to leave

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Lisle, and return to my Court ; and that I was required Papers re- 
to obtain full Authority to admit this Principle, if it specting the 


was wished the Negotiation should proceed. This I said pi ore 


appeared to me to be the evident Sense of the Notes, 
and I begged to know whether I had mistaken it or 
not. One of the French Plenipotentiaries said, “ You 
“ have understood it exactly; I hope you equally un- 
* derstand the Intention of the French Government, 
“ which is to accelerate Peace by removing every Ob- 
“* stacle which stands in its Way.” 

I replied, that having no Doubt left on my Mind as 
to their exact Meaning, and being quite sure notwith- 
standing the Observation they had made, “ que j’avais 


saisi la veritable Intention de leur Note,” it would, I 


feared, be a very unprofitable Employment of our Time 
to argue either on the Nature of the Principle they an- 
nounced as a sine qua non, to even a preliminary Dis- 
cussion, or on the extreme Difficulty of reconciling the 
peremptory Demand with which they opened their 
Mission, to the pacific Professions that accompanied it ; 
that if they were determined to persist in this Demand, 
it was much better to avoid all useless Altercation; and 
nothing in that Case remained for me to do, but to ask 
for my Passports, and to signify to them my Intention 
of leaving France at an early Hour the next Morning. 
They said, they had their Hands tied by an Arrété 
of the Directory, and were bound to observe the Con- 
duct they had followed by the most positive Orders ; 
and although we remained together some Time longer, 
not a Hint dropped from them expressive of a Wish 
that, instead of going myself for new Instructions, I 
should either write for them by a Messenger, or obtain 
them by sending to England One of the Gentlemen 
who are with me. I endeavoured by every indirect 
Means to suggest to them the Necessity of adopting 
some such Modification, if they meant that their Wishes 
for Peace, in the Expression of which they were this 
Morning more eager than ever, should meet with the 
slightest Degree of Credit: I again brought to their 
Recollection that I was authorized to receive any Pro- 
posal, any Contre Projet they tendered to me, but that 
they must be aware that it was not possible for me to 
alter the Orders I had received, or to assume an Au- 
thority with which I was not invested. I dwelt par- 
ticularly and repeatedly on my being competent to take 
any Thing they said for Reference ; but this availed 
nothing, except drawing from One of them a Remark, 
that the full Powers which authorized a Minister to 
hear Proposals, were widely different from those which 
would enable him to accede to them; and that it was 
such full Powers that the Directory required me to 
solicit. Saas 

An easy Answer presented itself to this Mode of 
Reasoning ; but I saw no Advantage to be derived from 
prolonging a Conversation, which, after the positive 
Declaration they had made, could lead to nothing: 
I therefore ended the Conference by declaring my Re- 
solution to begin my Journey at a very early Hour the 
next Morning, and by saying, that immediately on my 
Arrival in England I would make an exact Report of 
every Thing that had passed since their Arrival. 

I trust, my Lord, I shall not incur Censure for having 
declined to offer in distinct Terms to wait at Lisle, till 
I could know His Majesty’s Pleasure on the peremptory 
Proposal made to me: But when I considered the 
Nature of the Proposal itself, the Avowal that this 
would not be the last, nor perhaps the most humiliating, 
Condition required of us, and the imperious Style with 
which I was enjoined to depart in Twenty-four Hours, 
it was utterly impossible for me to assume a Language 
or affect a Manner that could be interpreted into Soli- 
citation or Entreaty: I felt myself called upon to treat 
the Whole of this extraordinary Proceeding with Calm- 
ness and Temper; and notwithstanding the deep and 
poignant Concern I must feel at an Event which I fear 
will yemove all Probability of an immediate Pacifica- 
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tion, I trust that in the Expression of this Sentiment I 
have not used a Language unbecoming the Character 
with which I am invested, or the Greatness of the So- 
vereign and Country whose Dignity and Interests it is 
my primary Duty to consult and to maintain.

The undersigned Ministers Plenipotentiaries of the 
French Republic, commissioned to treat of Peace with 
England, have the Honour to assure Lord Malmesbury, 
Minister Plenipotentiary of His Britannick Majesty, that 
the French Government wishes as sincerely, as strongly 
as ever, a Peace, desired by the Two Nations: But 
unable to conclude any other Peace than such a one as

The undersigned Minister Plenipotentiary of His Bri- 
tannick Majesty has rendered to his Court a faithful 
Account of the Circumstances that have interrupted the 
Exercise of those important Functions which His Majesty 
has been pleased to entrust to him. His Majesty has 
deigned to honour with his entire Approbation the 
Answers which the Undersigned has already made to the 
extraordinary and unexpected Demands which the new 
Plenipotentiaries of the French Republic addressed to 
him immediately upon their Arrival at Lisle. 

But in order to leave no Doubt respecting the Nature 
and Object of this Demand, the Undersigned has been

_ 1. That the full Powers with which His Majesty had 
thought proper to furnish him for negotiating and con- 
cluding a Treaty of Peace, are conceived and expressed 
in the most ample Form, authorizing the Undersigned 
fully, and without Reserve, to sign any Treaty upon 
which he might agree with the French Plenipotentiaries, 


_ whatever its Nature and Conditions might be; conform- 


ing himself in all Cases to the Instructions which he 
might receive from his Court. 

2. That these full Powers have been received and re- 
cognized as sufficient, as well by the Plenipotentiaries 
with whom he has hitherto treated, as by the Directory 
themselves, and that there is consequently no Room for 
any new Discussion upon a Subject which has already 
been closed by common Agreement, and which more- 
over is not liable to any Doubt or Difficulty what- 
ever; every Thing which has been done hitherto upon 
this Subject, being entirely conformable to Customs 
long established and recognized by all the Nations of 
Europe. 

3. That the Demand of the Directory therefore, in 
Reality, refers not to the full Powers of the Undersigned, 
but to the Extent of his Instructions, of which the 
Directory could not, under any Circumstances, require 
any Communication, further than as the Undersigned 
himself might judge such a Communication conducive 
to the Success of the Negotiation; and that very far 
from being in a Situation to be called upon for any new 
Explanations whatever, the Undersigned had every 
Reason to expect, from the repeated Communications 
which had been made to him by the French Plenipo- 
tentiaries, that he should immediately receive a Counter 
Projet, of a Nature to facilitate the further Progress of 
the Negotiation which had been suspended for more than 
Two Months.

departed, by a formal Notification of the Measures

5. That it is therefore only by consenting to treat 
upon the Basis of the Project, detailed with so much 
Openness, which was presented by the Undersigned 
a few Days after his Arrival at Lisde, or by returning 
# Contre Projet of a conciliatory Nature, agreeably to 
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the Assurances which he received so long ago, that it 
appears possible to continue the Negotiation, which the 
Plenipotentiaries have so strongly assured him that the 
Directory did not wish to break off, notwithstanding the 
Measures lately adopted with respect to him: A Measure 
which the Undersigned forbears to characterize, but 
which could not fail to produce in this Country the 
Impression of a Disposition by no Means pacific on 
the Part of the Directory. 

The Undersigned is directed to add, that His Majesty 
would see with real Regret the Certainty of the Exist- 
ence of such a Disposition, so little compatible with 
the ardent Desire with which he is animated to restore

Mr. Speaker reported, That both Houses attended 
His Majesty, this Day, with their Address; to which 
His Majesty was pleased to give this most Gracious 
Answer : 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


Nothing could be more satisfactory to Me than this 
Unanimous Declaration of the Sentiments of My Two 
Houses of Parliament. They are such as the Conduct 
and declared Intention of the Enemy could not fail to 
produce. We are engaged in a Cause which is com- 
mon to Us all, and contending for every Interest which 
a free and Independent Nation can have to maintain. 
Under the Blessing of Providence, I look with Confi- 
dence to the Issue of this great Contest: But in every 
Event My Resolution is taken. It is such as I owe to 
God, to My Country, and to Myself; and it is con- 
firmed by the Sentiments which you have this Day 
declared to Me. I will not be wanting to My People, 
but will stand, or fall, with them in the Defence of 
Our Religion, and in the Maintenance of the Inde- 
pendence, Laws, and Liberties of these Kingdoms. 


A Petition of the Commissioners of Sewers acting 
in and for the Limits of the Zower Hamlets, exclusive 
of St. Catharine’s and Blackwall Marsh, was presented 
to the House, and read; Setting forth, That, from 
Time immemorial, there has been, still is, and of 
Right ought to be, a Common and Public Sewer on 
Little Tower Hill, within the Tower Hamlets, im the 
County of Middlesex, called The Tower Hill Sewer, and 
which receives the Waters from the City Sewers; and 
that, at the latter End of the Year 1794, such Sewer 
was blown up, occasioned by a Defect which happened 
in the City Sewer, as they are informed and believe, 
and, by an additional Quantity of Waters lately turned 
therein; that the Petitioners caused the same to be 
repaired, but very recently the like Accident has hap- 
pened again; and that, upon a careful and minute 
Inspection of such Sewer by skilful Surveyors and 
Workmen, the same appears, from its Size,. not. suffi- 
cient to carry off the great Body of Waters issuing 
from the City Sewer, great Part whereof has been 
recently turned therein, and which were formerly 

: im another Direction, and that a new Sewer 
is absolutely necessary to be made sufficient for that 
Purpose ; and that the Petitioners have obtained Leave 
from the Board of Ordnance to catry the Waters, for 
the present, irto the Zower Ditch, but cannot obtain 
Leave to continue the same, as, in the Opinion of that 
Board, it would be attended with great Inconvenience ; 
and that the District, which has heretofore been rated 
towards the Repairs of such Sewer, is very small, and 
that a Rate of Two Shillings and Four Pence in the 
Pound has been very lately made upon them; and that 
the several Persons resident within the City of London, 
who receive Benefit, or avoid Damage, are not rated, 
or pay towards the said Sewer, although they greatly 
exceed ih Number the Persons within the District who 


pay thereto, and, as the general Law of Sewers now 
stands, all Pe 


rsons who receive a Benefit, or avoid 
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Damage, ought to contribute and pay in proportion 
to the Benefit they receive, or the Damage they avoid ; 
but the Petitioners have not Powers, without the Aid 
of Parliament, to rate them, it not being within the 
Limits of the Tower Hamlets, and the Petitioners have 
applied to the Commissioners of Sewers for the City of 
London, but they decline interfering therein: And 
therefore praying, That Leave may be given to bring 
in a Bill to enable them to raise Money to make such 
new Sewer, and that the Persons resident within the 
City of London, who receive Benefit, or avoid Dama 
thereby, may contribute and pay, together with hie 
Inhabitants. of the District in which the said Sewer has 
its Course, in proportion to the Benefit they receive, 
or the Damage they avoid; and that Powers may be 
given to the Petitioners to raise Money by Annuities, 
or otherwise, to enable them to make such new Sewer, 
and to make Rates, from Time to Time, to defray the 
necessary Expences of such Sewer. 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to’ the 
Consideration of a Committee: And that they do 
examine the Matter thereof; and report the same, as 
it shall appear to them, to the House:

Your Committee have, in the First Place, examined 
the total Amount of Out-standing Demands on the 
Bank of England, and of the Funds for discharging 
the same; and find, from the Examination of the 
Governor and Deputy Governor of the Bank, and the 
Documents produced by them, that the total Amount 
of Out-standing Demands on the Bank was, on the 
11th Day of this Instant November, £. 17,578,910; 
and that the total Amount of the Funds for discharg- 
ing the same (without including the permanent Debt 
due from Government, of £. 11,686,800, which bears 
an Interest of £.3 per Cent.) was, on the same Day, 
£. 21,418,460; leaving a Balance of Surplus in favour 
of the Bank (exclusive of the above-mentioned Debt 
from Government) of £. 3,839,550. 

Your Committee next proceeded to examine the 
principal Articles of which the above-mentioned Sum 
of £.21,418,460, being the Credit Side of the Ac- 
count, is made up, with a View of ascertaining how 
far the Bank might be enabled to resume its accus- 
tomed Payments in Cash, in case the Restriction at 
present subsisting should be removed: And Your 
Committee find, that the Advances to Government 
have, on the one hand, been so much reduced, since 
the 25th of February last, as to amount, on the said 
11th Day of this Instant November, to no more than 
the Sum of £. 4,258,140, while, on the other Hand, 
the Cash and Bullion in the Bank have encreased to an 
Amount more than Five Times the Value of that at 
which they stood on the same 25th of February last, 
and much above that at which they have stood at any 
Time since the beginning of September 1795. 

Your Committee further find, that the Course of 
Exchange with Hamburgh is, at present, unusually 
favourable to this Country, and that, from the Situ- 
ation of our Trade, there is good reason to imagine 
it will so continue, unless Political Circumstances 
should occur to affect it. 

Your Committee next proceeded to examine the 
Governor and Deputy Governor of the Bank, as to 
their Opinion of the Inconvenience which may have 
arisen from the Restriction imposed on the Bank from 
making Payment in Cash, and of the Expediency of 
continuing such Restriction; and Your Committee 
find, that they are not aware of any such Inconve- 
nience, and that they are supported in that Idea, by 
knowing, that the Bankers and Traders of London, who 
had a Right by the Act of Parliament to demand 
Three Fourths of any Deposit in Cash which they had 
made in the Bank, of £.500 or upwards, have only 
claimed about One Sixteenth: And Your Committee 
find, that the Court of Directors of the Bank did, on 
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the 26th of October 1797, come to a Resolution, a 
Copy of which is subjoined to this Report. 

Your Committee having further examined the Go- 
vernor and Deputy Governor, as to what may be 
meant by the Political Circumstances mentioned in 
that Resolution, find, that they understand by them, 
the State of Hostility in which the Nation is still in- 
volved, and particularly such Apprehensions as may be 
entertained of Invasion, either in Jreland or this 
Country, together with the Possibility there may be 
of Advances being to be made from this Country to 
Ireland; and that from those Circumstances so ex- 
plained, and from the Nature of the War, and the 
avowed Purpose of the Enemy to attack this Country 
by means of its Public Credit, and to distress it in its 
Financial operations, they are led to think that it 
will be expedient to continue the Restriction now 
subsisting, with the Reserve for partial Issues of Cash, 
at the Discretion of the Bank, of the Nature of that 
contained in the present Acts; and that it may be so 
continued, without Injury to the Credit of the Bank, 
and with Advantage to the Nation.

the new Shambles there, and regulating the same, and 
for applying Part of the Rents and Profits of the said 
Trust Estates for those Purposes, with such Powers 
and Provisions as to the House shall seem meet.

Secondly, That the House be going to their Places 
prepared for them in Saint Paul’s Church, on Tuesday 
the 19th of this Instant December, by Eight o’Clock in 
the Morning.

are as follow: 


REGULATIONS proposed for the Accom- 
modation of Their MasEstixs and the Royal 
Family, the Members of both Houses of Par- 
liament, the Foreign Ministers, the Alder- 
men, &c. of London, and others, passing to 
and returning from the Cathedral Church of 
Saint Paul, on Tuesday the 19th Day of 
December 1797. . 


That there be Three Avenues to the Church kept, 
with distinct Outlets from each, for the Carriages to pass 
off, and prepare to return. 


WEST AVENUE, for Their Majesties, the Royal Family, the 
Members of both Houses of Parliament, and the Foreign 
Ministers : 

That the great Street or Avenue, from Temple Bar 
to the Church, be reserved entirely for the Passage of 
Their Majesties, the Royal Family, the Members of 
both Houses of Parliament, and the Foreign Ministers ; 
all their Carriages to pass in single Rank, and no other 
Carriage whatever to be admitted. It being under- 
stood that Their Majesties and the. Royal F amily will 
enter the Church at the West Door, their Carriages 
are to drive in at the West Gate of the Church Yard, 
put down at the Bottom of the Steps, draw off to the 
North Side of the Church, and there wait until Divine 
Service is over; then return to the Bottom of the Steps 
totake up. It is recommended that the Carriages of 
the Members of both Houses of Parliament, and of the 
Foreign Ministers, put down at the South West Gate of 
the Church Yard; and that they order their Servants 
to proceed with their Carriages on the South Side of 
the Church Yard Eastward, through Watling Street, and 
Budge Row, to turn up Walbrook, pass the West Side of 
the Mansion House, and return through the Poultry 
into Cheapside, and to remain on the South Side of Cheap- 
side, in Three Rows, with the Horses towards the 
Church, until called for. 


NORTH AVENUE, for the Nobility (not in Parliament) and other 
Persons from the West End of the Town: 


That the Nobility, Gentry, and others coming into 
Holborn from the West End of the Town, be requested 
to proceed along Snow Hill and Newgate Street, turn to 
the Right down Warwick Lane, and then to the Left 
along Paternoster Row, and be set down at Canon Alley, 
opposite the North Door of the Church; then to or- 
der their Servants to proceed with their Carriages to 
the End of Paternoster Row, and turning round to the 
Left into Newgate Street, then down St. Martin’s le 
Grand, into Aldersgate Street, keeping the Left Side of 
the Street to Long Lane, and return on the Right, there 
to remain in a Double Row, with the Horses towards 
Newgate Street, until Divine Service is ended ; and then 
to return the same Way to take up. 


EASTERN AVENUE, for the Corporation: 


That the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and Four Gentlemen 
of the Committee, proceed from the Mansion House, 
rather before Nine o’Clock, through Cheapside, round 
the South Side of Saint Paul’s Church Yard, and up 
Fleet Street to Temple Bar; put down at Messrs. Child 
and Company; then direct their Carriages to drive 
through Temple Bar, turn short about, and follow each 
other down Fleet Street, round Saint Paul’s Church 
Yard, and along Cheapside, turn to the Left down King 
Street, and wait in Guildhall Yard till called for. 

That the Aldermen and City Officers immediately 
follow the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and Gentlemen of the 
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Committee, to the South Side of Saint Paul's Church 
Yard, set down at the South Door of the Church, and 
order their Carriages to turn short about, and return 
the same Way they came, to the Top of King Street ; 
then turning down King Street into Guildhall Yard, 
continue there till called for. 

That Direction Boards be fixed up, and Constables, 
&c. placed at all the Turnings where necessary, to 
prevent the Coachmen mistaking their Lines. 


HOURS OF ADMISSION: 


That it be recommended, 

To the Minor Canons and their Friends, to enter 
the Church, at the Dean’s Gate, by Eight o’Clock : 

To the Members of the Court of Common Coun- 
cil, to enter the Church, at the North Door, by Nine 
o Clock : 

To the Aldermen, to enter the Church by Nine 
o’ Clock : 

To the Foreign Minsters, to enter the Church 
rather before Nine o’Clock, in order that their Car- 
riages may not break into or interfere with the Proces- 
sion of the Members of the Houses of Parliament and 
the Royal Family : 

To the Members of both Houses of Parliament, 
to enter the Church before Ten o’Clock, that their 
Majesties and the Royal Family may not be stopped or 
impeded in going to the Church. 


GENERAL DIRECTIONS: 


That, in order to keep the Avenues to and from 
the Church as clear and open as possible, Posts with 
Bars or Chains be fixed at the Entrance of all the 
Streets and Passages on the North and South Sides of 
Fleet Street, Ludgate Hill, Ludgate Street, Saint Paul’s 
Church Yard, Watling Street, Budge Row, the Poultry, 
Cheapside, Newgate Street, Snow Hill, Holborn up to the 
Bars, and Paternoster Row, and at the Entrance of all 
the Streets and Passages on the East and West Sides of 
Walbrook, King Street, Saint Martin’s le Grand, and 
Aldersgate Street, as far Northward as the Corner of 
Barbican. 

That Posts and Rails be fixed from the South East 
Corner of Paternoster Row, rounding to the North Side 
of Newgate Street ; from the North East Corner of Dow- 
gate Hill, cross Cannon Street, to the South East Corner 
of Walbrook; and from the North East Corner of the 
Mansion House, cross the Street, to the South West 
Corner of Prince's Street; and from the South West 
Corner of Barbican, cross Aldersgate Street, to the South 
East Corner of Long Lane; and from the North East 
Corner of Warwick Lane, cross Newgate Street; and 
that the Ends of all other Streets and Passages com- 
municating with the Lines of the different Processions, 
be obstructed in like Manner. 

That all the said Posts, Rails, and Bars, be fixed by 
Two of the Clock in the Morning, and continued until 
the whole Company shall have left the Church; and 
that no Coach or other Carriage, except those belong- 
ing to the Persons above-mentioned, be suffered to re- 
main in any Street or Passage within the Extent of 
such Posts and Bars, on any Pretence whatever. 

That where Two or more Lines of Carriages, coming 
from different Streets, in order to proceed towards the 
Church, are to fall into One Line, Constables and other 
proper Persons be stationed, who shall direct the several 
Lines to advance alternately—One Carriage from each 
into the single Line; and shall immediately take into 
Custody any Coachman or other Person who shall resist 
or disobey such Orders as may be given for the Ob- 
servance of this Regulation.

Time in the Month of July 1794, and ‘subsequently 


recognized and confirmed by an Order of His Majesty 
in Council on the 27th of February 1795. By-that 
Order it appears, that the said War Department is put 
upon an Establishment, which gives-to the Crown the 
Distribution of the following new Salaries; namely, 
One of £.6,000,' One of £21,500, ‘One of £.650, One 
of £.450, Two of £.300, One of £.200, One of £. 150, 
and Three of £.100, per Annum each, all of them Sa- 
laries free from every Deduction: 

That we feel ourselves called upon to observe, that 
the Business of the State Office has usually been trans- 
acted by Two Principal Secretaries of State, and that 
the Office, commonly called the Office of Third Secre- 
tary of State, or Secretary for the Colonies, was un- 
known previous to the Year 1768. That, in the Year 
1782, His Majesty was graciously pleased to order that 
it should be suppressed ; and that, by an Act, passed 
in the Twenty-second Year‘of His Majesty’s’ Reign, it 
-was enacted that’ it should'be “utterly abolished and 
‘© taken away :” 

With all becoming Deference, to submit to His Ma- 
jesty, that the Revival of the Office of Third Secretary 
of State can be regarded, by His faithful’ Commons, 
without Jealousy, only when arising from the evident 
Necessity of the Case. That the new Division of the 
State Office, against which we humbly remonstrate, 
cannot, from what appears before us, be considered as 
necessary, while, from the Profusion of Emoluments 
with which it is accompanied, and. the Nature of the 
Atrangements with which it has been carried into Effect, 
it excites in us Feelings of deep nya || for the Honour 
of His Majesty, and the Liberty and Independence of 
Parliament : . 

That it appears, that the Right honourable Henry 
Dundas did, while he performed the Duties of the 
Office now filled by his Grace the Duke of Portland, 
known by the Name of the Home Department, transact 
every Part of the Business which has since been’ made 
to constitute the separate Employment of a new War 
Establishment : That he so transacted this Business not 
only during a Period of Peace, but also during a long 
Period of War; namely, from the Month of February 
1793 to the Month of July 1794, and that the only 
additional Expence incurred, during the inereased’ Busi- 
ness of the latter Period, was £.530 per Annum, being 
the Salary of Four extra Clerks, . Further to represent 
to His Majesty, that the Right honourable Henry 
Dundas did, while Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, not only discharge the entire Duties of 
that Office (including, as at that Time they did, those of 
the present new War Establishment) but likewise con- 
sider himself as competent to execute the additional 
Business of the Treasurer of the Navy, of the Chief 
Commissioner for the Affairs of India, and of the Keeper 
of the Signet in Scotland : ' : 

That it would have afforded us some Satisfaction to 
have perceived, that, when a new Office was created to 
execute a Part of the Business of the Home Depart- 
ment, the Home Department had undergone a Reduc- 
tion of Establishment proportioned to the Decrease of 
the Duties remaining to be discharged: But we observe 
with Surprise that no such Reduction has taken place ; 
on the contrary, we find the Establishment to have been 
increased : 

Humbly to represent to His Majesty, that, in the 
Year 1782, the Net Receipt of the State Office (in- 
cluding certain Offices annexed to it) was £. 26,515 per 
oe The Net Receipt, now established, is £.41,430.

"We humbly conceive, ‘that’ the 
Business of the State Office being divided: among: 
Three Secretaries instead of, as formerly, between Two, 
would rather have justified a Diminution than an In- 
crease of that Allowance, which, in 1783, His Majesty 
considered as sufficiently liberal : | of 

To represent to His Majesty, that, deeply as we are 
impressed with the Magnitude of this increased Influence, 
there are other Circumstances attending the new Ar- 
rangement of the State Office, which we contemplate 
with still greater Anxiety: . 

By the Order of His Majesty in Council in 1795, the. 
Fees and Gratuities, heretofore received by the different 
Offices in the State Office, were directed to be applied 
towards the: Expence of the Establishment, and fixed 
Salaries given in lieu of them. That, much as we ap- 
prove of the Principle of this Regulation, we cannot 
refrain from humbly representing to His Majesty, that, 
by the Application of it in the Instance before us, it has 
been made to serve as a secret and indirect Mode of 
increasing the Influence of the Crown, and of adding 
to the’ Revenues of the Civil List, without the Know- 
ledge or Consent of Parliament : 

It appears, that the Sum, annually paid from the 
Civil: List to the Support of the State Office, previous 
to the present Arrangement, was £.14,240. That, in 
the Year 1795, in consequence of the new Appropria- 
tion of the Fees, and of the Arrangements made on 
the Division of the Office, no more than £. 3,379 was 
to be provided for out» of the: Civil List, which there- 
fore gained in that Year the Sum of £.10,861. ‘That, 
by the Increase of Fees received in the Three ‘First 
Quarters of the Year 1796 (the latest Period to which 
the Accounts before us are made up) ‘the Civil List 
was exonerated from any Payment beyond the Sum. of 
£.2,178, and even that Sum liable to be diminished by 
the Reeeipt of Fees in the Fourth Quarter of that 
Year; so that the Gain to the Civil List, from the 
Order in Council in 1795, was in 1796 at least £.12,072, 
which, added to the preceding £. 10,861, makes a Sum, 
gained to the Civil List in Two Years of the War, of 
£.22,933, exclusive of what may have been derived 
from the Operation of this Arrangement in the Years 
1794 and 1797, of which we possess no authentic In- 
formation, but which cannot be estimated at a less Sum 
than was obtained in the Two Years of which we have 
an Account: , 

That the Civil List has ‘not, however, gained these 
Sums by the single Operation of bringing the Fees ‘to 
Account, but by certain Arrangements, of a Nature 
which we cannot contemplate without the most lively 
Concern : : 

It is with Regret we see any Part of: His Majesty's 
Civil List depending on the Generosity of His Ministers, 
and the Patronage of the Crown appearing to be dealt 
out as a Matter of Bargain : “ : 

It appears that, by the Arrangement: in Question, 
the Right honourable Lord Grenville, having, as Audi- 
tor of the Exchequer, a Salary of £,4,000 per Annum, 


and as Secretary of State, a Salary of £.6,000 per Annum, 
does not receive of the latter Sum more than £. 3,200, 
and consequently gives to Civil List the Annual

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Sum of £.2,800. That the Right honourable Henry 
Dundas, having, as Treasurer-of the Navy, £. 4,000, as 
Commissioner for the Affairs. of India, £.2,000, as 
Keeper of the Signet in Scotland, £.1,500, and as Se- 
cretary of State, a Salary of £.6,000 per Annym, does not 
in fact receive from this last Appointment more than 
£-2,000, and consequently gives to the Civil List the 
Annual Sum of £.4,000: 

That we humbly entreat His Majesty's Royal Atten- 
tion to these Facts, the Result of which is, that the 
Influence of the Crown has been largely and unneces-

most seriously apprehend a great and continued De- 
crease, and eventually an entire Destruction of their 
Foreign Trade: That the Home and Foreign Trades 
are particularly connected, so far as regards the Instruc- 
tion and Employment of the Workmen, because, the 
Foreign Trade being only Periodical, the Manufacturers 
cannot, without the Home Trade, employ the Work- 
men at those Times when they are not getting up and 
executing Orders for the Foreign Markets: That the 
Cotton and Woollen Manufactories are entirely in- 
debted for the State of Perfection, to which the Ma- 
chinery used therein is now brought, to the Clock and 
Watchmakers, great Numbers of whom have, for se- 
veral Years past, at Times been employed in inventing 
and constructing, as well as superintending, such Ma- 
chinery, and that those Persons, from their Want of 
Employment in the Clock and Watch Trade, will also 
be induced to emigrate, and carry with them the im- 
portant Knowledge not only of improving and encou- 
raging, but of ee Cotton and Woollen Manu- 
factories Abroad, which the Petitioners submit will cer- 
tainly be very prejudicial to the Commercial and Ge- 
sa Interests of this Country: That the Manufactory 
of Clocks and Watches must appear to be of great and 
peculiar National Importance, when it is considered

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Country, beg Leave to solicit the serious Attention of 
the House to the Facts they now lay before them: 
That, the Encouragement which the Mechanical Arts 
have of late Years received in Great Britain having won- 
derfully operated as a Stimulus to the Industry and In- 
genuity of the Petitioners, the Branches. of Trade in 
which they have been employed have been rapidly im- 
proving, both with respect to Excellence of Workman- 
ship, and Extensiveness of Demand for the Articles of 
their Production, and the Abilities of the Petitioners 
have been exerted in contributing to raise the Reputa- 
tion of their Country, and maintaining the Superiority 
it has ever been proud of, by excelling in those Arts 
wherein other Nations have hitherto in vain endea-

Those Commissioners, after a minute and laborious 
Investigation, the Result of which was stated in Seven- 
teen different Reports to Parliament, pointed out the 
Defects and Errors in the ancient Mode of Manage- 
ment, under which little Benefit had arisen to the 
Crown, or the Public; and recommended, instead of 
it, a System totally different, and from which a gradual 
Increase of Revenue, toa very considerable Amount, 
and many other Advantages, might be expected to 


arise. . 


The most material of those Defects were stated to 
be; 


ist. That Leases were ayy frequently, without 
having Surveys taken of the Property, and that the 
Surveys, when taken, were never confirmed by the 
Oath of the Surveyor, nor any other Means employed 
for ascertaining the Value of the Estates which could 
be attended with Expence, no Fund being provided 
for defraying that Charge. 


adly. That Lessees were permitted to renew their 
Leases, as often as it happened to suit their Conve- 
nience ; and that the Expence of the’Lease, which, in 
consequence of the Fees payable at the different Offices, 
is known:to. be great, being deducted from the Fine, 
was no Loss to the Tenants, but a heavy Burthen on 
the Estate of the Crown. 


gdly. That at least Seven-Eighth Parts of the Value 
were taken in Fine, and only One-eighth Part in Rent; 
and that the Fines were, in all Cases, computed at very 
high Rates of Interest ; the wasteful Effect of which 
Mode of Proceeding was, that the Crown actually re- 
ceived more from the One-Eighth Part let for Rent 
than from the Seven-Eighth Parts for which Fines were 
taken. 


4thly. That Crown Leases were passed through va- 
rious Offices, apparently instituted as ‘Checks on their 
mutual Proceedings; but that no Benefit arose from 
that Regulation, the Offices not having any useful 
Connection or Communication with each other; in 
consequence of which it had happened: that the Land 
Tax was was very commonly Twice allowed to the Lessee, 
by which Error alone a Loss was sustained of about 
¥ 11300 or £.. 1,600 per Annum. 


5thly. That no Copies, Entries, or Counterparts of 
the Leases were kept in the Office of the Surveyor Ge- 
neral, so that the Officer to whose Care the Protection 
of the Estate was principally committed, had. not before 
him the Covenants to be observed by the Lessees. 


And finally, that, by injudicious Provisions in the 
Civil List Act of Queen Anne, those who were entrusted 
with the Management were restrained, in Cases where 
more Latitude would have enabled them to improve 
the Estate; and too much Power was given to them 
where the Advantages of the Lessees, and the’ Perqui- 
sites of the Officers, could be most increased, and the 
Interest of the Crown most injured. 


The Commissioners therefore advised that this un- 
wise System should be abolished; and they explained, 
very fully the Principles on which the Plan of Ma- 

’nagement and Improvement proposed instead of: it was 
founded.

Arrangements have been made, and Acts of Parlia- 
ment passed, for accomplishing these Objects within 
the Forest of Rockingham, and in some Parts of the 
Forest of Sherwood, as well as in sundry Manors be- 
longing to the Crown, or in which the Crown is in- 
terested. 


In Rockingham Forest, which contains Three Baili- 
wicks, each subdivided into several Walks, there are 
large Tracts of Woodlands which formerly belonged 
to the Crown, but which have long been alienated in 
Perpetuity. Those Woodlands, however, remained sub- 
ject to the Pasturage of the King’s Deer, and the Cattle 
of the Commoners; and in One of the Walks, the 
Oak Trees of a certain Size are excepted to the Crown, 
though the Underwood and the Soil of the Woodlands 
are granted in Fee. The Offices of Forester or Keeper 
of the different Walks are also granted in Perpetuity ; 
and in each Walk there are inclosed Pasture Lands 
called Lawns, in the Whole of considerable Extent, 
appropriated to the Feeding and Preservation of the 
Deer, and not subject to Rights of Common. These 
Lawns are possessed by the ‘Kickers of the respective 
Districts; and, in some of them, the Soil and entire 
Property of the Land are claimed by the Grantees of 
the Keeperships, though the Custody only is considered 
to be granted. Inthe Walks of Sulehay and Morehay, 
within the Bailiwick of Cliffe, the Woodlands and the 
hereditary Keeperships belong to the Earl of Westmor- 
land; in the Walk of Westhay, within the same Baili- 
wick, they belong to the Earl of Exeter; in Farming 
Woods Walk, within Brigstock Bailiwick, they are the 
Property of the Earl of Upper Ossory; and in the 
different Walks, within the Bailiwick of Rockingham, 
the Keeperships, with a great Part of the Woodlands, 
belong to George Finch Hatton, Esquire. In order to 
put an End to the Mixture of Rights existing in this 
Property, and to the Destruction of the Woods from 
the Bite of the Deer and Cattle, Acts have been passed 
for setting out Lands in Compensation for the Common 
Rights in the Bailiwicks of Brigstock and Cliffe, and in 
Part of the Bailiwick of Rockingham, and for enabling 
His Majesty to grant to Lord Westmorland, Lord Exeter, 
Lord Ossory, and Mr. Hatton, all the remaining Rights 
of the Crown within their respective Districts, for a full 
and adequate Consideration. 


By Means of the various Grants from the Crown 
within this Forest, a Diversity of Interests is created in 
each separate District; and, consequently, in the Sale 
of the remaining Rights of the Crown, the Objects of 
Treaty are different with each Party. In the Investiga- 
tions which the Surveyor General found necessary for 
ascertaining those Rights, preparatory to the Sale, Ques- 
tions have arisen respecting the Interests claimed by 
the Grantees in some of the Walks; and those Ques- 
tions having been a Ha to be referred to Arbitration, 
a Statement of the Matters in Dispute has been pre-. 
pared by the Surveyor General, by the Direction of the 
Treasury, and is now under the Consideration of the 
Arbitrators.’ In the mean Time, the allotting of Lands, 
in Compensation for the Rights of Common, is. going 
on under the Direction of the Commissioners appointed 
for that Purpose; and Surveyors have been directed to 
value the Rights of the Crown, preparatory to the fixing 
of the Price to be paid for them. . The Money arising 
from the Sale of those Rights is directed to be laid 
out in the Purchase of Three per Centum Consolidated 
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Bank Annuities, in the Name of the Lord High Trea- 
surer of England’; and there.is“Reason to expect:that,

Many Applications for Leases having been made to 
the Treasury, and referred to the Surveyor General, he 
‘proceeded upon them according to the Directions of 
the Act, and the Rules laid down by the Treasury. He 
ordered Surveys to be taken, and verified on Oath ; 
and made such Enquiries as were necessary to enable 
him to judge whether any Alteration would tend to the 
Improvement of the Property; and on many of these 
‘Applications, on which the Surveys and Enquiries have 
been completed, he has reported to the Treasury the 
State of Facts, and the Value of the Premisses, with 
his Opinion on what Terms and Conditions such Leases 
‘might be granted.

The Leases comprized in that Schedule are of Two 
Classes ; the first containing Houses or Lands already 
in Lease from the Crown, or which have been heretofore 
granted by Lease; and the other containing Lands or 
Hereditaments which have’ not before been in Lease. 
The Values of the Estates in ‘the First Class are con- 
trasted, in the Schedule, with the Values of the same 
Premisses by the latest Surveys made prior to the Ap- 
plications for the new Leases, and with the Rents and 
Fines for the preceding Leases thereof. 


From this Schedule it appears, that the Leases of the Value of the.

Many other Applications for Leases, and Papers on 
various Subjects connected with the Business of this 
Department, have been referred from the Treasury to 
the Surveyor General, and are now depending in his 
Office. ‘These are particularized in a separate Schedule 
annexed to this Report ; and Directions have been given 
by the Surveyor General for Surveys to be taken of the 

states respectively applied for, and other Enquiries set 
on foot, for obtaining the Information judged neces- 
sary, according to the Nature and Circumstances of 
each Case, preparatory to the making of Reports to the 
Treasury. 


The Fee Farm and other unimproveable Rents which 
have been sold by the Surveyor General since the Com- 
mencement of the Act, are specified in an Account in- 
serted in the Appendix. A Memorial was presented 
by the Surveyor General to the Treasury, stating, that 
since the Act of Parliament enjoined that the Produce 
of the Sale of those Rents should be laid out in the pur- 
chase of Stock, it was of little Consequence at what 
Rate the one should be sold, if the Proportion to the 
other should be preserved; and therefore proposing, 
that the Surveyor General should, at all Times, be au- 
thorized to sell Fee Farm Rents at a Rate which should 
be £.10 per Centum at least, higher than the Current 
Price of £. 3 per Centum Consolidated Bank Annuities. 
Unfortunately, the State of the Public Funds, for the 
greater Part of that Period, has been particularly un- 
favourable to the Sale of such Rents, the Price of Stock 
being considerably lower than the lowest Prices allowed 
by the Act to be taken for the Rents.

In the mean Time, however, the Burthen of Fees is Burthen of 
lessened; for, under the former System, Leases were Feeslessened.

The Recommendation of those Commissioners to re- 
duce the Number of Receivers of the Land Revenue 
has been adopted by the Treasury, as far as it has yet 
been practicable. Vacancies have happened by the 
Deaths of Three of the Receivers, and no Successors 
have been appointed; but the Persons who acted as 
their Deputies have been authorized to collect the 
Rents, upon such Conditions that'a Saving is made of 
the greater Part of the Salaries and Allowances to the 
late Receivers. 


The Surveyor General, having thus stated what Mea- 
sures have been adopted by Government, in conse- 
quence of the Reports of the Comaddunnt of the Land 
Revenue, and what his own Proceedings have been in 
carrying into Execution the Plan for the better Ma- 
nagement of the demised Estates of the Crown, thinks 
it not improper, in this Place, to mention, that the 
Commissioners of the Land Revenue gave it as their 
Opinion, that, if the Plans they had suggested should 
be followed, the demised Estates of the Crows might 
be expected, under a careful Management, to yield, at 
the Expiration of the present Leases, an Income of 
about £. 200,000 per Annum ; or, at least, that the Value 
of the demised Estates, with the Dividends of Stock 
expected to arise from the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, 
which they computed at £.12,000, would amount to 
that Sum. 


In their 17th Report the Commissioners express 
themselves as follows: “ If the remaining Fee Farm 
“ Rents shall be disposed of at Thirty Years Purchase, 
“ being the Rate at which single Rents have hitherto 
* been sold, the Sum of Three per Centum Consoli- 
“ dated Bank Annuities purchased with the Produce 
“ of the Sale may be increased to about £. 400,000. 
“‘ If the Metropolis shall continue to increase, and shall 
be extended over any considerable Part of the Lands 
belonging to the Crown near to it, as it has already 

been over adjoining Lands not more conveniently 
“ situated ; aiid if the Value of the Produce of Land 
shall continue as high as it has been of late Years, 
“ all which it seems reasonable to expect, the Produce 
“ of the Forests and demised Estates of the Crown will 
gradually increase; and we think it not too sanguine 
“ to suppose, that the Income to be derived from the 
whole Property which has been under our Enquiry, 
“ comprehending the Crown Lands, the Forests, and 
“ the Dividends of Stock purchased with the Price of 
Fee Farm Rents, may, finally, rise to £. 400,000. per 
“ Annum.” 


It was farther stated, in the same Report, that, from 
the Commencement of the present Reign, there had 
arisen from all those Branches a clear Revenue of no 
more than £. 6,133. 4.8. 4d. per Annum. 


On an Examination of the Values now put by the 
Surveyors acting under the Authority of the Surveyor 
General, on those Parts of-the Estate of the Crown of 
which Surveys have been made preparatory to their 
being granted in Lease, and on comparing them with 
the former Valuations of the same Estates, and also with 
the Values put on the Whole of the demised Estates 
belonging to the Crown, by the latest Surveys or other 
Accounts previously existing in his Office, the Surveyor 
General has the Satisfaction to find, that if the Value 
of the Estates not yet surveyed shall be found, on tak- 
ing fresh Surveys, to bear a similar Proportion to the 

hole, which he has no Reason to doubt, the Total 
Value of the demised Estates will amount to about 
£. 189,250. per Annum ; to which, if there be added the 
Sum which the Commissioners of the Land Revenue 
expected to arise from the Dividends of Stock pur- 
chased with the Price of Fee Farm Rents, the Whole 
will amount to about £. 201,250. per Annum, without 
en any Thing for the Value of Mines belonging 
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to the Crown in England and Wales, let for a Share of 
the Ore raised, of which, whatever Expectation may be 
entertained, there can be no Ground for any Compu- 
tation of the Amount. 


Tt is true that, in some Cases, where Houses of great 
Value have béen built on Ground belonging to the 
Crown, at a Time when no adequate Term remained of 
the existing Leases (the Power of the Crown having 
been limited to 50 Years, which is generally allowed to 
be too short a Term for Buildings of Value) the Lords 
of the att, have thought it just and reasonable to 
prolong those Leases to an extent proportioned to the 
Rate or Quality of the respective Houses, reserving only 
an adequate Rent for the Ground. The general Rules 
for regulating the Extent of Term to be granted by the 
Crown in Building Leases of Houses of different Rates, 
by adapting the Tonal of the Term to the Size and 
Quality of the Buildings, were ascertained by the Trea- 
sury, in consequence of a Memorial on that Subject 
from the Surveyor General ; and in all the Instances in 
which Leases of Houses already built have been pro- 
longed at a Ground Rent only, upon the Principle of 
allowing to the Lessees a fair Enjoyment of their Im- 
provements, proportioned to the Sums which they have 
expended for the Advantage of the Crown’s Estate, the 
Time when the Value put by the Surveyors upon such 
Houses will be obtained by the Crowh, must, conse- 
quently, be postponed beyond the Term of the existing 

es: But these are Circumstances which were not in 
the View of the Commissioners of the Land Revenue ; 
and so remarkable a Coincidence of their Estimates, 
with the Valuations of the Property by actual Surveys, 
made on Oath, so far as Experience has hitherto gone 
(and those Surveys are no less than 118 in Number) 
must tend to shew that the Expectation of such an In- 
crease of Revenue was not given to the Public without 
minute and attentive Consideration. 


The Waste in the Woods and Forests was represented 
by those Commissioners to have been occasioned b 
great Abuses on the Part of the subordinate Officers, 
by Extravagance in the Execution of Works, ay ani, 
of the Wood and Timber then standing, and the Want 
of Inclosures to protect and bring forward a Succession ; 
—a Waste compensated by no Return or Advantage of 
any Kind to the Crown. 


In every Measure which has been submitted to the 
Consideration of Parliament for carrying into Effect the 
Plans of Improvement of the Forests proposed by those 
Commissioners to be kept as Nurseries of ‘Timber for 
the Navy, Reference has been previously made to the 
Surveyor General of the Crown Lands, and considerable 
Pains have been taken by him to prepare and arrange 
Matters for the Consideration of the Treasury. Un- 
fortunately, the most important of those Measures was 
defeated, by the Opposition given to the Bill for the 
Improvement of the New Forest; and that valuable 
Part of the Property of the Crown remains a Prey to 
every Depredation to which it had, for so long Time, 
been exposed. 


In their Report on the Forest of Dean, the Commis- 
sioners represented, that the marine and repairing of 
Roads in that Forest had been attended with enormous 
Expence to Government, without producing any Ad- 
vantage to the Forest; and they recommended, that 
the Roads should in future be made and kept in Repair 
by Turnpikes, or otherwise, and not at the Sole Ex- 
pence of the Crown. This Plan has since been adopted, 
after much Negotiation, and an Arrangement made 
with the principal Inhabitants in the Neighbourhood 
of the Forest, by which the Crown is completely ex- 
onerated from that Charge, in Consideration of paying 
the first Expence of forming the new Roads, which are 
afterwards to be kept in Repair by Turnpikes, agreeably 

to 
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to the Suggestion of the Commissioners ; and an Act 
of Parliament has been passed for carryifg it into 
Execution. 


In the Management of the demised Estates the De- 
fects were represented in the same Reports to be of a 
different Kind. They were; stated not to be imputable 
to the Conduct of the Officers, but to the System ; 
and though Leases were granted for Rents and Fines 
very inadequate to the Value of the Estates, yet some 
Return might be supposed to be derived to the Crown, 
in point of Influence, from the Favours bestowed on 
the Lessees. 


The Object of the new System recommended by the 
Commissioners, and adopted by the Act of Parliament, 
was, to correct the Defects in the former Management, 
and to follow out the avowed Principle of the Civil 
List Act of Queen Anne, which was, ‘ That the Land 
“ Revenues of the Crown might be increased, and, 
“ consequently, that the Burthen upon the Estates of 
‘ the Subjects of this Realm might be eased and lessen- 
“ ed, in all future Provisions to be made for the Ex- 
“ pences of the Civil Government.” The Estates 
were, therefore, directed to be valued by Surveyors on 
Oath, and let at fair and reasonable Rates; by which 
Means that Source of Influence was taken away. 


nw 


A Change so great as this new Arrangement was 
likely to produce, could not fail to give rise to many 
Claims to Favour, on various Grounds, and to occa- 
sion considerable Difficulty in the Execution. Some 
Estates had been for a great Length of Time in the 
Possession of the same Families; many Renewals of 
Leases had been granted at very low Rents ; the Estates 
had been included in Family Settlements, and assigned 
as Securities for Money borrowed, and a Sort of pre- 
scriptive Right was claimed to a Continuance of similar 
Favour. Some had. purchased Leases at Prices much 
beyond their real Value, in Expectation of Advan- 
tages to be gained by Renewals on the ancient System. 
Some, trusting to the Continuance of that System, had 
entered into Piipisaslite to Sub-tenants, which ex- 
tended beyond the Terms of their own Leases, or the 
Powers granted to them; others had built Houses, or 
expended great Sums in Repairs, in Expectation of a 
Renewal, when no adequate Term remained of the 
existing Leases; and others had sub-let Parts of the 
Estates granted to them, to several Tenants, whose 
Conduct had been different, some of them having im- 
proved, others preserved, and others neglected: or wasted 
the Property they occupied. 


Under these, and many other Heads, there arose a 
Variety of Claims ; and every different Case of this Na- 
ture afforded Ground for a Sort of Trial, in which it 
was necessary for the Surveyor General to examine the 
Rights and Pretensions of the contending Parties, and 
to make a Report upon them, with his Opinion, to the 
Treasury. 


In order that there might be strict Uniformity in the 
Proceedings in all such Cases, the Surveyor General 
stated, in a Memorial to the Treasury, the Principles 
by which it appeared to him that Matters of this Na- 
ture ought to be regulated, remarking, at the same 
Time, that to take the utmost Value in Rent or Fine, 
in such a Changeof System, might be complained of, 
as going from one Extreme to the other; and that it 
might be, perhaps, advisable to take such Rents as, 
though near to the Value, should be somewhat lower 
than would be demanded in similar Cases by Indivi- 
duals. 


By following such moderate Rules of Proceeding va- 
rious good Consequences might be expected. _ Govern- 
ment would not, after granting a Lease, be disturbed 
with Applications for new Allowances or Deductions ; 
or, if such Applications ‘should ‘be made, might deem 
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it unnecessary to attend to them. The regular Pay- 
ment of Rent, and the Performance of Covenants, 
might be enforced without any just Ground of Com- 
plaint; and, notwithstanding that uniform Regularity, 
the Crown might still be reckoned a more desirable 
Landlord than an Individual attentive to the Manage- 
ment of his own Property ; to which End the Surveyor 
General recommended, that there might be One Gene- 
ral Rate of Deduction from the Value ascertained by 
the Reports of Surveyors, verified on Oath; and that 
the same Rules should be followed in every similar Case, 
so that there might be no Ground to complain of In- 
justice or Partiality. 


In answer to this Memorial, the Minute of the 


Minute of the 


Treasury, inserted in the Appendix, was transmitted Treasury 


to the Surveyor General, establishing those Principles 
by which he has been guided ; and_he has the Satisfac- 
tion of being able to add, that though there have been 
Examples where Parties, dissatisfied with the Opinions 
respecting their Rights and those of the Crown, given 
in the Reports from the Commissioners of the Tand 
Revenue to the Legislature, prior to his Appointment, 
and in his own Reports to the Treasury since, have re- 
sisted the Claims of the Crown, and carried Questions 
before Courts of Law, and frequent Appeals have been 
made to the Treasury, yet neither in the one Case nor 
in the other, has there been a single Instance of a De- 
termination contrary to what was recommended in 
those Reports ; and that the Lines drawn between the 
Rights of the Crown, and the Claims of Parties, have 
been, on full and deliberate Consideration, uniformly 
approved of and confirmed. 


These Circumstances the Surveyor General deemed 
necessary to state, it being obvious that, without having 
them in View, no adequate Idea could be formed of the 
Nature or Extent of the Business of his Office, nor, 
consequently, of the Necessity there was for the In- 
crease which was made in the Establishment of Officers 
for his Assistance in carrying it on, until a Board should 
be appointed for the Management of the Whole of the 
Land Revenue, as proposed in the Reports of the Com- 
missioners before referred to. 


The Salaries paid to the different Officers and Clerks 
acting under the Surveyor General, amount to £.1,540 
per Annum, and to Two Surveyors, who have almost 
constant Employment on the Crown’s Estate in London 
and Westminster, £.100 each. The Particulars are given 
in the Appendix ; in which is also inserted a Statement 
of the Salary, Fees, and other Emoluments of the Sur- 
veyor General. No Addition has been made to his 
Salary, nor has any new Fee been received by him, not- 
withstandirig the great Addition to the Business. His 
whole Emoluments, from the Time of his Appointment 
to the 10th of October last, when the Salary shall have 
been received to that Period, will be £.994. 19s. 4d. 
per Annum, being somewhat less than Two Third Parts 
of those of his Predecessors. 


The Measure of building a House and Office for the 
Surveyor General, was resolved on by Government more 
than 25 Years ago, in consequence of a Memorial of 
Peter Burrell, Esquire, then Surveyor General, in which 
he represented the Mischiefs which had arisen from the 
Want of a regular Office for the Custody of the Re- 
cords, and for the Lessees of the Crown to apply to, 
and the Danger to which the Books, Surveys, and other 
valuable Documents, concerning the Estates of the 
Crown, were exposed from Fire, as well as from frequent 
Removals, on Deaths or other Changes happening in 
the Office. That Measure was confirmed by the Act 
of Parliament passed in the Year 1775, for erecting 
Public Offices on the Scite of Somerset House ; and the 
Building which was erected for the Surveyor General 
in pursuance of that Act, having been appropriated to 
the Use of other Public Offices, in consequence of re+ 
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on the Business of those Departments, aiiother House 
and Office have been erected in lieu of it. “The Ex- 
pence of that House, including the Office, and the 
arched Repository for Papers, is limited by Contract to 
£.5,874. 28. 5d. but a farther Expence of £.475. 75. 
11d. which was not foreseen, was unavoidably incurred 
for securing the Foundation of the Building, by the State 
of the Ground on which it is built. 


The erecting of this Building has afforded the Means 
of accommodating other Public Offices with the addi- 
tional Room judged necessary for transacting their Busi- 
ness ; and a Saving is made of the Rent which was before 
paid for an Office for the Surveyor General. 


The Surveyor General will only add, that, notwith- 
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peated ‘Representations of a Want of Room for carrying 
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standing the Pains taken in prepating the Clauses 6f the First Réport 
Act for the better Management and Tinprovement of of Surveyor 
the Land Estate of the Crown, Diffictilties have, in ri 
some Cases, occurred in the Execution, on which the Reveiens* 
Opinions of the Attorney and Solicitor General have === 


been taken, and some Amendments in the: Act are 
found to be necessary. Those Opinions ‘having been 
laid before the Treasury, the Surveyor General has‘been 
directed to’ suggest what Alterations appeared to him 
to be wanted ; and he has made a Report on that“Sub- 
ject to the Treasury, of which’ a'Copy is ‘inserted in the

My Lords, 

Though it. is not advisable that Leases of the de- 
mised Estates of the Crown should be renewed, until 
an improved System of Management shall be adopted, 
except in Cases where the Property would materially 
suffer by the Delay of a Renewal, it is. undoubtedly 
expedient that such Steps should, in the mean Time, 
be taken, as may enable those who shall be entrusted 
with the future ic to proceed in carrying it 
into Effect as speedily as possible. 

With this View I submit what follows to the Con- 
sideration of your Lordships : 

The Crown is possessed of an Estate in Houses in 
London and Westminster of very great Value, and 
comprehending many entire Streets. Of this Estate 
there is no accurate general Plan in my Office, though 
there are detached Plans of almost every Part of it: But 
these Plans give no View of the relative Connection 
between the different Parts of the Estate. A general 
Plan could not, indeed, be necessary, under the System 
of Management which has been followed. The Idea 
of any Improvement of the Property, by an Enlarge- 
ment or Alteration of the Streets, a Removal of any 
Buildings irregularly situated, the Opening of any new 
Access to them, or altering the Size or the Number of 
the Houses, so as to accommodate them to the De- 
mand, or the Taste of the Times, seems not to. have 
occurred, or, if it did occur, to have been deemed 
impracticable. ‘ 

e Changes, indeed, which have taken place in the 
Manner of leasing this Part of the Property of the Crown 
have had an opposite Tendency, and have rendered any 
such Improvement much more difficult. 

Formerly a considerable Number of Houses, often 
entire Streets, and, in some Instances, several’ Streets, 
were granted in One Lease; and these reverting to- 
pee to the Crown, Alterations of the Nature which 

as been suggested, might have been found easily prac- 
ticable: But it. has happened that in Cases where a 
Lessee has sold his Interest in any One or more of the 
Houses comprized in his Lease, the separate Parts of 
the Property have been considered as distinct Estates ; 
and, partly from that Consideration, and partly from 
the natural Effect of the Profit to the Officers of .the 
Crown, by an Increase of their Fees, from an’ Increase 
of the Number of Leases, Reversionary Leases of those 
Parts have been readily made to the Purchasers, when- 


ever they have been applied for, without any Care. being . 
taken that the Leases of the different Parts, formerly 


under One Lease, should terminate at the same Time ; 
and thus, in every such Instance, a new Obstacle has

convenient, and the Openings’ too few, considerable 
Improvements may still be made by the Means which 
have been mentioned. 
To prevent, therefore, the Continuance of this Evil, 
and to remedy it as far ax may now be practicable, 
I would humbly propose: to: your’ Lordships, that I may 
be authorized ‘to cause’ a General Plan to be made of 
the Whole: of the Crown’s Estate im Houses and Build- 
ing Ground in London and Westminster; and that gra- 
dually, or as Applications for Grants or Renewals of 
shall occur, the Opinion and Report of an Ar- 
chitect of Eminence may be obtained, not relative to the 
State and Value of the-Property ‘applied’ for only, but 
to the Street in which it is situated; and'to the Improve- 
ments which are practicable under the existing Circum- 
stances, and advisable on the Part of the Crown. In 
every future Report by’ the Surveyor General, or by the 
Office entrusted with the Care of this: Part of the 
of the Crown, relative to any Grant or Re- 
newal of a Lease; Reference will naturally be made to 
the Opinion of the Architect who has been employed, 
and a Copy of'so much of it as may be necessary, will, 
im the usual Course of Proceeding, be transmitted to

The Memorial of John Fordyce, Esquire, Surveyor 
: General of His Majesty’s Land Revenue. 


My Lords, 

Your Lordships having, by your Minute dated the 
4th Current, signified your Pleasure that eminent Ar- 
chitects should be desired to offer Plans for the General 
Improvement of the Buildings on the Crown's Estate, 
and that no Lease should be granted which might be 
inconsistent with such Improvement, I conceive it to be 
my Duty now to bring under your Lordships’ Consider- 
ation the State of the Property of the Crown within the 
Palace of Whitehall. 

Before the Fire, which destroyed the principal Parts 
of the Palace in the Reign of King William, from which 
Time it ceased to be a Royal Residence, the Houses 
and Buildings in the Three Scotland Yards and White- 
hall Court, &c. were chiefly occupied by the different 
Officers and Servants attendant upon the Palace. Af- 
terwards, the Court being removed to Saint James’s, 
Leases were from Time to Time granted of different 
Parts of the Scite of Whitehall, and Houses erected 
thereon for the Residence of the Grantees. Nearly the 
Whole of Privy Garden and Whitehall Court have been 
thus granted by Lease, and are now held as Part of His 
Majesty’s Land Revenue. Some Leases have also been 
granted of Parts of Scotland Yards ; but the greater Part 
of the Buildings there, though they ceased, upon the 
Removal of the Court, to be employed for the Service 
of the Royal Household, have continued in the Posses- 
sion of different Officers in the Appointment of the 
Lord Chamberlain and Lord Steward. 

Upon the Reduction of the Civil List Establishment, 
in consequence of the Act passed in 1783, several of 
the Offices with which Houses or Apartments had been 
held were abolished ; and in 1787 an Act was passed 
for the Sale (among others) of upwards of Twenty dif- 
ferent Houses or Tenements in Scotland Yards: Bat it 
being afterwards found that the Sale of those Houses 
would be a very great Impediment to the Improvement 
of the rest of His Majesty’s Property in Whitehall, it 
was deemed advisable not to sell them; and by the Act 
of the last Session of Parliament for the better Manage- 
ment of the Land Revenue, the Act which authorized 
the Sale was repealed, and the Houses and Grounds 
were put under the same Regulations as the rest of the 
Land Revenue. 

In consequence of the Authority given to me by your 
Lordships’ Letter, dated the 20th Day of July 1793, to 
cause a General Plan to be made of the Crown's Estate 
in Houses and Building Ground in London and West- 
minster, a Map or Ground Plan has been made of the 
Property of the Crown in Whitehall, which is of con- 
siderable Extent and great Value, though, in its present 
State, it yields little Advantage to the Public; and 
I humbly propose to your Lordships, that I: may be 
authorized to lay Copies of the Map, which I have men- 
tioned, before Architects eminent in their Profession, 
for their Information and Assistance, and to. offer a 
Reward of £. 200 to the Person who shall produce such 
Plans and Elevations for new Streets and Buildings in 
Whitehall and Scotland Yards, as shall meet with your 
Lordships’ Approbation. 

Those Architects should be instructed to form their 
Plans in such a Manner as. not to affect the principal 
and most substantial of the Houses now standing in this 
Part.of the Crown’s Estate, nor render the Access to 
them less commodious ; but to pay no regard to 
Houses or Buildings which are in a ruinous State, or of 
little Value, and which may be found to stand in the

tion, and Improvement of that Quarter of the Town, 
If, in consequence of the Alterations which may take 
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place, in carrying into Execution the Plan which may

May it please your Lordships, 

In obedience to your Lordships’ Commands, signified 
to me by Mr. Long’s Letter of the 14th Current, I have 
considered the Proposal of the Duke of Portland, to 
relinguish his Rights of Way through Marybone Park, 
and to give a Piece of Land, Part of his Grace’s Farm 
at Barrow Hills, in exchange for an Acre and a Half 
of Land on the North Side of the Road opposite to 
Nottingham Place; and for a Slip of Land, 1,600 
Yards in Length, and 54 Feet, or 18 Yards, in 
Breadth, computed in the Proposal, and on the Plan 
which accompanied it, to contain about, or nearly, 
Two Acres, but which, according to my Computation, 
contains 5A. 3R. 32P. or nearly Six Acres. Both of 
these Pieces of Land are Parts of the said Estate, called 
Marybone Park, belonging to His Majesty. 

The Objects of the Duke of Portland are stated in 
the Proposal to be, to provide a Situation for a new 
Parish Church for the Parish of Marybone, on the 
Piece of Ground containing an Acre and an Half; and 
to make a Road on the Slip of Land, to communicate 
with a Spot of Ground now belonging to the Duke, and 
intended fora new Burying Ground. ili: 

This being the First Time in which I have been called 
upon, since my Appointment. as Surveyor General, to 

give 
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give an Opinién on any proposed Alteration or Im- 
provement of any of the Estates of the Crown, I think 
it proper to observe to your Lordships, that until the 
Reports of the Commissioners of the Land Revenue 
shall have been considered, and a Plan for the future 
Management adopted, I shall think it my Duty to keep 
in View the System of Management and Improvement 
which they have recommended. But as they thought 
it right, for Reasons which they have assigned, to make 
their Reports on the Crown Lands general, and not to 
give a minute Description of each Estate, or of the par- 
ticular Circumstances to be attended to in the Improve- 
ment of it, and as this is one of the most valuable and 
improveable of the demised’ Estates now belonging to 
the Crown, I think it necessary to be more full in this 
Report than the Circumstances stated in the Proposal 
may, on the first View, seem to require. 

I have perused all the Papers within my Power rela- 
tive to this Estate, and have often personally viewed it, 
as well during the Time that’ the Landed Estates of the 
Crown, were under my Consideration, as One of the 
Commissioners of the Land Revenue, as in consequence 
of the Reference which your Lordships have now made 
to me. 

Marybone Park is situated in the Parishes of Saint 
Mary-le-bone and Saint Pancras, and extends from 
Alsop Street, and the Buildings on Mr. Portman’s Es- 
tate, Northward of Portman Square, on the West, nearly 
to Tottenham Court Road on the East; the great New 
Road from Paddington to Islington, made about 27 
Years ago, passes through it ; and Portland Street, Char- 
lotte Street, Portland Place, Harley Street, Devonshire 
Place, Marybone High Street, and Nottingham Place, 
abut on it on the South; and every one of the Streets 
which lead Northward from Oxford Street, if continued 
in the same Direction would pass through it; on the 
North, towards Hampstead, it extends to the Bottom of 
Primrose Hill; and the whole contains, by a Survey 
made in 1753, 554A. -R. 13P., and is Tythe Free. 

This Estate was formerly kept as a Park, in the Pos- 
session of the Crown, stocked with Deer; and was full 
of valuable Timber. A Particular of it, taken from a 
Survey made during the Usurpation of Cromwell, is 
preserved in my Office. Soon after the Restoration it 
was granted for 65 Years to Sir Henry Bennett, Secre- 
tary of State, afterwards Earl of Arlington, at a Rent of 
£.36. 148. 6d. without any Fine, after a Report of 
Sir Charles Harbord, then Surveyor General, in which 
he stated that a Lease of it for 31 Years was worth 
£. 6,000 in Fine, reserving a Rent of £. 200 a Year. 

The Whole was comprehended under One Lease, and 
many subsequent Renewals took place, to different 
Persons, at the same reserved Rent, but for different 
Fines, until the Year 1764, when, at the Desire of Mrs. 
Lucy Jacomb and Mr. Jacob Hinde, who were at tlfat 
Time Joint Tenants in a Lease ending 24th July 1785, 
a new Lease was granted of Fifteen Twenty-fourth 
Parts of the Estate to Mrs. Jacomb, for a Rever- 
sionary Term of Ten Years, reserving a Yearly Rent of 
£. 22. 19s8:; and at the same Time another Rever- 
sionary Lease was granted to Jacob Hinde of the remain- 
ing Nine Twenty-fourth Parts of the Estate, for the same 
Term of Years, reserving a Rent of £.13. 15s. 6d. 

To both these Leases 7 4 Years were added in 1772, 
to commence from the 24th July 1795; and the Rents, 
according to an Alteration adopted a short Time before 
in the Management of the demised Estates, were in- 
creased to £.96. 3s. 4d. for the Fifteen Mens ‘arhg 


Parts, and £.57. 138. 113d. for the Nine Twenty- 
fourth Parts. 


And, in 1780, a Reversionary Term of Eight Years, 
to commence in'1803, was granted to Jacomb of the 
Fifteen Twenty-fourth Parts, reserving the same Rent 
of £.96. 38. 4d.; but Hinde, the Lessee of the remain- 
ing Nine Twenty-fourth Parts,.-beittg’ ‘a ~ Lunatic, ‘to 
Renewal was obtained ‘for him. os fs 
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The Lease to Jacomb has been lately purchased by 
the Duke of Portland. * 

The Estate is undivided, and is all let to One Sub- 
Tenant, whose Lease, I am informed, expires in 1803, 
being 14 Year-after the Termination of the Lease to 
Hinde, and Six Years before the End of that bought by 
the Duke of Portland. . 

This undivided Property will, therefore, according to 
the present Leases, be held, in the Proportions above- 
mentioned, by the Duke of Portland and Mr. Hinde for 
9+ Years, and by the Duke of Portland and the Crown 
for Eight Years afterwards. 

From the Mixture of Rights which has been created 
by granting Two Leases in an undivided Property, and 
to Bne Lessee for a longer Term than to the other, from 
the Circumstance of Mr. Hinde having granted a Lease 
of his Proportion for a longer Term than he had himself 
obtained from the Crown, as well as from the ancient 
Mound, or Ring Tence, which. was placed round the 
whole Estate, having, in different Parts, been removed 
in digging the Foundations of the adjoining Buildings, 
it is obvious that some Enquiry, and some general Ar- 
rangement among the Parties interested, should speedily 
be made, to prevent Disputes or Embarrassment ; but 
it is in this Instance particularly to be regretted, that the 
Practice of granting Reversionary Terms should have 
postponed the great Improvement which may be ex- 
pected on this valuable Estate to so remote a Period; 
and Care must be taken not to add to the Embarrass- 
ment, or still farther to impede the Improvement, by 
af previous Proceeding or partial Alteration. 

he Road proposed to be made by the Duke of Port- 
land would extend along the West Boundary of the 
Estate for near a Mile, and would cut obliquely through 
all such Streets, Westward of Nottingham Place, as 
should be extended over this Estate. This Circum- 
stance, as well as that of the proposed Road being made 
a Passage to a Burying Ground for so large and popu- 
lous a District, might perhaps be found to lessen the 
Value of the Ground for Building to such a Degree, as 
no Price or Value that could be expected to be given 
to the Crown for the Land desired would be found suf- 
ficient to compensate. ; 

I must therefore humbly recommend, that before 
agreeing to this or any other Proposal for the Alteration 
or Disposal of any Part of Marybone Park, a general 
Plan should be formed for the Improvement of the 
Whole of it, lest such partial Alteration should after- 
wards be found inconsistent with what should, on full 
Consideration, and the best Advice, be deemed most 
for the Benefit of the Crown. 

And, in. order to enable your Lordships to determine 
on the best Information what Plan it would be prudent 
to adopt, I would humbly propose, that I should be 
authorized to employ a Surveyor to examine the Accu- 
racy of a Plan of Marybone Park, made about 40 Years 
ago, and now in my Office, and to add to it a general 
Sketch of the Streets leading to it, and of such of the 
Lands adjoining to it, as appeared to be materially con- 
nected with the Improvement of this Property ; that an 
Engraving should be made of that Plan, which I appre- 
hend might be done at no great Expence ; that One of 
the engraved Plans should be given to every Architect 
of Eminence in London, and that a considerable Reward 
should be given to the Person who should produce such 
a Plan for an Addition to the Town on those Grounds, 
as, after having been laid before His Majesty and your 
Lordships, should be adopted. Such Architects as may 
be willing to offer Plans should be desired, not only to 
delineate the Streets, Squares, public Buildings, and the 
Course of the Sewers, but to suggest also the Means of 
providing a Supply of Water for the Inhabitants, the 
Scarcity of which is already complained of in the new 
Streets in that Quarter. 

The Expence of obtaining a Plan in this Manner 


*; would doubtless be amply compensated by the addi- 
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tional Ground Rent which would be obtained for the 
Privilege of Building in so eligible a Situation, where 
the Whole being the Plan of One Architect, the Parts 
would be consistent with each other, and where, under 
the Encouragement and Protection of Government, 
Ornament as well as Convenience would probably be 
attended to. 

The Plan for improving the whole Estate being thus 
formed, any Proposal for the Accommodation of the 
Duke of Portland, or the Improvement of his or any 
other adjoining Property, not inconsistent with that 
Plan, would naturally be. attended to, and, if referred 
to me, I should have great Satisfaction in recom- 
mending. 

Perhaps, on a full Consideration of all the Circum- 
stances, of the Difficulties which have been described, 
and the Duration of the present Leases, which postpone 
the public Object without enabling the Lessees to en- 
courage Building, the only great Improvement of which 
the Estate is capable, some Terms of Arrangement may 
occur, by which the Obstacles in the Way of that Im- 
provement might be removed, with Advantage to all 
the Parties interested. 

All which is humbly submitted to your Lordships.

every Architect of Eminence in London, and a con- 
siderable Reward given to the Person who shall produce 
such a Plan (describing the several Particulars therein 
mentioned) for such an Addition to the Town on those 
Grounds, as, after having been laid before His Majesty 
and this Board, may be adopted; I am commanded by 
their Lordships to acquaint you they approve of the 
Suggestions set forth in your Report, and are pleased 
to direct you to take the necessary Steps accordingly, 
and to offer a Reward not exceeding One thousand 
Pounds for the same.

My Lords, j 
| Mr. Long, by his Letter of the 21st of April, has 
transmitted tome a Memorial of Robert Smith, Esquire; 
praying His Majesty’s Permission to extend the Iron 
Railing in the Green Park, before his House in Saint 
James's Place, to range in a Line with the Rails before 
the House of Lord Viscount Malden, and to erect a 
Bow Window. to project into the Park as far as his 
present Bow Window, and desired that I would state, 
for the Information of your Lordships, in what Man- 


‘it ought to be carried into Execution. 


I find by the Entries in my Office, that Mr. Siith’s 
House is built partly on Freehold Ground, and partly 
on a Piece of Ground belonging to the Crown, contain- 
ing 16 Feet 5 Inches in Front or Breadth towards the 
Park, and 29 Feet 7 Inches in Length from East to 
West; that the last-mentioned Piece of Ground is held 
under a Lease from the Crown, granted 4th January 
1753, to Sir John Cope, Baronet, for a Term of which 
Nine Years were unexpired on the 4th of January last, 
ata Rent of 40 Shillings per Annum ; and that the Area 
in the West Front of the House was inclosed from the 
Park, and a Bow Window erected on Part of it, by 
virtue of a Licence from his late Majesty, by Warrant 
under the Hands of the Lord Justices, dated the 13th 
of June 1745, to hold during his Majesty’s Pleasure ; 
which Licence having expired on the Demise of his 
late Majesty, and not having been renewed, the Bow 
Window, with the Area in the Park, have been held 
from that Time without any Title or Authority, and 
without the Payment of any Rent or Acknowledg- 
ment. 

I have caused the annexed Plan to be taken, which 
describes both the Ground comprized in the Lease to 
Sir John Cope, and that which was granted during his late 


‘Majesty’s Pleasure, and also the additional Ground 


now desired to be taken from the Park, and the Extent 
of the proposed new Bow Window. 

On former Applications for Leave to inclose small 
Pieces of Ground from the Parks, for the Accommo- 
dation of adjacent Houses, Licences have usually been 
granted by Warrant under the King’s Sign Manual, to 
hold during His Majesty’s Pleasure, reserving a Rent 
of 20 Shillings a Year, or other small Sum, as an Ac- 
knowledgment, and for the Preservation of the Right 
of the Crown ; and there are several Examples of Build- 
ings, in Addition to adjoining Houses, having been 
raised on Ground held under such Grants: But an Act 
having recently passed for the better Management of 
the Land Revenue of the Crown, it becomes more 
particularly my Duty to suggest any Objections which 
may- occur to me, to the Continuance of any Practice, 
however long established, which appears to be either 
contrary to the Spirit of that Act, inexpedient in itself, 
or hurtful to the Crown’s Estate; and to recommend 
such Rules of Proceeding, as it may be prudent in every 
similar Case to pursue. 

By the Provisions in the Act, Ground may be let for 
Building, for any Term not exceeding gg Years, or 
Three Lives; and such Rent must be reserved as the 
Lords of the Treasury shall deem a Reasonable Rent or 
Consideration for the same: But there is nothing in the 
Act which can be understood to authorize a _batew 
to build on a Grant during Pleasure, reserving an in- 
adequate Rent; neither would it seem to’ be expedient 
to grant such Licences for Building, ‘even if the Act 
could be construed to admit of it. 

Where a permanent Building is erected, and a consi- 
derable Expence is incurred, on a Grant expressed to 
be.resumable at the Will of the Proprietor, some Con- 
3D fidence“ 
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Rise to Complaints against the Crown, if the Grant 
should be resumed, and against the Officer who should 
think it his Duty to recommend, either that the Rent 
should be increased, or that a Period should be put to 
the Grant. : 

The Property seems, indeed, to be put by such 
Grants into an unprofitable State for all the Parties in- 
terested : The Crown receives little Advantage in Point 
of Revenue; the Continuance of the Grant, after it has 
been made, is thought to be no Favour; the Resump- 
tion: would be felt to be an Injury; and the Grantee, 
if he should desire to sell his Interest, would find that 
a Purchaser would not give any considerable Price for 
Property held by no legal or certain Tenure ; besides 
that it cannot be agreeable to hold Property entirely at 
the Will of another, however small the Chance may be 
of its being resumed. 

That your Lordships may have a just View of the 
Grants of this Kind which have been made, and may be 
enabled to judge of their Expediency from past Ex- 
perience, I shall subjoin to this Report a List of all the 
Grants during Pleasure that now exist, with their Dates, 
and the Rents payable for them, divided into Two 
Classes, the one containing those on which Buildings 
have been raised, and the other those used only as Gar- 
den or Pleasure Ground. From theDate of some of 
those Warrants during Pleasure, it appears that they 
have been held for a much longer Time than could have 
been granted by Lease under the Civil List Act of 
Queen Anne, and without the Payment of any Rent 
or Fine; and still it would be thought a Hardship even 
now to resume them. 

If it shall, therefore, be His Majesty’s Pleasure to 
grant the Favour desired by Mr. Smith, 1 would 
humbly recommend that an Estimate may be made by 
Surveyors, in the Manner directed by the Act of Par- 
liament recently passed, of the Ground comprized in 
the Lease to Sir John Cope, and of that granted during 
his late Majesty’s Pleasure, and also of the additional 
Ground now desired to be taken from the Park; and 
that One Lease may be granted of the Whole, for such 
Term as may be deemed proper, when the State of the 
House already built on Part of the Premisses, the Na- 
ture of the proposed Addition, and other relative Cir- 
cumstances, have been considered, reserving such Rent 
as your Lordships shall think a reasonable Consideration 
for the same: And I would farther, with great De- 


_ ference, propose that the same Mode of Proceeding 


should be followed in all similar Applications ; and that 
those Persons who have already erected Buildings of any 
Importance on Grants during Pleasure, may be inform- 
ed that they may have Leases on similar Conditions. 

But though Leases may be granted in all Cases of this 
Nature, where any valuable Building has been erected, 
as the Regulations proposed for abolishing Fees have 
not yet been adopted, the sdme Alteration, however de- 
sirable, cannot be made on Grants during Pleasure 
where there are no valuable Buildings erected, or pro- 
posed to be erected, on Account of the present Expence 
of Crown Leases. 

All which is humbly submitted to your Lordships.

n made to your Lordships by 
Lord Grenville and 


Errington, the Duke of Bridge. 
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water, Earl Spencer, Mr. Smith, Lord Malden, and the 
Marquis of Salisbury, for separate Grants of small Por- 
tions of Ground in the Green Park, near to their diffe- 
rent Houses, I have, in obedience to your Lordship’s 
Orders of Reference, taken their Memorials into Con- 
sideration, and have referred also to the Act lately passed 
for the better Management of the Land Revenue, and 
to the Rules which your Lordships have been pleased to 
establish for the Regulation of my Proceeding, in Cases 
where uot only the private Accommodation of Peti- 
tioners, but the more general Improvement or Embel- 
lishment of the adjoining Property of the Crown, may 
be in question. 

The Parties making these Applications are. all Pro- 
prietors of Houses situated on the East Side of the Green 
Park. The Objects set forth in their Memorials or Pe- 
titions are to remove certain low Buildings or Sheds, 
which are applied to Purposes which render them ex- 
tremely offensive to the Inhabitants of the neighbouring 
Houses; to construct subterraneous Offices; or to have 
Flower Gardens on the Portions of Ground applied for; 
which would not only be a great Accommodation to 
them, and an Ornament to their Property, but would 
keep the Cattle, and Persons frequenting the Parks, at 
a greater Distance from their Windows, and at the 
same Time preserve the View over the Park, 

In the Line with those Houses there are various 
others which would, in the same Manner, be benefited 
by similar Allotments: But the Improvement of that 
Side of the Park would be incomplete, unless the Plan 
should be made general; and it is probable that all the 
Proprietors will apply to your Lordships for such Grants 
as soon as they shall see the Effect of the proposed Im- 
provement. 

I thought it right, therefore, to view the Ground 
with Lord Euston, the Ranger of the Park, and to point 
out to his Lordship the general Line of Inclosure which 
would, in my Opinion, be most conducive to the 
Beauty of the Park, and at the same Time give to the 
Parties applying all the Advantages they desired; and 
that Line having met with his complete Approbation, 
I ordered an accurate Plan to be made of the Whole of 
that Side of the Park, in its present State, with the low 
Buildings and Sheds which it is proposed to remove, 
and directed the Surveyors to delineate upon it, not 
only the general Boundary of the proposed Inclosures, 
but also the particular Limits and Dimensions of each 
Allotment. ‘That Plan will be laid before your Lord- 
ships with this Report, in order that the Inconveni- 
ences from which each particular House will be relieved, 
and the Advantages it will acquire by the intended 
Alteration, may be under View at the Time that the 
Rents proposed to be reserved are taken into Considera- 
tion, so that a Judgment may be formed, whether they 
are such as the late Act requires, namely, a reasonable 
Consideration for the Grant or Lease, and whether they 
are rated in a just Proportion to each other. 

To guide the Surveyors in estimating the Allotments, 
as far as it was right for me to do so, by pointing out 
the Principles which they should have in View, I di- 
rected that in no Instance the Rents to be proposed for 
the Ground to be now taken from the Park, should ex- 
ceed the additional Value which they should be of 
Opinion the Houses would acquire by having those 
Allotments annexed to them; and no other Instruction 
than this appeared to be requisite in estimating the 
Ground to be granted to Lord Grenville, Part of which 
the Surveyors have valued at 1s. a Foot in Front, and 
the Remainder at 10s. a Foot, making a Rent of 
£. 33. 18s. AG por Annum: But it became necessary 
to give-farther Instructions with respect to the Parts 
lying opposite to the Property of the Duke of Bridge- 
water, and to a Part of that of Earl Spencer, where those 
Houses and Sheds are situated, which are justly com- 
plained of as a Nuisance to the Dwellings near them, 
but which are of some Value to the Crown; for other 
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Accommodations must be found instead of them for the 
Palace, and for the Officers by whom they are now oc+ 
cupied, as particularly set forth in my Report of the 
2gth of April last, and that will be attended with some 
Expence. 

The Crown has the undoubted Right to let the Scite 
of those low Buildings, either for raising large and va- 
luable Houses, without any Limitation on the Height, 
or for building Coach Houses and Stables not higher 
than the present Buildings; and if the last-mentioned 
Plan should be adopted, the Inconvenience to the ad- 
joining Property would, in some Degree, be lessened, 
and the Value of it improved; though neither the Im- 
provement of that Property, nor the Ornament to the 
Park, would be so great as it would be if all Building 
there should be prohibited, and the whole Ground laid 
out in Gardens. 

Under these Circumstances, in order to give your 
Lordships a distinct View of the Plan, which I mean 
to propose, as well for the Preservation or Increase of 
the Beauty of the Park, as for the Accommodation of 
the noble Petitioners; and at the same Time to enable 
your Lordships more easily to judge whether the Rent 
to be proposed is that ‘“ reasonable Consideration ” 
which is required by the Act of Parliament, I thought 
it necessary to direct the Surveyors to make Two De- 
signs, one for building Dwelling Houses upon that 
Ground, and another for Stables and Coach Houses, 
each to be so situated as to be as little inconvenient as 
possible to the neighbouring Houses; and to estimate 
what Ground Rent the Crown might easily obtain for 
either. 

In pursuance of those Instructions, the Surveyors 
have made a Plan for the Building of Dwelling Houses, 
and a Valuation, certified on Oath, in which they esti- 
mate the Part of this Ground, proposed to be granted 
to the Duke of Bridgewater, at 30s. per Foot, making 
a Rent of £.98. 5s.; and the Part of the Ground pro- 
posed to be granted to Earl Spencer, which is now cover- 
ed with low Buildings, but which has more Depth than 
the Duke of Bridgwater’s, at 35s per Foot, making a 
Rent of £.136. 18s. 9d. per Annum; and they have 
sent a Plan also, and a Valuation, on Oath, of the same 
Ground, disposed of for the Purpose of building Stables 
and Coach Houses, where the Ground Rent of the 
Duke of Bridgewater's Part of this Plot is 12s. per Foot, 
making a Rent of £.39. 6s. and the Ground Rent of 
Earl Spencer’s Part is 18s. per Foot, making a Rent of 
£.70. 8s. 6d. 

Taking all the Circumstances into Consideration, I 
beg leave, with great Deference, to submit to your 
Lordships, whether it may not be a reasonable Arrange- 
ment between the Crown and those noble Persons, that 
the Grants should be made to them reserving the lowest 
of those Rents, namely, the Rent for the Ground dis- 
posed of as for Stables; and that they should be, at the 
same Time, restrained from erecting any Buildings 
higher than the present Surface, or from applying the 
Surface to any other Use than that of ornamental 
Gardens. 

By this Arrangement the Crown would, for the Sake 
of embellishing the Park, and of adding to the Accom- 
modation of the Duke of Bridgewater and Earl Spencer, 
make a Sacrifice of the Difference between that Rent 
and the higher Rent for Dwelling Houses, reserving at 
the same ‘Time such a Rent as might, according to the 
Spirit and Principle of the late Act of Parliament, be 
reckoned a reasonable Consideration for the Grant ; and 
though these noble Persons would give up the Advan- 
tage which might arise to them, as. Lessees under the 
Crown, from building Stables and Coach Houses, yet 


s 


their own Houses would, by that Sacrifice on their Part, 


be rendered more pleasant and beautiful, and conse- 
quently of greater Value. 
In estimating the Rent to be proposed for the Re- 


mainder of the Ground desired by Earl Spencer, on 
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which there are no Buildings at present, and for all 


a reasonable Rent, at the same Rate per Foot; on the 
Length-of the Front for the whole Line of Buildings, 
for a Space of 40 Feet in Breadth next to the Houses ; 
in which Space, if the Parties should desire it, subter- 
raneous Offices might be built, to rise no higher, or 
very little higher, than the present Surface, and the 
Roof to be covered with Earth, of sufficient Depth for 
the Turf to grow over it; and as some of the Allot- 
ments intended to be granted ate of greater Breadth 
than others (the proposed Boundary with the Park 
being a waving Line) the Surveyors were desired to put 
a fair and reasonable Rent, computed by the Square 
Foot of Surface, on all the Surplus Ground in each 
Allotment beyond the Space of 40 Feet from the 
Houses, and which, being too remote for such Offices, 
could be applied to no other Use than that of a Garden. 
As it is probable, however, that the Proprietors of some 
of the Houses may not be desirous of building Offices 
within the Park, and it is reasonable that they should 
have their Option to take a Grant of that aeirng 4 or 
not, and pay a Rent accordingly, the Surveyors have, 
by my Direction, certified their Opinion of the Value 
of each Allotment to be used as Garden only, adhering 
to the Principle first laid down for their Guidance in 
this Business. The Extent of each Allotment, the 
Limit of the Space of 40 Feet in Breadth, and the Line 
of the proposed Inclosures, are all delineated on the Plan 
transmitted with this Report; and, according to the 
Valuations of the Surveyors, the Rents of the different 
Allotments will be as follows :

If this Plan should be adopted, I would humbly pro- 
pose that the exterior Fence of the whole’ Inclosure

Valuations made by the Surveyors, and will; of course, 
be included in any Leases that may be granted; and 
some of them also hold their Houses under Leases from 
the Crown, and are desirous of tenewing them. I have 
not thought it necessary to state these Circumstances 
minutely in this Report; but if your Lordships shall 
so far approve of the general Plan here proposed, as to 
think it proper to lay it before His Majesty, for His 
Royal Pleasure thereon, and His Majesty shall be gra- 
ciously pleased to direct it to be carried into Execution, 
I shall make separate Reports, consistently therewith, 
on such Applications as have already been referred, or 
which may afterwards be referred to me, by your Lord- 
ships, from any of the Proprietors of the Houses ad- 
joining to the proposed Improvements. 
All which is humbly submitted to your Lordships.

To the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty’s Treasury. 


My Lords, 

I think it necessary to represent to your Lordships, 
that the Street called Tichborne Street (late Shug Lane) 
with Part of Marybone Street (being a principal Avenue 
from the middle and lower Parts of the Town to Golden 
Square, Hanover Square, Oxford. Street, and the nu- 
merous Streets and Squares in their Vicinity, and forming 
a Part of the most direct Communication from the Houses 
of Parliament and Westminster Bridge, to the principal 
Streets in the Upper Part of Marybone) is at present 
very narrow and incommodious, so as not only to occa- 
sion frequent Stoppages of Carriages, and other Incon- 


veniences, but likewise to affect the Value of the Pro- . 


perty, both in these Two Streets, and in others with 
which they communicate. 

The Houses on the North Side of Tichborne Street 
are private Property, belonging to different Owners. 
The Whole of. the South Side of that Street and both 
Sides of Marybone Street, Air Street, Vine Street, and 
other adjacent Streets, belong to the Crown. The 
Crown is also possessed of a large and valuable Estate at 
Marybone, formerly called Marybone Park, adjoining to 
the Ends of Harley Street and Portland Place, and very 
advantageously situated for building. The widening 
and improving of Tichborne Street and Marybone Street 
would, therefore, I apprehend, not. only increase the 
Value of the Crown’s Estate in that Neighbourhood, 
but at the same Time, by improving the Access to the 
Marybone Park Estate, would tend to enhance the Value 
of that Property, by affording additional Inducements 
to build thereon. 

In order to promote Objects so desirable, I directed 
the Surveyors, employed in this Department, to form 
a Plan for widening Tichborne Street and Marybone Street, 
to examine the State of the Buildings, and report their 
Opinion on the Subject. A Copy of the Plan is trans- 
mitted herewith for your Lordships Inspection ; and the 
Surveyors have certified that all the Houses on the 
South Side of Zichborne Street are very old and slight 
Buildings, and some of them in a ruinous Condition ; 
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and have recommended that the Whole should be re- 
built, and the Fronts set back, so as to widen the 
Street to the Breadth of about 40 Feet; and they have 
valued the Remainder of the Ground to be let on 
Building Leases, at Ground Rents which exceed what 
the Houses have hitherto produced, by the Rents and 
Fines for former Leases: 

_ Some of the Houses in Marybone Street within the 
Limits of the proposed Plan are at present substantial, 
and do not require to be rebuilt; but these are situated 
in a Part of the Street where the Alteration may be de- 
ferred with the least Inconvenience to the Public or 
Prejudice to the Estate of the Crown. There are, in- 
deed, but few Examples where any extensive Plan for 
the Improvement of the Estate of the Crown in London 
can be carried at once into complete Effect, without 
incurring greater Expence, or making greater Sacri- 
fices, than I should think it prudent to recommend. 
My Intention, therefore, is to propose that those Plans, 
if approved of when laid before your Lordships, shall 
be gradually executed, as the Terms of the Leases ex- 
pire; and I accordingly earnestly recommend to your 
Lordships the Adoption of this Plan for the Improve- 
ment of Tichborne Street, by which the Public will ac- 
quire the Benefit of having a much frequented Tho- 
roughfare materially improved, without any Expence, 
or Sacrifice of Income, on the Part of the "omg and 
with a Prospect of very considerable Advantage to the 
Land Revenue, from its Influence on other Parts of 
that Estate; and as it happens that Nine of the Houses 
in Tichborne Street are now out of Lease, and the Lessees 
of several others have applied to renew their Leases, 
and are willing to concur in the proposed Plan for 
widening the Street, the present is a favourable Time 
for beginning this Improvement. 

This Plan will be connected with another Advan- 
tage to the Neighbourhood, by the Continuation of 
the new Sewer recommended by me to be built in 
Tichborne Street and Marybone Street, and already in 
Part executed (as stated in my Report of the 12th Aprié 
last on the Petition of James Taber) the Remainder of 
which Sewer it is proposed should be built, progressively, 
by the Persons to whom new Leases shall be granted of 
the Property of the Crown in those Streets.

My Lords, 

I received your Lordships’ Commands, by Mr. Rose’s 
Letter of the 20th of March last, signifying that your 
Lordships approve of referring to Arbitration the Mat- 
ters in Dispute on the Part of the Crown, and of the 
Earl of Westmorland, relative to the remaining Rights 
of the Crown in the Hays or Walks of Sulehay and 
Morehay, in the Forest of Rockingham, and desiring me 
to transmit to your Lordships a Statement thereof. 

An Act having passed in the last Session of Parlia- 
ment, to enable His Majesty to grant to the Earl of West- 
morland, in Fee Simple, all. the remaining Rights and 
Interests of the Crown within those Walks, upon a full 
and adequate Consideration to be paid for the same, it 
is indispensably necessary to ascertain what those Rights 
consist of, in order that a just Estimate may be made of 
the Value of what is desired to be granted. 

Upon perusal of the Grants from the Crown on which 
Lord Westmorland’s Claims are founded, it appears to 
me that his Lordship is entitled, by virtue of a Grant 
in Fee to Sir Walter Mildmay, Knight, dated 29th Ja- 
nuary, 3d and 4th of Philip and Mary, to the Office of 
Forester or Keeper of the Hay or Walk of Sulehay Farms 
and Shortwood (commonly called Sulehay Walk ) with all 
Wages, Fees, Profits, and Advantages tothe said Office 
belonging ; and that by virtue of a Grant to the said 
Sir Walter Mildmay, dated 3d August, 13th Elizabeth, 
he is in like Manner entitled to all the Coppices, Woods, 
Underwoods, and Woodlands, and the Ground and Soil 
thereof, within the said Hay or Walk, and to all Wood 
and Trees growing within the Bounds or Precincts of 
that Walk, except all Oak Trees, Ten Inches of Assize 
Square, at the Height of Three Feet from the Ground, 
and Browse Wood for the Deer. 

That Lord Westmorland is likewise entitled, in Per- 
petuity, by virtue of a Grant to Nicholas Pay, Esquire, 
and Clement Bellamy, Gentleman, dated 30th May, 
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4 Charles I. and of another Grant to Pay, Bellamy, 
Pickering, and Stanton, dated 23¢ July, in the same Y ear, ’ 
to all the Coppices,’ Woods, Underwoods, and Wood- 
lands, and the Ground and Soil'thereof, within the Hay’ 
or Walk of Morehay, and to all Timber and other Trees 
and Wood whatsoever; as well within the said Coppices, 
Woods, and Woodlands,’ as in the Lawns, | Ridings, 
Limits and Precincts, of the said Hay or Walk, except 
all Mines of Lead and Tin, and-ail ‘Royal Mines, and: 
Herbage of the said Woodlands for the King’s Deer and 
Wild Beasts ; and that by virtue of the First of these 
Two Grants, he is’ entitled to the Office of Keeper of 
the Lawn of Morehay, and of all the Woods and Deer’ 
within the said Lawn and Woods, commonly under the 
Care of the Keeper of the Lawn of Morehay, and Keeper 
ofall the other Woods and Deer, with the Houses or 
Lodges near or adjacent to Morehay Lawn.’ 

That, from the Year 1718 to the present Time, Lord 
Westmorland’s Family have held Leases from the Crown 
of the Herbage and Deer Browse, as well within the 
Coppices and Woodlands, as within the Lawns, and 
divers other Lands, in both the said Hays or Walks, 
under an Annual Rent of £.2. 8s. 5d.; and that the 
last Lease of the said Herbage and Deer Browse, was. 
granted 13th March 1782, to the present Earl of West- 
morland, for the Lives of himself and of the Honourable 
Thomas Fane, and the Honourable Henry Fane: That 
each successive Lease of the Herbage and Deer Browse, 
contains a Grant to the Lessee of all the Deer, during 
the Term of such Lease, and an Exemption of the 
Woods, and other Lands, from all Forest Rights during 
the same Term ; together with divers Liberties and Pri- 
vileges for enabling the Grantees to improve the Pro- 
perty over which those Rights extend. Prior to the 
granting of the First of these Leases, a Supply of Deer 
was Annually delivered by the Earls of Westmorland, 
for the Use of the Royal Household: The Effect of 
these Leases has hitherto been to exempt the Lessees. 
from supplying any Deer for the Use of the King; 
but the Stock of Deer is still continued in both the 
Walks. . 

Lord Westmorland’s Family have likewise held, for a 
great Length of Time, by successive Grants for Lives, 
the Office of Master Forester and Keeper of the Baili- 
wick of Cliffe (which includes the Walk of Westhay, as 
well as those of Sulehay and Morehay,) and the Office 
of Supervisor of the Herbage and Hunting of the 
Woods, within the said Bailiwick, and Receiyer of all 
Fines and Amerciaments for Offences committed there, 
with Power to appoint Rangers and Keepers, and a 
Clerk or Steward of the Swanimote Courts ; and there 
are granted by the Letters Patent for the Wages of the 
Master Forester £.3. 6s. 8d. a Year, for the Ranger, 
30 Shillings a Year, for the Keeper of each of the Walks 
1id. per Day, and for the Steward of the Swanimote 
Court 25 Shillings a Year, which are directed to be 
paid out of the Revenues of the Forest and Castle of 
Rockingham. There are also granted to the Master 
Forester, by the same Patent, all Deer-fallen Wood, 
Wind-fallen Wood, Vermyn Trees, and Coppice Hedges, 
within the said Bailiwick and Walks. The last Grant 
of these Offices and Premisses, dated 4th June 1776, 
was made to the present Earl of Westmorland, for the 
same Three Lives, for which the Herbage and Deer 
Browse is granted. ‘Oey 

In the Report of the Commissioners of the Land 
Revenue concerning this Forest, the Commissioners ob- 
serve that “ This Grant purports to convey to the 
‘* Master Forester, Powers and Advantages which have 
long been transferred from the Crown, It gives him 
the Power of appointing’a Keeper. of Westhay Walk, 
which is held in Fee by the Earl of Evreter, and 
Keepers of the several Walks in MJorehay, held by 
the Earl of Westmorland himself on, the same Tenure. 
It grants the Perquisites‘of Deer-fallen-Wood, Wind- 
fallen Wood; oor) Trees, and Coppice Hedges, 
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“in Woods and Coppices long since granted away, and 
“Wages for the Keepers of all those Districts, from 
‘“‘ which the Crown was exonerated on granting the 
‘« Offices in Fee ; and it charges the Payment of. those 
“ Fees and Wages on the Revenues: of the Castle and 
“ Forest of Rockingham, which are also granted in Fee. 
“* These Inconsistencies” (the Commissioners add) “may 
“¢ perhaps have arisen from adhering too closely to the 
‘¢ Forms of ancierit Grants, made at a Time when those 
“ Offices and Privileges were in the Disposal of the 
“ Crown: But, from the Changes which have taken 
“« place in consequence of subsequent Grants, the Office 
“ of Master Forester of this Bailiwick seems to have 
“ become of little Value, and none of the Salaries 
“ granted by the Patent are ever paid.” 


Upon the best Judgment I am able to form of the 
whole Matter, I humbly conceive that the remaining 
Rights of the Crown, within the Walks of Su/ehay and 
Morehay, are as follow: 


1. The Right to the Timber Trees in Sulehay Walk, 
according to the Exception in the Grant of 
13 Elizabeth. 


In the Year 1764, the then Earl of Westmorland, 
for the Sum of £.1,710, purchased of the Crown 
2,750 Trees within this Walk, which were reported 
to be the whole Number of the 7'imber Trees then 
standing on the Premisses, exclusive of Saplings 
likely to become Timber. Some of those Trees 
are claimed by Lord Westmorland to be still stand- 
ing; but all such Trees as have become Timber 
since that Sale, and the Right to such as shall 
hereafter become Timber, are admitted to belong to 
the Crown ; and for these Lord Westmorland agrees 
to pay an adequate Price in Money. 


2. The Right to the Deer, and to Herbage and Deer 
Browse in the Woodlands in both Walks, from 
the End of the subsisting Lease of the Herbage 
and Deer Browse for Three Lives. 


Lord Westmorland claims not only to be entitled 
to the Deer during the Term of that Lease, but to 
be exempt from any Obligation to leave a Stock of 
Deer at the End of the , or to restore them 
afterwards, in case he shall think fit, in the mean 
Time, to destroy them. 


3. The Right to the Lodges, with the Lawns, and 
other inclosed Lands, held by virtue of the 
Grants of the Keeperships. 


4. The Right to the Soil of the open Ridings, Plains, 
and other uninclosed Lands, and the Herbage 
thereof for the Deer. 


I conceive Lord Westmorland to be entitled, as 
Forester or Keeper, to the Possession of the Lodges, 
and the Custody of the Lawns, and other inclosed 
Lands, applicable only to the Purposes for which 
the Keeperships were instituted, namely, the Care 
and Preservation of the Deer; but that the Lands 
belong to the Crown, subject to his Interest as 
Keeper and as Lessee of the Herbage and Deer 
Browse. Lord Westmorland does not admit them 
to be held under that Title, but claims to be entitled 
to the Lawns, and all other Lands in both Walks, 
and to the Ground and Soil thereof, by virtue of the 
Grants of the Woodlands. 


The Matters in Dispute on the ‘Part of the Crown, 
and of the Earl of Westmorland, are, consequently, the 
Rights specified under the 2d, 3d, and 4th Heads above 
stated: And, in order that they may be submitted to 
the Consideration of the Arbitrators'to whom the Sub- 
ject may be referred, I have a Statement of 
the Grants and other Documents on which the Rights 
in Question are founded ; in which Statement are in- 
serted the Observations and Arguments advanced on 
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Behalf of Lord Westmorland, as delivered to me in 
Writing by his Lordship’s Agent, with such Answers 
thereto, and such Observations and Arguments asi oc- 
curred to me in, Support of the Rights claimed. on Be- 
half of the Crown. .The Statement is: transmitted 
herewith for your Lordships’ farther Orders; and. as 
this Case involves Matter of Law, and the Determination 
upon it. may, in its. Consequences, be of considerable 
Importance, as establishing Principles on which similar 
Questions, both in this and other Forests, may hereafter 
be decided, I submit to your Lordships whether it may 
not be proper that the Statement should be revised by 
your Lordships’ Solicitor, and, if necessary, laid before 
the Attorney and Solicitor General, to consider of the 
Propriety of the Arguments used, and to suggest any 
other that may be proper to be added, previously to the 
laying the Case before the Arbitrators. 

Lord Westmorland has named Mr. Mansfield on his

My Lords, 

As your Lordships have not yet signified to me your 
Pleasure as to the Price at which I may, at present, 
dispose of Fee Farm Rents, and as new Applications 
are received every Day for Information on this Subject, 
and new Offers made to purchase, I think it my Duty 
to bring the Matter again under your Lordships’ Notice, 
and humbly to submit to your Lordships’ Consideration, 
whether some general Regulation, as to the Price at 
which the Surveyor General may be authorized, at all 
Times, to sell those Rents, may not, with Safety, be 
established, by fixing the Proportion which the selling 
Price of those Rents shall, at all Times, bear to the Price 
of the Funds at the Time of Sale. 

For since the Act of Parliament enjoins that the 
Produce of the Sale of those Rents shall be laid out in 
the Purchase of Stock, it becomes a sort of Barter of 
Rents for Dividends; and it is of little Consequence 
what the Price of the one is, if the Proportion to the 
Price of the other shall be preserved ; and this general 
Regulation will save the Trouble to your Lordships of 
new Applications from this Office, for Directions as to 
the Price of Sale, on every considerable Fluctuation in 
the Price of the Funds. 

I take the Liberty, therefore, to submit to your 
Lordships’ Consideration, whether it may not be expe- 
dient to authorize the Surveyor General to sell Fee 
Farm Rents, at all Times, when he can obtain such a 
Price as shail be 10 per Centum at least higher than 
the current Price of 3 per Centum Consolidated Bank 
Annuities at the Time of the Sale. 

It is true, that as the greater Part of the Rents are 
very small, an Alteration in the Price of the Funds may 
happen after some have been sold, and before the Price 
shall amount to a Sum sufficient to be invested in Stock; 
but this is unavoidable, whether the general Regulation 
shall be established or not. 

By a Sale under this Limitation, the Advantage to 
Government will be certain and considerable: It will 
be 10 per Centum, or more, on the Capital; and the 
Interest will be received Half Yearly, without Expence 
or Diminution ; whereas the Rents are irregularly paid, 
much in Arrear, and collected at considerable Expence. 

To prevent any Misapprehension of what is meant by 
proposing to sell at a Price at least 10 per Centum 
higher than the Price of Stock at the Time of Sale, it 
may be proper to state, that in my former Memorial 
on this Subject, when the Price of Stock was near to 
64 per Centum, I proposed that Rents should be sold 
at 25 Years Purchase, at which Rate a Rent of £.3 
would produce £. 75; but £. 64 would purchase /. 3 of 
Dividends of Consolidated Bank Annuities, which would 
leave a Profit of £.11 on £.75, or about 14} per 
Centum.

The Act for the better Management of the Land 

evenue authorizes the granting of Building Leases for 
any Term not exceeding gg Years; but that Term being 
the longest which the Crown is empowered to grant, or 
which the Owners of private Estates are in the Habit of 
granting, for Houses of the largest Size and most ex- 
pensive Stile of Building, it seems proper to make some 
Difference in the Terms to be granted for Houses of 
inferior Value, and, as far as may be practicable, to 
adapt the Length of the Lease to the Size and Quality 
of the Building to be erected. . 

The Act of the Fourteenth of His present Majesty, 
for the better Regulation of Buildings and Party Walls, 
specifies Four different Rates or Classes of Dwelling 
Houses, and the different Degrees of Thickness re- 
quired, both for External and Party Walls, in the 
Houses of each Class. It is, however, to be observed, 
that the Degrees of Thickness preseribed by that Act 
are the least which the Legislature has thought fit to 
allow of, in regard merely to the Public Security: And 
it is found that Houses may be built in strict Compli- 
ance with that Act, and yet be so slight as to be hardly 
capable of standing out the Term of an ordinary Build- 
ing Lease. The Object and Intent of the Act was 
indeed, chiefly to provide against Accidents from Fire ; 
but the Interest of the Ground Landlord requires that 
Attention should be paid to the Strength and Durability 
of the Houses, from which alone his Estate can derive 
any lasting Improvement ; and for effecting that Object 
some additional Substance in the Walls is deemed, by 
experienced Surveyors, to be requisite, beyond what the 
Building Act absolutely requires. 

The shortest Term for which Bedng ianeee are 
commonly granted, I am informed, is 61 Years; but I 
understand that the more usual Term is 99 Years, oper 
cially in Leases for the covering of Ground not before 
builton. In treating with several of the Tenants of the 
Crown who have applied for Building Leases, I have 
found them, in general, unwiiling to build upon a 61 
Years Lease, and still more to exceed the Degree of 
Strength which the Building Act requires, if confined 
to that Term ; and I have found them maling to pay 
larger Ground Rents on Leases for longer Terms: 
am, therefore, of Opinion, that it will be conducive to 
the permanent Improvement of the Revenue to grant 
longer Leases, and, in return, to require some additional 
Substance in the new Buildings. There are, I believe, 
few, if any, Situations upon the Crown’s Estate, where 
it would be right to permit Houses to be built of so in- 
ferior a Kind as those of the fourth Rate or Class 
described in the Building Act; and upon ang 
with the Surveyors employed in this Department, 
have thought it advisable to form Three Classes for 
Building Leases to be granted. by the Crown, of dif- 
ferent Lengths, according to the Size and Substance 
required for the Houses in each Class ; viz. 


First Class, All Houses exceeding Nine Squares 
Term 99 al of Building on the Ground Plan, 
exclusive of Offices detached from 
the main Building (each Square 
containing 100 superficial Feet) and 
having not less than Four Square.

By my ‘Direction, the Surveyors have drawn out a 
Specification of the different Thicknesses of Walls, 

inds of Materials, and other Particulars, to which the 
Tenants should be ‘required to conform in the building 
of Houses of each Class; atid which, without adding 
materially to the Expence of the Buildings, will con- 
tribute essentially to their Strength and Durability, and 
consequently to the Advantage of the Revenue. A Re- 
oo of this Kind will be conducive likewise to the 

ccommodation of the Tenants, who will thereby have 
the Option of taking a Building Lease for either of the 
Terms specified, by erecting their Buildings of the Size 
and Substance required for that Tetm ; and if it should 
happen that a Tenant who proposes to build a House of 
the Size specified in the Second ot Third Class, should 
wish for a Lease of greater Length than the Term pre- 
sctibed, I should think it no Detriment to the Crown 
to grant him the Term proposed for thé next higher 
Class, on Condition of erecting his Building of the 
Strength required for such Class, it being, as I conceive, 
of more essential Advantage to the Estate of the Crown 
to encourage the building of substantial Houses, by the 
Addition of a few Years to the Building Leases, than to 
permit the erecting of slight Buildings on Leases for 
shorter Terms. A Copy of the Specification is trans- 
mitted herewith. 

It is usual with Owners of private Estates, on grant- 
ing Building Leases, to allow a certain Time (from One 
to Three Years, according to circumstances) for erect- 
ing the new Buildings, and during that Time to forbear 
the Acceptance of Rent. In the Case of the Crown, 
when it happens that a new House is to be built on 
Ground whichis: out of Lease, and: whiere the new 
Ground Rent would be payable from the Date of the 
new Lease, I would recommend that an Allowance 
should be made, not exceeding the first Two Yeats 
Rent ; but when it happens that a House is to be re- 
built during the Term of an existing Lease, and a rever- 
sionary Term is added to prolong the same to a building 
Term, and the new Ground Rent payable only for the 
reversionary Term, the former Ground Rents being in 
amen very trifling in comparison of the Value of the 

round, I should not, in such Cases, recommend any 
Forbearance of Rent. 

If your Lordships shall be pleased to approve of the 
Regulations herein suggested, or to prescribe any other 
for my Direction on this Subject, I shall proceed ac- 
cordingly on such Applications for Building Leases as 
are or may be referred to me.

10s. each, making to- 
gether £. 270 per Annum, clear of all Deductions ; but 
owing to some Mistake in not leaving a sufficient Space 
of Ground for building a Third House, of uniform Size 
with the First, Mr. Claggett was prevented from com- 
pleting the Three Houses, and the Residue of the 
Ground remained some Years unbuilt on. 

The westernmost of the Two Houses built by Clag- One House 
gett was afterwards purchased by the Honourable Wil- veyed by 
braham Tollemache, to whom it now belongs, for the Witheshens 
Remainder of the Term demised to Claggett, with the ‘Yoilemache. 
Benefit of the Covenant from Sir Robert Bernard, for 
extending the same to 90 Years from Michaelmas 1775; 
and Mr. Tollemache has preferred a Memorial to your : 
Lordships for a new Lease of that House from the 
Crown, which is also referred to me. 

“The other House built by Claggett, with the Re- The other by 
mainder ™. De Calonne. 
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ainder of the Ground demised to him, was purchased 
ay: lg ~ Calonne,. for the Whole of Claggett's In- 
terest therein ; and Sir Robert Bernard not having. com- 
sd the Renewal of the Lease from the Crown, which 
been applied for prior to his Aapermnent with Clag- 
gett, and the Term unexpired of the subsisting Lease 
from the Crown being less than 20 Years, Mr, De Ca- 
lonne conceived that he was entitled to the Preference 
of Renewal as to that Part of the Premises, by the 
Terms of Sir Robert Bernard's Agreement with Clagget, 
and he therefore, in the Year 1790, preferred a Memo- 
rial to the Treasury for a new Lease, which was referred 
to Mr. Sedwyn, then Surveyor General ; but while that 
Memorial was under Consideration, an Agreement took 
place between Mr. De Calonne and Mr. Drummond Smith, 
for an rasiiay'y of Ground, by which Mr. De Calonne 
obtained an Addition of 5 Feet 6 Inches in Front or 
Breadth towards Piccadilly, to enable him to complete 
the Buildings conformably to the original Design; and 
in consideration of that Exchange, Mr. De Calonne agreed 
to wave his Claim to the Preference of Renewal with 
the Crown, and addressed a Letter to the Surveyor Ge- 
neral, requesting that the Lease which he had applied 
for might be granted to Mr. Drummond Smith, who had 
agreed, upon obtaining it, to grant a Lease to him. 

In consequence of this Arrangement between Mr, De 
Calonne and Mr. Smith, a new Lease of that Part of the 
Premises, containing 68 Feet in Front to Piccadilly, 
was granted, ist September 1791, to Drummond Smith 
and John Smith Burges Esquires (the present Memo- 
rialists) for a Term of 33 Years and a Half from the 
11th of June 1807 (to make up the Term then in 
being to 50 Years) reserving to the Crown a Rent of 
£.70. 18s. 6d. per Annum, and for a Fine of £. 770; 
which Fine and Rent were computed upon the Value 
of the Ground Rent only, reserved by the Leases to 
Claggett, without any Consideration of the Improve- 
ments made by building thereon. The House standing 
on this Ground, lately occupied by Mr. De Calonne, has 
since been enlar and divided into Two Houses, 
which have been purchased by John Craufurd, Esquire, 
and Charles Cockerell, Esquire, for the Remainder of 
Mr. De Calonne’s Interest therein. 

At the same Time (1st September 1791) a separate 
Lease was granted to the Memorialists of another Part 
of the Ground adjacent to that of Mr. De Calonne, and 
containing in Front to Piccadilly 112 Feet, and the 
whole Depth to the Park Wall, and then, for the most 
Part, covered with Stables, Sheds, and other inferior 
Buildings ; to hold for the like Term of 33 Years and 
a Half from the 11th June 1807, under a Rent of 
£.112. 3s. per Annum, and for a Fine of £.1,130. This 
Lease was granted to enable the Memorialists to build 
Two Houses for their own Habitation, which has since 
been done in a very substantial Manner, and at a great 
Expence ; but the Ground occupied by the new Build- 
ings is 10 Feet 10 Inches in Breadth at the South End, 
and 3o Feet at the North End, more than is compre- 
hended in the new Lease granted to the Memorialists, 
in which additional Space they have consequently only 
i24 Years to come; and in re-building tne Wall next 
to the Park, they have inclosed from the Park a Piece 
of Ground 20 Feet in Breadth at the West End, and 
diminishing to a Point at the East End, without any 
written Warrant; but they have since, by a separate 


Memorial to your Lordships, which is also referred to, 


me, and hereto annexed, requested that the Ground so 
taken from the Park may be comprehended in the new 
Lease for which they have applied. 

It becomes m Duty to solicit the particular Atten- 
tion of your Lordships to the Claims both of the Lessees 
of the Crown, and of the Sub-Lessees, in these Peti- 
tions, that, on deliberate Consideration, Precedents 
may be established by which I may be guided in Cases 
of a similar Nature, which may be referred to me; and 
that One uniform Rule of Proceeding being laid down, 


ae F anuart, 
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any Doubt or Difficulty in such Questions may in fu- 
ture be obviated. 

After considering, 
Power, , late Act of Parliament, and the general 
Rules laid down by your Lordships to direct my Pro- 
ceedings, I conceive it to be clearly understood, that 
though, after the Expiration of the Terms in the exist- 
ing ro the Estates will revert to the Crown, and 
Government has the legal Right of granting new Leases 
to any Persons, and on any Conditions consistent with 
the Provisions in that Act, yet that it is intended to 
give a Preference to the present Lessees in every Case 
where the Subject remains entire, and has not been al- 
tered or embarrassed by Acts of the Lessee himself, in 
which the Powers granted by the Lease have been ex- 
ceeded ; that, on the other Hand, in Cases where the 
Lessee has taken on himself to enter into Engagements 
with others to grant Sub-Leases beyoud the Duration 
of his own Lease from the Crown, where Money has 
been laid out in the Improvement of the Estate, in the 
Confidence that those Engagements would be fulfilled, 
and where it is expected that Government will accept 
of less than the improved Value, with a View to the. 
making an adequate Return for the Money so laid out, 
the Lessee will not, in every such Case, be enabled, im- 
plicitly, to fulfil those Engagements; but the actual 
Circumstances will be considered, in order that the 
Liberality of the Crown may be properly directed, and 
the Benefit of the Abatement, if any shall be made 
from what Government has a Right to demand, may go 
to the Person by whom the Money has really been ex- 
pended, and the Confidence reposed ; and that, in the 
Consideration of every such Question, it is my Duty to 
keep in view the general Object of the Legislature, and 
the Principle of the Act of Parliament, and of the 
Rules laid down by your Lordships, namely, the Im- 
provement and better Management of the Estates of 
the Crown. 

In the present Case, in consequence of the various 
Transactions which have been referred to, the Property 
granted by the Lease to Mr. Hamilton appears to be 
divided into Four Parts, in each of which different 
Parties are interested, and different Regulations seem to 
apply to them. 

The First is the Part of which no Sub-Lease has been 
granted, containing any Covenants for Renewal beyond 
the Term granted by the Crown, and which is now held 
by Sir John Smith Burges and Mr. Drummond Smith, as 
it was by Mr. Hamilton and Sir Robert Bernard, without 
any other Alteration of Circumstances than that of the 
Sale and Transference of the Crown Lease to them. 

The Second Part comprises the Ground on which 
Sir John Smith Burges and Mr. Drummond Smith have 
themselves erected valuable Houses, and for which they 
have obtained a new Lease from the Crown of 50 Years, 
whereof 46 Years remain unexpired, 

The Third Part consists of the Ground on which the 
House formerly in the Occupation of Mr. De Calonne 
is situated, since altered, enlarged, and divided into Two 
Houses, in the Occupation of Mr. Cockerell and Mr. 
Craufurd, for which a similar Lease with that last- 
mentioned has been granted by the Crown to Sir John 
Smith Burges and Mr. Drummond Smith. 

And the Fourth comprehends those Parts of the 
Property granted by Sub- Leases to Messrs. Dixon, Ca- 
vendish, and Claggett, with Covenants for Renewal be- 
yond the Term of the Lease from the Crown, and which 

ave not been included in any new Grant from the 
Crown. 

The origin! Lease purchased by Sir John Smith Burges 
and Mr. Drummond Smith, so far as relates to the First 
of these Divisions, falls under that Regulation of your 
Lordships, by which it is declared, that the Lessees of 
the Crown shall have a Preference over others in grant- 
ing a new Lease; and I am of Opinion, that, con-

ted to Sir John. Smith Burges and Mr. Drummond 

ith, of all or any Portion of this First Part, for such 
Term and on such Conditions as to your Lordships shall 
seem reasonable; but, previously to the granting ® of 
any such new Lease, a new Survey must be made, and 
verified by the Oath of the Surveyor; and I am di- 
rected by the general Regulations established by your 
Lordships, to consult with eminent Architects con- 
cerning the best Means of improving such Parts of the 
Crown's Estate, and to lay before your Lordships the 
Plans which may be proposed for that Purpose, that 
your Lordships may, if you shall deem it advisable, 
confine the Lessee. to the Execution of the Plan ap- 
proved of. 

The Second Part is that on which Houses have been 
built by Sir John Smith Burges and Mr. Drummond 
Smith, on a Lease of no more than 50 Years, that having 
been the longest Term which could be granted prior to 
the late Act of Parliament ; and as those Houses have 
been erected at greater Expence, and are more substan- 
tial than could have been expected under a Grant for so 
short a Term, the Lessees have, in my Apprehension, 
a reasonable Claim to an Extension of the Term; and 
your Lordships are empowered to grant it by the Pro- 
visions of that Act: And if your Lordships shall ap- 
prove of such farther Lease being granted to the Me- 
morialists, the Surveyors must not only re-value the 
Ground comprehended in the Lease already granted 
to those Gentlemen, and the Rent take place from the 
Expiration of that Lease, but they must also ascertain 
the Rent of the additional Ten Feet of Ground over 
which they have extended their new Buildings, though 
not comprehended in that new Grant, such Rent to 
take place from the End of the Lease to Mr. Hamilton, 
and likewise the Rent of the Ground inclosed from the 
Park without Licence, which must commence from the 
Date of the Lease now proposed to be granted to 
them. 

Respecting the Third Part, being that on which the 
Houses occupied by Mr. Cockerell and Mr. Craufurd 
are situated, a new Lease of those Houses having been 
already granted by the Crown, of which 46 Years re- 
main unexpired, it does not, from any Circumstances 
which have come before me, appear to be necessary, at 
present, to grant any farther Term therein ; nor have any 
Facts been stated to me which would seem to authorize 
a Renewal of that Lease under the late Act, while 
more than Twenty Years of the existing Term re- 
main. 

In regard to the Fourth Part, it appears, from the 
Circumstances which have been stated, that the Lessees 
of the Crown, and their Sub-Tenants, all acted on a 
Presumption that the Crown would not only continue 
to grant Renewals of the general Lease to Mr. Hamil- 
ton, or to his Representatives and Assigns, but that 
the Rent and Fine to be paid would be very far inferior 
to the real Value. In consequence of that Presump- 
tion, the Lessees came under Engagements to grant 
new Leases to those Sub-Tenants, for much longer 
Terms than they had any legal Right or Power to con- 
tract for or fulfil; and by Means of those irregular 
Engagements, the Lessees doubtless obtained larger 
Fines and Rents, during the Term which had been 
granted to them by the Crown, than they could have 
obtained, if they had not entered into those Engage- 
ments for Renewals. 

The Sub-Tenants, on the other Hand, in conse- 
quence of those Covenants for Renewal, not only paid 
more, in Rent and Fine, than the Value of what could, 
in a legal and valid Manner, be transferred to them by 
the Lessee of the Crown, but, from the Confidence 
they placed in those Covenants, laid out large Sums in 
erecting valuable Houses on the Estate of the Crown ; 
and trusting that the ancient System of Management 
would be continued, and that the Estates would be let 
at —_ less than the Value, they agreed not only to 
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continue to pay to the principal Lessee the Rents re-: First Report 
served by those Leases, but also‘a proportionable Part: of Surveyor 
of the Fine, Fees, and other Expences of obtaining mye 
the successive Renewals of the Lease from the Crown, Revenue. 
and the Expences of the Under-Lease and Counter- ——-~——~ 
parts: But, after all those Transactions had taken place, 
the Legislature determined that an entirely new System 
of Management should be adopted for the Improve- 
ment of the landed Property of the Crown, under 
which System it is intended that the real Value shall be 
ascertained, and a fair and reasonable Consideration 
taken for every Estate. granted ; leaving, however, with 
your Lordships, such Powers as might enable you to 
save Lessees from the Risk of Penalties, in consequence 
of Engagements entered into on the Expectation that 
the former System would be continued, and to prevent 
Loss to those who had laid out Money, or caused it to 
be laid out, in the Improvement of the Estate of the 
Crown, when no adequate Term of the Lease re- 
mained. 

Pursuing the Object of the Legislature in those 
Provisions, considering that, in the Examples which 
occur in the present Case, the Money has been ad- 
vanced, and the Confidence shewn, by the Sub-Te- 
nants, and not by the principal Lessees, who, thou 
they engaged to grant farther Terms, in case they should 
obtain them from the Crown, do not appear to have, 
in any Respect, made themselves responsible for the 
Loss which the Sub-Lessees would sustain, in case a 
Renewal should not be obtained ; and looking forward to 
the Effect upon the general Improvement of the Estate’ 
of the Crown, which the Precedent now to be esta- 
blished will be likely to produce, I confess I am humbly 
of Opinion, that, in the Part of the Estate comprized 
in this last Division, the Sub-Tenants have a stronger 
Claim than the immediate Lessee of the Crown to new 
Leases, for such Terms and on such Conditions as may 
give them an adequate Enjoyment of their Improve- 
ments, in return for the Money expended on the Pro- 
perty of the Crown. 

I have thought it necessary to lay this preliminary 
Report before your Lordships, in which I have con- 
sidered the Claims of the Lessees of the Crown and 
their Sub-Tenants, and brought them into view at the 
same Time; and if your Lordships shall signify your 
Approbation of the Opinions I have given, I shall then 
make a separate Report on each Reference, and submit 
to your Lordship’s Consideration the Terms and Con- 
ditions on which Leases may be granted to Sir John 
Smith Burges and Mr. Drummond Smith, and to the 
other Parties before named. .

The Memorial of John Fordyce, Esquire, 
Surveyor General of His Majesty’s Land 
Revenue. 


My Lords, 

In order to accomplish the Object of the Legislature 
in passing the late Act of Parliament for the better 
Management of the Land Revenue of the Crown, it is 
extremely desirable that some general Principles should 
now be established by which the Proceedings on such 
Business as your Lordships may be pleased to refer to 
my Consideration may be regulated. 

With this View I shall take the Liberty to submit to 
your Lordships’ Attention some Points on which I am 
anxious to receive your Instructions; and shall, with 
ee Defererice, suggest. what has occurred to my own 

ind, which:may possibly tend to save your Time in 
judging of them. 3 

» The Circumstance which naturally comes first to be 
considered, and which must ‘occur in every Case where 
Application is made for a gtant of any Part of the 
Estate of the Crown already in Lease, is-the Degree of 
Weight which ought to be given to what is called the 
Tenant Right, or Claim of Renewal. Finding that 
this Subject’ had come under legal Discussion in the 
House of Lords, in a Question concerning a Lease from 
the Crown, I have attentively perused the Cases on 
both Sides, in which it is argued and admitted that the 
Tenarit has no legal Claim, nor any certain or even 
contingent wee or ‘Interest beyond the subsisting 
Term of his Lease, but'only a Chance or Right to 
expéct'a Favour: It becomes material, therefore, to 
consider on what that Right is founded, and what are 
the Circumstances which ought to be kept in view in 
Judging of this Claim, on Applications for the Renewal 
of Crown Leases. 

‘In almost every Lease there are Covenants for the 
Care and Preservation, if not for the Improvement, of 
the Property; and if any Lease hes been granted with- 
out such Covenants, it must be understood that a Con- 
fidence has been placed by the Proprietor in the Lessee, 
that he would preserve it: It is, therefore, the Duty of 
the Lessee to perform those Covenants, or not to abuse 
that Confidence. 

If the Lessee has fulfilled that Duty, he certainly 
has a Right to expect a Preference over others on the 
granting of a new Lease; but if, instead of improving, 
or even preserving ‘the Property, he has injured it, or 
suffered others to injure it, as it cannot be said that 
a Person should be rewarded for having broken ‘his Co- 
venants, committed Waste, or abused his Trust, I should 
humbly conceive that the Right to expect the Favour 
of a Renewal is lost. 

This is not only just between the Parties, but is also 
for the Advantage of the Property, as it rewards Care, 
and encourages Improvement. 

But though this» general Rule should be kept in 
view on every Application for the Renewal’ of a’ Lease, 
and the actual State of the Property, and the Observ- 
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ance or Neglect of the Covenants in the. Lease, should, 
perhaps, be noticed in every Report from this Office on 
such Applications, yet there must be many Cases which 
require more particular Consideration ; Cases in which 
this Rule alone cannot be a sufficient Guide, and in 
some of which, from the just and liberal Conduct of 
Government, somewhat more than a mere Preference 
over other Offerers may be expected : 


For Example, 


ist, Where the Lessee of the Crown has entered 
into Engagements to Sub-Tenants which 
extend beyond the Term of his Lease, or 
the Powers vested in him, but to which he 
may have, in some Degree, been led by the 
System of Management which has been 
long continued. 

adly, Where Houses have been built, or great Sums 
expended, by the Lessee, in expectation of 
a Renewal, at a Time when no adequate 
Term remained of the existing Lease, and 
where the Interest of the Tenant of the 
Crown in the House so built or repaired 
has, in some Instances, been transferred to 
Purchasers. 

3dly, Where the Lessee of the Crown has sub-let 
to several Tenants, whose Conduct has 
been different, some having improved, others 
merely preserved, and others wasted the 


Property they occupied. 


In many of the Cases now before me, under Refe- 
rence from your Lordships, there is a Mixture of the 
Circumstances which have been described: it does not 
therefore seem necessary or useful to divide any Ob- 
servations which have occurred to me into the same 
Number of Heads; and I submit, with great Deference, 
to your Lordships, whether, in Cases where a Lessee 
has, for a profitable Consideration to himself, and 
without the Knowledge or Authority of the Crown, 
come under Engagements or Covenants to be fulfilled 
after the Expiration of an existing Lease, it may not 
be consistent with the Liberality which ought to pre- 
vail in the Management of the Estate of the Crown, 
that the Lessee should be so far enabled to fulfil the 
Covenants, as not to incur Penalties, and should be 
allowed to retain the Share of the Advantages which 
fairly belonged to the Term of his Lease, but without 
admitting any Right to claim more; that where Houses 
have been built or repaired, or Improvements made, in 
Expectation of a Renewal, at a Time when no adequate 
Term of the Lease remained, it may be reasonable now 
to add such a Number of Years to the existing Lease, 
as will make up the Term which the Surveyors, to be 
employed in pursuance of the Provisions of the late Act 
of Parliament, shall be of Opinion, after taking into 
Consideration the Nature and Quality of the Building, 
or the Extent and Value of the Repairs or Improve- 
ments, ought to have been granted at the Time of build- 
ing, repairing, or improving the Premisses, if the Circum- 
stances of the Case had been stated to your Lordships, 
and the Law had allowed of the same Extent of Term 
as may ‘now be granted; that where a Re-building has 
taken place, the Rent should be equal to the present 
Value of the Ground for building, with some Addition 
for the old Materials which were then upon it, and which 
were the Property of the Crown; and that, where the 
Improvement has consisted in Repairs of an expensive 
Kind, the ‘Rent should be such as the Surveyor shall, 
upon Oath; certify the Premisses to have been worth on 
a Repairing Lease for a Term of Years suitable to the 
Condition of the Buildings, and the Nature and Extent 
of the Repairs. ; 

This Rule, it is apprehended, cannot be deemed in- 
jurious to any of the’Parties: the Lessee will not ow 
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fer from having been misled by the former System of 
Management, but will receive all the advantage which 
would have been allowed to him under the new System, 
or if he had applied for a Grant before erecting the 
new’ Buildings,.or carrying on the Repairs or Improve- 
ments. °The Purchaser from the Lessee can have ac- 
quired no Right which the Lessee himself was not pos- 
sessed of, and can, therefore, have no separate Ground 
of Claim ; and the Crown will, at the end of the Term 
of the Lease, during which the Money was expended, 
receive back the Property with the same Advantages 
only as if no such Improvements had taken place. 

In the Third Case described, namely, where a Lessee 
having sub-let'to several Tenants, some of them have 
improved, and’ others injured, the Property intrusted 
to them; more could not certainly be expected by the 
Lessee of the’ Crown, than that he. should be under- 
stood to have preserved his Claim of Preference of 
Renewal to that part of the Estate let to him which 
has been preserved or improved ; for, being responsible 
by his Lease for the Whole, it was equally incumbent 
on him to protect every Part from being injured, by 
those to whom it was sub-let by him for his own Ad- 
vantage; and the tendency of this Rule will be to 
excite more Attention in the Lessees henceforward to 
the Protection and Improvement of the Estates granted 
to them. 

The Subject which I shall next submit to the Con- 
sideration of your Lordships, and on which I request 
to have your Instruction, is, in what Manner, or by 
what general Rule or Rate, in proportion to the Value 
which may be put, by Surveyors acting on Oath, upon 
the Estates of different Kinds belonging to the Crown, 
the Net Rent to be paid by the Lessees shall be ascer- 
tained; and whether the Rate, in proportion to the 
Value, shall be the same on each Kind of Property, 
namely : 


ist, On Houses. . 
adly, On Land Estates at a: Distance from the 
Metropolis. 


gdly, On Building Ground. 


By the Act lately passed it is provided, that, before 

granting any Lease or Renewal of a Lease, “ a Survey 
shall be made by Surveyors acting on Oath, and an 
‘Estimate of the true and fair improved Annual Worth 
or Value of the respective Estates so by them sur- 
veyed and valued, clear of all Taxes, Assessments, 
and Reprizes whatever.” 
This Rule would serve to ascertain the Value at 
which such Estates should be let, if they were private 
Property ; but, for various Reasons, it may, perhaps, 
be deemed advisable by your Lordships, that the Rents 
of the Estates of the Crown should be somewhat lower 
than would be demanded for similar Estates by Indi- 
viduals. 

Under the System of Management which has long 
prevailed, Leases from the Crown have been very be- 
neficial; and the greater Part of the Value having 
been paid in Fines, computed at a high Rate of In- 
terest, the Rents have been very low in proportion to 
their Worth. To demand, under the new System, a 
Rent or Fine equal to the utmost Value, might, per- 
haps, be complained of as going from one Extreme to 
another. 

It would seem to be desirable that the Rent, though 
near to the Value, should be so reasonable as that the 
obtaining a Crown Lease may still be reckoned a Fa- 
vour; that-Government may not, after a Lease has 
been granted, be disturbed with Applications for new 
Allowances or Deductions, or, if such Applications 
should be made, may deem it unnecessary to attend to 
them; that the regular Payment of Rent, and the 
Performance of Covenants, may be inforced, without 
any just Ground of. Complaint; and that, _notwith- 
standing that uniform Regularity, the King may still 
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be reckoned a more:desirable Landlord than ‘a subject 
attentive to the Management of his Property. ' 

If experienced Surveyors, ‘both of Land» and of 
Buildings, shall take every Circumstance into view, 
and make proper Allowances when. they fix the Net 
Rent, so as to put the Lessees of Houses on an 
exactly equal Footing with the Lessees of Land, no 
Reason can’ remain for making the Rates of Deduction 
different on those different Kinds of Property ; ‘but it 
is not easy to determine what Rate of Deduction'from 
the Net Rent so ascertained by the Surveyors will an- 
swer all the Purposes which have been described with: 
out sacrificing: too great a Part of the Value. It is ‘with 
great Diffidence that I submit to your Lordships’ Con+ 
sideration, whether the Deduction of One Eighth ‘Part 
of the Net Rent of Land Estates, and Estates in Houses, 
would be sufficient. 

It may, perhaps, be a Matter of some Doubt, whe- 
ther the same Kind of Deduction from the Rent is ne- 
cessary, or ought to be made, in Leases of Ground for 
building. As the Crown has a great extent of Ground 
of this Description adjoining to the Metropolis, a géne- 
ral Deduction from the estimated Value, which will 
always be regulated by the current Price of Building 
Ground, may, perhaps, only have the Effect, when 
generally known, of obliging other Proprietors of Build- 
ing Ground to make a similar Abatement, and conse- 
quently of lowering the current Value, by which Means 
the Object of obtaining a Preference from Builders, 
from the Circumstance of the Rent being lower, would 
be defeated; and as the Ground Rent forms but’ 'a 
small: Part of the Value after the Buildings have been 
erected, there is little Danger that such Rents will not 
be regularly paid. 

Those who are entrusted with the Management of 
theEstate of the Crown, to which the Attention of 
Government is more. particularly called, should, per- 
haps, endeavour to obtain a Preference to the Building 
Ground belonging to the Crown by other Means; by 
procuring’ from the most eminent Architeets the best 
Plans,'in point of Beauty and Convenience, for the Ex- 
tension of the Buildings over the Crown’s Land; by 
the best Disposition of public Sewers, the best Mode of 
lighting the Streets, the most plentiful Supply of Water; 
by having Stations for Watchmen, Patroles, and Fire 

ngines, properly placed, so as to afford the readiest 
Assistance, and the best Security to the Persons and 
Property of the Inhabitants; all which Advantages 
should be described on those Plans. 

There are many other Circumstances concerning 
which it is desirable, for my Regulation, that I should 
have some general Idea of your Lordships’ Opinion. 

In several Parts of the Estate of the Crown in Lon- 
don, the Streets are narrow and inconvenient, and the 
Houses old and ruinous: By preventing some from 
being re-built, Openings may be made, which will add 
to the Accommodation of the Public, and, at the same 
Time, increase the Value of the Rest of the Area for 
new Buildings. 

In all such Situations I would humbly propose that 
Leases should not be renewed till a Plan, to the Satis- 
faction of your Lordships, shall have been prepared of 
the new Streets or Openings which should be made in 
those Places, with a View to the Improvement of the 
Estate, and the Accommodation of the Public. 

I think it proper also to state to your Lordships, that 
in the Management of the Crown's Estate, it has hi- 
therto been the Practice, before granting the Renewal 
of a Lease of Houses, to employ a Surveyor to estimate 
the Value of the Premises in their actual State at the 
Time of taking the Survey. In doing this the Surveyor 
is presumed to take into his Consideration the Repairs 
or Re-building which may become necessary during the 
Term proposed to be granted; and the Lease has been 
always made out as soon as the Proposal has been agreed 
to by the Treasury ; but the Work to be done has been

port when it is completed ; the Lease is not granted till 
the Party is known to have properly fulfilled his En- 
gagement, and a Plan of the Buildings, with a Schedule 
of Fixtures, are then annexed to the Lease. 

There are Circumstances relating to the Crown's 
Estates, which would render this Rule of withholding 
the Lease difficult, or, perhaps, in some cases, imprac- 
ticable. 

But in all Cases, either a Contract may be executed, 
and the Completion of the Lease postponed till the 
Plan and Schedule can be annexed to it, or the new

The Mischiefs which have arisen from the Loss of 
Plans, Surveys, and other valuable Documents, former- 
ly in the Office of the Surveyor General of the Woods, 
are very forcibly pointed out and explained in the Re- 
ports of the Commissioners of the Land Revenue. In 
this Office, the numerous and very valuable Collection 
of Books, Plans, Surveys, and other Documents, have 
been exposed to nearly the same Hazard, from the 
Want of some Place of Safety in which they might be 
permanently kept; and though, in this Office, the 
greater Part have, fortunately, been preserved, yet, to 
shew that many Losses, even here, have been sustained, 
I shall quote Part of Memorial to the Treasury on this 
Subject, from a late Surveyor General, dated 19th June 
1709: 

“ On examinipg the Schedule of Plans, Surveys, 
‘** Books, and other Records directed to be delivered to 
“* me by your Lordships’ Warrant of the 8th of June, 
. I find many Surveys, Rent Rolls, and Returns to 
Commissions lost and missing. On Enquiry I am in- 
“‘ formed, that they were not delivered to my Prede- 
“ cessor, Mr. Herbert, by the Executrix of Lord Gall- 
“* way, on which Account he never would sign the 
“‘ Schedule ; nor could they ever be recovered, though 
the most diligent Enquiry was made after them, and 
Advertisements published with considerable Rewards. 
Many Instances of great Confusion and Difficulty 
have arisen on the Deaths of Surveyors General, for 
Want ofa regular Office for the Custody of the Re- 
cords, and the Lessees of the Crown to apply to; 
and, not long since, a great Cause of Sir George 
Wynne’s was lost, solely by not being able to come at 
the Books, then in Confusion, and the Custody of 
Executors, from whom they could not be obtained, 
even by a special and peremptory Order from the 
Lords of the Treasury. 

“ The very great Importance of them, both to the 
Crown and the Subject, is sufficiently apparent, as 
well as the Danger they are now liable to from Ac- 
cidents (being deposited in Two or Three different 
Places) particularly Fire, to which but a few Months 
ae0 they were exposed, by One happening very near 
them. 

“ ] therefore, with great Deference, submit to your 
“* Lordships’ Consideration the Necessity there is for 
“« some Place of Safety to be fixed on, where they may 
“‘ be deposited, not to be removed:” And it appears 
to have been at different Times in the Contemplation 
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give Time to consider whether Commissioners should be 
appointed for managing the whole landed Estates of the 
Crown, I should, in the mean Time, under your Au- 
thority, attempt to carry into effect the Plan of Ma- 
nagement of the demisable Part of the Crown’s Estate, 
recommended in the Reports of the Commissioners of 
the Land Revenue, and authorized by the late Act of 
Parliament, an Establishment of Officers, similar to 
what they supposed would be found necessary to enable 
a Board to execute the same business, will be required 
for my Assistance. 

Under the former System of Management, where 
Leases were renewed as often as the Lessees desired, 
with little Alteration in the Terms and Conditions of 
successive Leases, and without any View to the Im- 
provement of the Estate; when Surveys were not always 
taken, and never upon Oath, as they are now required to 
be; and when the Leases were granted without Sche- 
dules. annexed, or even necessary Covenants inserted, 
leaving the Property almost wholly at the Discretion of 
the Occupier, it is obvious that the Execution could 
not be attended with very great Labour or Difficulty ; 
but, if Surveys are to be made, and Means to be used 
in all Cases to obtain the fullest Information of the 
State and Value of the Property; if, for Estates in 
Houses, Contracts are to be made first, and Leases 
granted afterwards, with Schedules annexed to them; 
and if, for Land Estates, Covenants are to be inserted 
for their Improvement, and Care is to be taken that the 
Engagements of the Lessees shall be fulfilled ; and if 
complete Registers are to be kept, both of the Pro- 
perty and the Documents concerning it, in the Manner 
which has been proposed, there must obviously be a 
great deal of Business to be done in this Office, and 
uniform Attention bestowed. The Number of Officers 
which, I apprehend, must be required for the Business 
described, and for the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, cannot 
be less than, 


A Secretary, or Deputy, to the Surveyor General. 
A Register of the Crown Lands ; and 

Four Clerks ; besides, 

A Porter or Messenger, and an Office Keeper. 


I would, therefore, humbly propose, that such of the 
Officers employed under the Commissioners of the Land 
Revenue, as have, by the Authority of your Lordships, 
been continued since the Expiration of their Commis- 
sion, and employed in this Office, should receive the 
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Salaries allowed to them to Midsummer last ; arid that» 
the Appointments now proposed should; from that 
Time, take place, of the same Persons, for the Execu- 
tion of the Business of this Office, allowing such Sala- 
ries to them as your Lordships shall be pleased to ap- 
point: And if your Lordships should think proper to 
diréct, that an Office should. be built for the safe Cus- 
tody of the Books and Papers already in the Office, and 
those to be compiled, and for carrying on the future 
Business of the Land Revenue, I submit to your Lord- 
ships whether such a Building may not be properly 
erected on thé Scite of the House in Scotland Yard, 
where the Business is, at present, carried on, and which 
is now in a ruinous Condition, and cannot have been 
intended for any particular Use, having been one of 
those inténded for Sale by a late Act of Parliament, 
which has been since repealed. The Situation of that 
Building for the Purpose proposed is preferable to any 
other, as well ofi Account of its Vicinity to the Trea-: 
sury, and the Offices of the Auditors, with which this 
Office has a constant Intercourse, as from its being also 
very near to the most valuable Part of the Crown’s 
Estate, and very central and convenient for the Resort 
of those who have Business there; and besides these 
Advantages, and the very important one of Security for 
the Documents and Evidences of the Crown’s Rights, 
it will occasion a Saving of the Rent hitherto paid for a 
private House for the Office, which, with the Taxes and 
other incidental Expences, are upwards of £. 130 per 
Annum. 

All which is submitted, with great Deference, to 
your Lordships’ Wisdom. |

My Lords are of opinion, that the Lessee of the 
Crown should have; in all Cases; a Prefefence’ over 
others. in Granting a new Lease; that no. Retrospect 
should be had whether he has improved the Property 
or injured it; but that all Lessees of the Crown shiould 
be informed; in future, that the Preference to Renewal 
will be forfeited on their Part, if the Property is not: 
preserved; or if it is injured: When more than a mere 
Preference over other Offers is proposed, a special Re-* 
port upon the’ Case, from the Surveyor General; will: 
be expected. 

The Lessee of the Crown will not be enabled, to 
fulfil Engagements he may have entered into with his 
Sub-Tenants beyond his existing Term, unless upon 
the same Conditions, and at the same, Rate, as would 
now be required under the Act, for the additignal"Term, 
if no such Engagements had been entered jato. Where 
Houses have been built, or Improvemepts made, in Ex- 
pectation of a Renewal, ata ‘Time when nd adequate’ 
Term of the Lease remained, my Lords are ‘of opinion; 
that a certain Number of Years should be adteéd-to 
such Lease, but reserving the same’ Rent for the addi- 
tional Term as would have been required, previous to the’ 
building, if the Regulations of the Act of last Session 
had then been in force, my Lords being of opinion, 
that they cannot give ap so much of the Crown 
Estate as they would relinquish in agreeing to more fa- 
vourable Terms of Renewal in this Suse: 

My Lords-agree with the Surveyor General, that the 
Crown should be considered as a more desirable Land- 
lord than-a private Individual; but they are of Opinion 
that the- Deduction of One Twentieth of the Net 
Rent, ascertained by the Surveyors, in the Manner pre- 
scribed by the Act of-the last Session of Parliament, 
will be sufficient ; and they agree with the Surveyor Ge- 
neral, that no Deduction should be made in. Leases of 
Ground for building. 

My Lords coincide perfectly in Opinion with the 
Surveyor General, that eminent Architects should be 
desired to offer Plans for the general Improvement of 
the Buildings on the Crown Estate; and that no Lease 
should be renewed which is inconsistent with the ge- 
neral Improvement. If, in adopting this, Rule, any 
Cases of Hardship arise, they must be determined ac- 
cording to their respective Merits, on Application for 
Relief being made to this Board. ' 

My Lords approve of the mode being adopted with 
respect to the Crown Estate, in granting Building 
Leases, which is stated by the Surveyor General to be 
adopted in the Management of Private Estates; but 
where this is not practicable, the new Lease. should 
contain Covenants for allowing Plans and Schedules to 
be taken, whenever any Difficulties which prevented: it 
at the Time of making the Lease may be removed. 

My Lords approve of building an Office for the Sur-, 
veyor General, and of the Establishment of Clerks and 

- Assistants proposed ; and are of opinion that a Building 
for the Purpose may be properly erected on the Spot 
suggested by the Surveyor General, for which they will 
give Orders for.an Estimate to be prepared. ,

My Lords, 

Before the passing the late Act of Parliament for the 
Improvement and better Management of the Land 
Revenue of the Crown, the Mode of paying the Sur- 
veyors employed in this Department was, generally, to 
include the Charge for the Survey among the Expences 
of the Lease, and to deduct'the Amount of both from 
the Fine. This Mode of Payment was not inconsistent 
with the System which was then pursued: The Leases 
were renewed as they: had been ‘originally granted, with 
little Alteration, except in the Rent,or Fine; andthe 
Rule naturally, and very properly, followed,, was, that 
each particular Estate should be charged with the Ex- 

ences incident to it: Nor does there mow seem. any 
Rodis for departing from that Rule in the Mode of 
paying for Surveys of” any. of the Estates of the Crown, 
which are not situated in the: Metropolis, and which, 
lying, dis and at.a Distance from one apother, the 
ffect of the Expence laid out on anyone Estate can; 
not be of advantage to another, nor could.any, yery 
considerable 
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considerable Portion of them be conveniently inspected 
by One Surveyor. 

But the most valuable Part of the Crown’s Estate. . 
consists of Houses and Building Ground in and near 


London; and many Plans’ are projected, and some have >, 


already been agreed toby your Lordships, for, opening 
new Streets, or widening others, making Sewers, re- 
moving “Markets, and other Alterations, ‘by which, 
though the whole District adjoining will probably be 
very much improved, ‘each ‘Lease -carinot be charged 
with its just Proportion of the Expence incurred. 
Besides the Business of ‘making Surveys preparatory 
to the gtanting of new Leases, the Caré and Attention 
which so valuable ‘a Ptoperty requirés ‘furnish various 
Occasions for employing Surveyors after Leases are 
granted, to see that Houses are re-built or repaired in 
a substantial Manner, and that Covenants are duly 
performed. There are also freqiaent Occasions of con- 
sulting Surveyors on the “laying out of Ground for 
building ; and by contiiuifig to employ the same Per- 
sons, they become more comipletely informed of all 
Circumstances respecting thé Estate, and better able to 
suggest useful Advice to thosé entrusted with the Ma- 


nagement. 

These Circumstances; seem to. render it advisable and 
necessary to have One or more Surveyors of Houses 
constantly en I have hitherto employed Two, 
namely, Mr. John Marquand, who has for a great 
Length of Time been in the Service:of this Office, and 
Mr. Thomas Leverton; and I would humbly recommend 
to your Lordships, that in this. very important Part of 
the Business of this Department, there should always 
be Two Surveyors employed, so’ as to form a Check on

On examining the Schedule of Plans, Surveys, Books 
and other Records, directed to be delivered to me by 
your Lordships’ Warrant of the 8th of June, I find 
many Surveys, Rent Rolls, and Returns to Commis- 
sions, lost and missing. On Enquiry I am informed- 
that they were not delivered to my Predecessor, ‘Mr. 
Herbert, by the Executrix of Lord Galhoay, on which 
Account he never would sign the Schedule, nor.could 
they ever be recovered, though the most diligent En- 
quiry was made after them, and Advertisements pub- 
lished with considerable Rewards. Many Instances of 
great Confusion and Difficulty have arisen on the 

Yeaths of Surveyors General, for Want of a regular 
Office for the Custody of the Records, and the Lessees 
of the Crown to apply to; and, not long since, a great 
Cause of Sir George Wynne's was lost, solely by not 
being able to come at the Books, then in Confusion, and 
the Custody of Executors, from whom they could not 
be obtained, even by a special and peremptory Order 
rom the Lords of the Treasury. 

The very great Importance of them, both to the 
Crown and the Subject, is sufficiently apparent, as well 
as the Danger they are now liable to from Accidents 
(being deposited in Two or Three different Places) par- 
ticularly Fire, to which but a few Months ago the 
were exposed by one happening very near them.

I received your Lordships Commands by Mr. Long’s 


‘Letter of the 23d of February last, transmitting to me 


the Opinion of the Attorney and Solicitor General 
upon the Doubts stated in my Memorial of the 5th of 
November preceding, to have arisen, in certain Instances, 
upon some of the Clauses in the Act for the better Ma- 
nagement of the Land Revenue of the Crown; and di- 
recting me to report my Opinion what Alterations in 
the said Act it may be advisable to submit to the Con- 
sideration of Parliament. 

According to the Construction which the Attorney 
and Solicitor General have put on the Clauses of the 


‘ Act referred to their Consideration, it appears that if a 


subsisting Lease comprises more than One House, and 
an Application is made for a Renewal, in Consideration 
of a-Contract to re-build One or more of those Houses, 
or to erect new Buildings on any Part of the Ground 
comprized in such Lease, anew Lease cannot be granted, 
while more than 20 Years of the subsisting Lease re- 
main unexpired, of any other of the Houses than such 
as are contracted to be re-built, nor of any other Part 
of. the Ground than that on which new Buildings are 
fo be erected.

such a Restriction, fromthe Tendency it has to occasion 
the multiplying of Leases, and the splittingand divid- 
ing of Estates let to the same Tenants, would be very 
great, even in the ‘Management of. private Property, 
but are much greater in that of the Land Revenue of 
the Crown, on Account of the ‘Expence of Fees. for 
Crown Leases, which are in every'Instance a Charge on 
the Property, and occasion a Diminution of the Rent or 
Fine to be paid to the Crown; and the Attorney and 
Solicitor General have very justly observed, “ that great 
“ Inconvenience may arise, both to the Lessees: of the 
“ Crown, and to the Public, if the Restriction is left 
to operate in ‘its full Extent, without any Exception 
except that which’ is contained in the 7th Section of 
the Act, according to: their Construction of that Ex- 
ception; that therefore it may be advisable to:apply 
to the Legislature for some Relaxation in: specified 
Cases ; and that perhaps it will be found necessary 
to extend the Relaxation to Cases which cannot be 
specified, by giving some discretionary Power, and 
applying certain Terms to the Exercise of the Dis- 
cretion which may be so given.” 

To obviate the Inconveniences arising from that Re- 
striction, as well as from the Want of explicit Direc- 
tions in the Act, with respect to the Consideration to 
be paid for Houses not requiring to be re-built, if any 
such Houses should be comprized’in a Lease renewed 
while more than 20 Years remain unexpired, I humbly 
apprehend that an amendment of the Act is wanting to 
the following Effect : 

1. That where any new Edifice or Building shall be 
erected, or agreed to be erected, on Ground granted 
by any Lease from the Crown, and which shall be of 
greater Yearly Value than the Ground on which the 
same shall be built, it shall be lawful to grant a new 
Lease, for any Term not exceeding 99 Years, of the 
Ground on which such new Building shall be erected, 
or agreed to be erected, and also of all or any Part of 
any other Tenements or Hereditaments comprized in 
such former Lease, and whereof the greater Part of the 
Yearly Value shall consist of the Edifices or Buildings 
thereon, or of Ground set apart and appropriated for 
the erecting of Dwelling Houses or other Edifices, or 
for necessary Gardens, Yards, Curtilages, or other Ap- 
purtenances to be used and enjoyed with the Houses 
comprized in such Lease. 

2. That where any new Edifice or Building shall be 
erected, or agreed to be erected, on Ground belonging 
to, or held under any Lease from the Crown for the 
Enlargement of, and to be united to and occupied with 
any House or other Building held under any other Lease 
from the Crown, it shall be lawful to grant a new Lease 
or Leases for any Term not exceeding 99 Years, as well 
of the Ground on which such new Edifice or Build- 
ing shall be erected, as of all or any Part of any other 
Tenements or Hereditaments comprized in such icon 
provided that the greater Part of the Yearly Value of 
the Tenements or Hereditaments so to be granted shall 
consist of the Buildings thereon, or of Ground set apart 
and appropriated for building, or for necessary Gardens, 
— Curtilages, or other Appurtenances as aforesaid :

3. That where any Ground belonging to His Majesty 
shall be deemed by the Lords of the Treasury fit and 
proper for Gardens, Yards, Curtilages, or other Appur- 
tenances to be used and enjoyed with any Houses or 
Buildings erected or to be erected upon Ground belong- 
ing either to His Majesty, or to any other Proprietor, 
it shall be lawful to grant a Lease or Leases of such

For Ground on which:new Houses are to be erected, 
and: for old and ruinous Houses. meant to, be. re-built, 
such. Rent should be reserved as shall be deemed a rea- 
— Consideration for; the same, without taking any 
Fine. 

But for Houses or.other Buildings which shall be 
certified by Surveyors not to require re-building, and 
which shall ‘be of greater Yearly Value than the Ground 
on which they are built, but which a: Lessee may desire 
to pull down, in order to erect other Houses or Build- 
ings of greater Value, for his own Accommodation or 
Advantage ; for Houses or other Buildings which may 
have been damaged or destroyed by Fire, or Ground 
on which such Buildings have been erected ;, and also 
for Houses or other Buildings which shall be only in 
part re-built, or to which new Buildings shall be added ; 
and for Ground to be granted as Gardens, Yards, ot 
Curtilages to Houses already erected or to be erected, 
whether on Ground belonging to His Majesty, or to 
any other Proprietor, 1 humbly conceive that a discre- 
tionary Power should be vested in the Treasury to ad- 
mit of the Consideration being paid either in Rent 
only, or in Rent and Fine, provided that where a Fine 
shall be ‘taken it shall not exceed the Proportion of 
One Third Part of the Net Annual Value of the Pre- 
misses in respect of which 'the same shall be paid, nor 
be computed at a higher Rate than the highest legal 
Interest. 

I am also inclined to think that it may be advisable 
to relax, im some Degree, the Strictness of the Prohi- 
bition against taking I’ines for Leases of Lands, and to 
vest in the Treasury a Power to admit of Fines being 
taken for such Estates, not to exceed, in any Case, the 
Proportion of One Third Part of the Net Annual 
Value, and not to be computed at a higher Rate than 
the highest legal Interest. 

This would, undoubtedly, render the reserved Rents 
more secure than they would be if the whole Considera- 
tion should be taken in Rent; and it is of the greater 
Importance to attend to the Security of the Rents, as 
the landed Estates of the Crown lie widely dispersed, 
and the Rents of large Districts, comprizing several 
Counties, are collected by one Receiver, without thé 
Assistance of resident or local Agents. The taking of 
Fines will, in general, 1 apprehend, be more agreeable 
to those Lessees who do not occupy the Lands them- 
selves, of which there are many Examples among the 
Tenants of the Crown; and if the Proportion to be 
taken in Fine, and the Rate of Computation, be limited, 
so that the first shall not exceed a Third Part of the Net 
Annual Value, nor the other be higher than the legal 
Interest, and if the Prohibition against too frequent 
Renewals of Leases be continued, this Alteration will be 
strictly consistent with the Principles of the former Act, 
and, in my Opinion, cannot be prejudicial to the Interest 
of the Crown. 

It is apprehended that the Restrictions of the Act, 
as it now stands, may be found inconvenient in respect 
to the granting of Leases of some Kinds of Property 
now held under Lease from the Crown, and which are 
of a fluctuating and uncertain Value ; such as the Profits 
of Agistment of Forests disafforested, the Profits of Pra 
and Post Fines arising within the Principality of Wales, 
and County Palatine of Chester, those of Light Houses 
or Beacons, and of the Chains for mooring Ships in the 
River Thames, Tolls of Markets and Fairs, Tythes,. 
Fisheries, 
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Fisheries, Fetries, and other Articles of uncertain Pro- 
duce. The Want of any sufficient Security in Property 
of this Nature, for the Payment of a fixed Annual 
Rent approaching tear to the Value, seems to render it 
eligible for the Crown to grant Leases at low Rents, and 
to take the principal Part of the Consideration in Fine; 
and as the casual and precarious Nature of the Income 
may, in some Cases, render the taking of a Lease a Spe- 
culation of some Hazard, it may, perhaps, not be prac- 
ticable to find Persons willing to take Leases at. fixed 
Annual Rents, or to pay Fines in proportion to the 
Average Yearly Produce, without having some farther 
Allowance than the bare Discount of 5 per @eft. In 
Cases of this Nature, the Officers of the Crown may, 
perhaps, find it necessary to have recourse to the Mode 
of letting by public Auction, and may be obliged to 
accept the best Offers they can obtain: It seems, 
therefore, to be advisable to ‘vest a Power in the Lords 
of the Treasury to grant and renew Leases of Property 
of this Description, for such Terms of Years, not ex- 
ceeding 31 Years, and for such Fine or Fines, and under 
such Rent, or other Reservations, and Conditions, as 
they shall, from Time to Time, think reasonable and 
expedient. 

The most usual Mode of Reservation in Leases of 
Mines, Collieries, Quarries, and other mineral and fossil 
Substances, and that which is best adapted to this Kind 
of Property, is a certain Share of the Ore or other Pro- 
duce in Kind, or a Rent or Duty in Money, payable on 
the Quantity raised. The Act, as it now stands, re- 
quires that the Consideration for every Lease from the 
Crown, except of Houses, shall be an Annual Rent; 
some Explanation seems, therefore, to be wanting, to 
admit of Leases of Mines, Collieries, and other Matters 
of this Nature, being granted for such a Share of the 
Produce, or such Rent or Duty upon the Quantity or 
Value of it, as the Lords of the Treasury shall think 
proper. 

These discretionary Powers seem necessary to be con- 
fided to those who have the chief Controul on the Ma- 
nagement of the Crown’s Estate, on Account of the 
Difficulty of enacting specific Regulations adapted to 
so great a Variety of Cases, and applicable to Circum- 
stances which cannot be foreseen, or minutely defined, 
and to enable the Officers of the Crown, in every Case, 
to do that which may be most advantageous to the 
Property ; and there is the less Danger of any improper 
Use being made of those Powers, the whole Proceed- 
ings relative to the Management and Disposal of every 
Part of the Land Revenue being required to be pe- 
riodically reported to Parliament. 

I cannot omit this Occasion of bringmg under your 
Lordships’ Attention the Inconveniences which have 


- arisen, with respect to Crown Leases, and Sales of Fee 


Farm Rents, from the Acts of the last Session of Parlia- 
ment for imposing additional Stamp Duties.. By one 
of those Acts (37 Geo. III. c. go.) an additional Duty 
of £.6 per Skin is charged on Crown Leases, which were 
before subject to a Duty of £.4. By Cap. 111. of the 
same Session, a farther Duty of 10s. is charged on all 
Deeds whatsoever, without any Exception of Crown 
Leases ; and Doubts have arisen whether, in conse- 
quence of the Provisions of the Act for the more ef- 
fectually securing; the Stamp Duties on Indentures, 
Leases, Bonds, and other Deeds (37 Geo. III. c. 19.) 
and of those of Cap. go. sec. 6. Leases from the Crown 
are not liable to the same Duties for every 15 Com- 
mon Law Sheets of the Quantity contained in such 
Leases. Should it be so, the Duties would, in some 
Instances, amount to an enormous Expence; but in no 
Case can Stamps on Crown Leases produce the least Ad- 
vantage to the Public Revenue; for the Stamp Duty 
being considered as Part of the Charges of a Crown 
Lease, an additional Allowance must be made to the. 
Lessees for every Addition to that Duty, by an Abate- 
ment from the Fine or Rent payable to the Crown. 
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On this Subject a Case lias been laid before the Attor- 
ney and Solicitor General, who, after giving their Opi- 
nion on the Points of Law referred to their Considera- 
tion, have ‘added, “‘ But although these are the Opi- 
** nions which we have formed upon the different Points 
“ submitted to us, after much Consideration of the 
* Subject, it seems ‘to us that the several Acts are so 
loosely penned, and with so little Attention to the 
Provisions of prior Acts, that we cannot venture to 
say that the Construction which we have given to the 
“ several Acts is clear. The Subject seems to require 
“ the Interference of Parliament to give clear Construc- 
* tion to the several Acts; and we areunable todiscover 
any Advantage which ean arise to the Public from the 
Imposition of Duties on Crown Leases, where the 
Amount of the Stamp Duties is necessarily considered 
“ in charging the Fine to be paid.” 

On the Subject of the Stamp Duties chargeable on 
Certificates for Sales of Fee Farm Rents belonging to 
the Crown, the Solicitor General has given his Opinion, 
not only that those Instruments may be liable to an in- 
creased Duty, in consequence of the Act, c. go. of the 
last Session, but that under the Words “ Common 
“* Conveyances of Land,” in the Acts of 26 Geo, IIT. 
c. 87. and 34 Geo. III. c. 75. they were before liable to 
the Duties on Conveyances by Bargain and Sale in- 
rolled, which, prior to the Act of the last Session, were 
10s. per Skin, and were then raised to 20s. The Stamp 
actually used for such Certificates from the Commence- 
ment of the Sale was that which was chargeable.on 
common Conveyances by Lease and Release, &c. which 
at the Time the Sale began was 6s. afterwards increased 
to 7s. and by the Act of last Session to 10s. per Skin. 
Questions may, therefore, perhaps, arise respecting the 
Validity of those Sales, and a Confirmation of them by 
Parliament seems necessary for the Security of the Pur- 
chasers. 

In Consequence of the Doubts which have arisen on 
these Subjects, the Clerk of the Pipe has not ventured 
to complete any one of the Leases from the Crown, 
which your Lordships have ordered to be granted ; and 
no Sale of any Fee Farm Rent belonging to the Crown 
has taken place since the passing of the Act referred to ; 
nor can any Purchases be expected to be made while 
those Duties remain chargeable on the Certificates, as 
they would in some Cases make an Addition of near 
Four Years Purchase to the Price of the Rents. 

As it is evident that no Advantage can atise to the 
Public from the Stamp Duties on Crown Leases, and 
that those on Purchases of Fee Farm Rents must, in a 
great Measure, operate as.a Prohibition to the Sale, and 
defeat the Intention of Parliament in authorizing that 
Measure, I submit, with great Deference, to your Lord- 
ships Consideration, whether it may not be advisable 
to repeal, if not the Whole of the Duties on Crown 
Leases, at least the new Duty of £.6. imposed by the 
Act of the last Session, and to exempt those Leases 
from any Restriction on the Quantity to be inserted ; 
and whether the Certificates on future Sales of Rents 
should not be either wholly exempted from Stamp Du- 
ties (the better to promote the Sale) or that the Amount 
should be limited to 7s. and no farther Increase be made 
on those Instruments ; and I am also to submit to your 
Lordships the Propriety of ordering a Bill to be pre- 
pared, to be presented to Parliament, for making such 
Amendments to. the different Acts relating to these 
Subjects as your Lordships may be pleased to approve.

with them the most valuable Secrets, and which have 
hitherto given the Manufacturers and Dealers of 
Great Britain a decided Superiority and Advantage in 
the Markets abroad, and, if speedy and _ effectual 
Relief should not, be granted to the Petitioners, they 
must seriously apprehend a great and continued De- 
crease, and eventually an entire Destruction of their 
Foreign Trade; and that the Home and Foreign

and Watch Trade, will also be induced to emigrate, 
and carry with them the important Knowledge . not 
only of improving and encouraging, but establishing 
Cotton and Woollen Manufactories Abroad, which, 
the Petitioners submit, will certainly be very prejudi- 
cial to the Commercial Interests of this Country ; and 
that the Manufactory of Clocks and Watches must

of Interest or discriminating Clause, in favour of the 
said Road, in preference to the other Roads, should be 
repealed, the same being deemed prejudicial to the 
general Interests of the said Roads. 

And the Member further informed your Committee, 
That the Ford through the River Clyde, called Dal- 
marnock pr Farme Vord, to Burnbank, is oftentimes 
dangerous and impassable from Floods, and it would be 
of very great Benefit to the Country, and the Public at 
large, if a Bridge was Built over the said River, at the 
said Ford.

longing to Thomas Rigge, Esquire, deceased, to a Piece 
of a a Ground in the said Parish, belonging to 
R. E. Drax Grosvenor, Esquire, and from the Turnpike 
Gate at the West End of Devizes, in the said County, 
to a Close of Meadow Ground, belonging to Henry Pen- 
ruddocke Wyndham, Esquire, in the Parish of Rowde, in 
the said County, the Line of the said Canal would be 
considerably shortened and improved; and that if the 
Line of the said Canal, instead of being carried into the 
River Avon, at Bath Easton Mill, in the County of So- 
merset, as directed by the said Acts, was varied, and 
carried from a Close of Land in the Parish of Bathamp- 
ton, in the said County, lately belonging to Mr. Robert 
Fisher, into the River Avon, at or near Dole Mead, in 
the Parish of Zyncomb and Widcombe, in the said County, 
the Communication of the said Canal with the City 
of Bath would be much more conveniently effected, 
and the Navigation less liable to be impeded and ob- 
structed by Floods. 

And the Witness being further examined, said, That 
it would tend to the better carrying the Purposes of 
the said Act into Execution, if some of the Powers and 
Provisions thereof were altered and extended. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to 
vary the Line of the Kennet and Avon Canal, autho- 
rized to be made by Two Acts, passed in the Thirty- 
fourth and Thirty-sixth Years of the Reign of His pre- 
sent Majesty, and also to extend the Powers of, and to 
amend, the said Acts: And that Mr. Charles Dundas 
and Sir William Pulteney do prepare, and bring in, the 
same.

Very considerable ; but I cannot speak to Num- 
bers; but I have, since the Act, taken more Gold 
Cases from Watches, .and applied Silver and Metal ones 
to the old Movements, than I ever did before in the 
whole Course of my Trade, and I have been in Business 
Twenty-seven Years. |

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Do you know. any thing of the Weekly Earnings of 


any Number of Watchmakers in your Neighbourhood 
previous to the Commencement of the Tax ? 

A particular Account has been taken, which I beg 
leave to-refer to; and which Account is in the Hands of 
a Committee chosen to: investigate this Business, and 
which Committee consisted of Persons chiefly not of the 
Watch Trade. 


Have you had any Failures in your Payments, ac- 
cording to the due Course of your Trade, in consequence 
of the Act? 

Very great indeed—I am apprehensive I shall sus- 
tain considerable Loss on that Account. 


Have those with whom you deal assigned any Cause 
for their Non-payments of the Debts due to you ? 
Yes—stating that their Business had so much’fallen 
off that they were unable to discharge their Accounts.

State to the Committee, whether the Watch Manu- 
factory was in a thriving State previous to the Tax 
taking place ? 

Yes-~it had been so for several Years. 


What Effect has the Annual Tax had on the 
Trade ? 
Since the Act has taken place, more than One- Half 
of our Orders have been withdrawn. 


What Number of Watches did you make in the 
Half Year previous to the Annual Tax, from Christmas 
1796 to Midsummer 1797, and what Number in the 
subsequent Year? 

From ist January to 1st July 1,990 Watches; from 
ist July to 1st January 1,829 Watches. 


Were the Watches manufactured in the last Half 
Year made for Orders, or in the Hope of selling them in 
the common Course of Trade? 

In the Hope of selling them. 


Have you disposed of them with the same Facility as 
before the passing of the Act? 
We have not.

I have been in the Habit of selling them for 
Twenty Years, and from my own Returns the Sale has 
been reduced Three Parts out of Four since the impos- 
ing of the Tax. 


Would this Branch of the Trade be restored, provided 
the Tax was repealed ? 


In my Opinion it would. 


Is it a Manufacture of Consequence ? 

Three or 4,000 People are employed in it—Chain, 
Seal, and Key Makers, are Three distinct Branches of 
Trade—there are some who do manufacture the Whole, 
but not many.

Days’ Work in a Week for them—more I have turned 
off lately. 


. What Number of Gold Watches did you usually 
manufacture in a Year before the Tax took place? 
From Twelve to Twenty—since the Tax not One. 


How many Silver and Metal ones previous to the 
Tax? 
From Twenty to Twenty-four a Week. 


How many since ? 


Scarcely One Half; and many of them I have now 
by me. 
_ How are those Men employed which you have dis- 
charged ? 


Some of them gone to Sea—I cannot give any Ac- 
count what has become of the others. 


What Effect has this Tax upon the Watch Tool 
Manufacturers ? 


A very bad one—they have not Half Employ. 


Are not Persons employed in the Watch Manufac- 
tures employed likewise in making the Machinery of 
Cotton and Woollen Mills, and have they been con- 
stantly or only periodically employed? 

When the Machinery is first constructed many are 
employed in that Work, and afterwards some are en- 
gaged to attend and keep it in Repair.

. Upon an Average Forty Persons previous to the 
ax. 


What Number do you now employ ? 
I left Twenty at Home, but they had nothing to 


do when I came away on Friday. 


Has the Deficiency in your Trade been gradual or 
sudden since the Tax? 


The former Part has been gradual—lately sudden. 
Do you think it was affected by the Duty on Gold 


and Silver ? 
I think not at all.

Orders that were had before the Tax was laid on, 
which Orders we sent out to the Watch Makers, although 
not One in Six were really sold. 


Is that Number of Watches given actually sold ? 
They are not—they are sent to different Corres- 
pondents in the Country, with their Names on them, 
and then they are paid for when sold—and I know 
they are not sold, because I have just come off that 
Journey.

Mr. William Bradshaw, again called in, and examined. 


Can you state the Number of Watches made by you 
in the Half Year previous to the Annual Tax, and like- 
wise in the Half Year subsequent? 

Before the Tax I might manufacture between 
Forty and Fifty per Week; and since, not Half: And 
before the Tax I always had Orders in the House for 
more than I could get made. As soon as the Tax took 
place I had daily Countermands of Orders, stating, that 
they should never sell them, or be able to pay for them. 
I liave been making a few even since, [I have such a 
Stock now in Hand, that unless the Demand for 
Watches is increased, I dread the Consequence; and 
I am certain that nothing but the Repeal of the Tax will 
cause the Sale of them. We are obliged to do some 
Work for the Sake of employing our Apprentices, 
which is now a Loss to us, and whose Indentures can- 
not be thrown up.

Since the 6th of December last to about the 14th 
Instant, I did not sell a single Watch—Before the Tax, 
I was in the Habit of selling One Watch a Week. 


Have you any particular Means of ascertaining the 
Distresses of the Clock and Watch Makers in your 
Part of the Country ? 

On the Call of the Committee in London, a Meet- 
ing of the Clock and Watch Makers was called in our 
County, and an Enquiry made respecting the Business; 
when it seemed, on the Average, that Half the Trade 
was lost since the Tax commenced, and that some have 
lost near Three Fourths. I was Chairman of the Com- 
mittee; and the Tax has had the same Effect upon 
others in the Trade at Leicester, as upon myself. Pre- 
vious to the Tax, I was in the Habit of selling Forty 
Clocks in the Year ; and since, I have only sold Two, 
One’ of which was ordered before. Since the Tax, I 
have bought many Watches merely for the Price of 
the Gold and Silver, and more Gold ones than others.

In Clocks, since the Act, by taking the same 
Time in preceding Years, there is a Difference in my 
Trade of nearly Two Thirds Decrease—In Watches 
a Decrease of about Half. The Clocks and Watches 
I make are of the best Quality—none of the Common 
Sort. 


Have you been under the Necessity of discharging 
some of your Workmen in consequence of the Act? 
I do not employ so many as I did. 


Will the decline of the Watch Trade diminish the 
Supply of Mechanics capable of constructing the Ma- 
chinery used in Astronomical and other Observations? 

Doubtless it is likely to do so. 


Are you of Opinion, that, in consequence of the Tax, 
any considerable Emigration will take place, and any 
valuable Secrets be thereby communicated to Foreign 
Countries, to the Prejudice of the Manufacturers in 
this ? 

Yes, it certainly must. 


Do you consider the English Watches to be superior 
to those of any other Country ? 
Certainly they are.—Sometimes a Watch sold for 
150 Guineas is intrinsically, with respect to the Ma- 
terials, not worth 20s.—The Materials are increased in 
value, in many Instances, by Labour, a Thousand 
Times. We thought, before the passing of the Act, 
that the higher Watches and Time Pieces which I 
make would not be affected by the Tax; but we find 
it otherwise.

Do you know any Thing of the present State of the 
Trade? 
With respect to the Trade, it is in extreme Dis- 
tress—the Parish Workhouses are daily filling with the 
Poor of the Trade.

My Branch is in the Repeating Line, and the very 
best Kind of Work. 


Have you done much Business before the Tax took 
place? 
Yes. 


Has any Alteration taken place since? 


Yes; so much so that I have not had One Watch 
to finish.

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Do you: know any Particular Circumstances respect- 
ing the Workmen employed in the Trade ? 

I amone of the Committee of Workmen; and 
know that they did resolve, that in case the Act was 
not repealed, to petition for Leave to depart from this 
Kingdom, with their Families.

Yes—We began to take an Account of them in 
November last, and Seventy-nine have applied to the 
Workhouse for Relief for themselves and Families. 
The Committee for relieving the Poor meet only Once 
a Fortnight to relieve the Poor. The Number of Ap- 
plications since November has gradually increased. The 
Number of our Poor last Year in the House was 245, 
and out of it 240 were relieved Weekly. Besides the 
Seventy-nine Watch Makers who made Applications 
to the Workhouse for Relief, other Clock and Watch 
Makers have, since the Act, been relieved by the 
Churchwarden and Overseer; upwards of Forty by the 
Churchwarden, and as many by the Overseer, making 
together upwards of 150, all Watch and Clock Makers ; 
none of whom had ever applied to the Parish before ; 
and that Number exceeds One Fourth of the whole 
Number of the Poor.

Yes—and particularly in the Jewelling of Watches, 
which cannot be done elsewhere. During the Thirty 
Years I resided at Paris as a Watch Maker, I had al- 
ways Recourse to London for those Works, the Work- 
men in other Countries not being able to make them. I 
have resided in England Four Years, and my Business 
within the last Six Months has decreased more than One 
Half. My Work is chiefly of the most valuable Sort. 


Do the Manufacturers of this Country derive any 
Advantage from Foreigners not knowing this Art. 
Yes, certainly—by the Sale of those Articles to 
Foreigners, which cannot be had Abroad.

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Mr. Charles Smith, Watch Manufacturer in the Home 
and Foreign Trade, Bunhill Row, London ;

Are the Home and Foreign Trades connected, with 
respect to the Instruction and Employment of the Work- 
men ? 

They are—the Foreign Trade is chiefly confined to 
certain Parts of the Year; and if it was not-for the 
Home Trade we should experience great difficulty how 
to employ the Men at Times when we are not getting 
up those Foreign Orders. 


“What Effect has the Act had upon the Trade gene- 
rally ? 

With respect to my own Trade, within Six Months 
there has been a Deficiency of 1,071 Watches; and I 
believe the Decrease in the Trade generally has in many 
Cases been much higher.

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, His 
Majesty’s Letters Patent, bearing Date the 23d Day of 
April 1784, granting to the said Joseph Bramah, for the 
Term of Fourteen Years from the Date thereof, for 
that Part of Great Britain called England, and the Town 
of Berwick-upon- Tweed, the sole Use, Benefit and Ad- 
vantage, of his Invention of a new sort of Lock- for 
Doors, Drawers, Cabinets, and every other Purpose for 
which secure Fastenings are required, was read: And, 

Mr. William Redgrave, Book-keeper to Mr. Bramah, 
being examined, produced to your Committee a State- 
ment of Disbursements and Receipts in the Lock Trade 
of Mr. Bramah ; and said, That Mr. Bramah has pro- 
gressively lowered the. Price of his Locks, so as to sell 
them at Two-thirds less Price than what he was able to 
do at the Commencement of the Business :. Then, 

Mr. William Nicholson being examined, was asked, 
Whether, amongst the various Objects that have occu- 
pied his. Studies, he had ever considered the Nature and 
Offices of secure Fastenings, commonly called Locks, 
and their Importance in Society? hesaid, He had. And 
being.asked, Whether he ever had Occasion to consider 
the Nature and Principles on which this Instrument has 
in general been constructed prior to the Petitioner’s 
Patent, and whether, in consequence of such Consider- 
ation, he had been led to any Conclusions on the Merits 
or Demerits of Locks so constructed, or to judge’ on 
the’ Sufficiency or Insufficiency of them:to the Purposes 
for which they were intended? he said, That the Locks 
commonly to be bought are insecure in a great many 
Respects. And being asked, Whether he had ever endea- 
voured to trace the Causes which render Locks, on the 
common Construction, deficient in Point of Security? he 
said, It would be difficult to enumerate the Causes spe- 
cified in general, but it may be stated, that a Depredator 
has Accessto the Bolt by Means.of Pick Locks, and 
can besides, with Ease, -procure Keys. And being 
asked, Whether he had ever examined and considered 
the Principle laid down in the Petitioner's Patent for 
the Fabrication of Locks, so as to draw any Conclu- 
sions on the Competence or Incompetence of the In- 
vention to the Object of perfect-and inviolable Secu- 
rity, considered with Regard to Principle only? he said, 
When the Patentee published a Pamphlet on this Sub- 
ject, he read ‘it-with Attention, and understood the 
Principle from his Description, previous to having seen 
the Lock; afterwards, on‘seeing the Implements, he en- 
deavoured to investigate its Powers, to determine what 
might be its: Defects, and from much Meditation he is 
disposed to think himself considerably Master of both. 
And being asked, Whether he ever considered the Pe- 
titioner’s Principle as truly scientific, and derived 
from:a real mathematical Original, and’ capable of the 
endless Variation he sets forth in his Case ?~he said, 
Vor. 53. 
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Yes, in Theory and Practice he conceived the Advan- 
tages to exceed, not fall short. And being asked, Whe- 
ther he conceives that (provided Duplication is avoid- 
ed in manufacturing the Petitioner's Locks) perfect 
Security is attainable, and maintainable through any 
distant Periods of Time, as set forth in his Case? he 
said, Yes. And being asked, Whether he believes that 
it is co that this Duplication will be the Consequence 
of a random Fabrication, or a Want of that systematic 
Order observed by the Petitioner in carrying on this 
Work, or whether it can be avoided by any other 
Means than that he prescribes in his Case? he said, 
That he has inspected the Machinery of the Petitioner, 
by Means of which he avoids the Genution of Hand 
Work in constructing his Locks; that if the Locks 
were constructed by a less curious and well-contrived 
Machinery, or by Hand, he has no Doubt but many 
Duplicates must infallibly be produced ; with respect to 
the other Means of avoiding Duplicates in manufactur- 
ing, he must decline =e to, as it includes too 
large a Field of Investigation. And being asked, Whether 
he has examined the State of Perfection to which the 
Petitioner has matured his Invention, and whether he 
has considered it as a Work both laborious and costly ? 
he said, That he has seen the Works, and is convinced 
that the bringing them to the Perfection they are now 
in, must have been attended with much Labour and 
great Expence. And being asked, Whether the Accom- 
plishment of the Objects of the Petitioner has been at- 
tended with much Study and Invention ; or whether the 
Principle requires that Degree of Accuracy said to be 
attained unto by him, in order to produce and perpe- 
tuate the main Objects of the Invention? he said, 
The Organization of the Principle of these Locks must 
have been attended with much Study and Invention, as 
must likewise have been every particular subordinate 
Detail in the manufacturing. And being asked, Whe- 
ther he has examined the Machines, Tools, and Imple- 
ments, said to be invented and erected by the Petitioner 
for the sole Purpose of acquiring Speed and Exactness 
in this Business, and whether such Machines, Tools, and 
Implements are voluminous, ingenious, and costly, and 
if they will be of great Use or not in any other Branch 
of the Petitioner’s Works, should he not have Employ- 
ment for them in the Lock Way? he said, That thé 
Machinery is voluminous, ingenious, and costly, and as 
he (the Witness) conceives scarcely applicable to any 
other Purposes than those to which it was originally 
directed. And, 

Mr. Alexander Palmer, Cutler, being examined, said, 
That he carries on the Trade of a Locksmith. And 
being asked, Whether he ever examined the Locks made 
by the Petitioner? he said, Yes, and that in his 
Opinion, with Regard to the Security of those Locks, 
the Bit of the Key being now fixed on the internal Part 
of the Lock, which was formerly fixed to the Key, and 
th Accuracy with which they are constructed, they are 
inviolable. . And, 

'Mr.. Samuel Rehe, Mathematical Instrument .and 
Watch Maker, being examined, said, That: Mr. Bra- 
mah’s Works are exceedingly extensive; that he (the 
Witness) has in the Course of his Trade made many 
Machines and Contrivances for making Instruments of 
many sorts for Silk-throwing and spinning of Cotton ; 
that he knows Mr. Bramah’s Machinery are original In- 
ventions, and must have been made at a great Expence, 
and are the Result of great Labour and Ingenuity, and 
that his Locks are brought to a high Degree of Perfec- 
tion, and as he conceives, are sold cheap in proportion 
to the Cost of the Materials of which they are made. 
Then. 

_ Mr. William Nicholson being again examined, was 
asked, Whether it was his Opinion, that from the 
Novelty of the Invention, the Petitioner had much 
Trouble: to instruct Workmen, so as to enable him to 
bring his Manufactory to the perfect State it is now * ? 

e 
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he said, It was. And being asked, Whether the Loss 
of thesé Workmen would not be the Means of depriving 
the Petitioner of the Capacity of carrying on his 
Works in the Manner he now does, and whether that 
Circumstance would not expose him to great Loss? 
he said, No Doubt it would. And being asked, Whether 
he had examined the Petitioner’s Workmanship, and 
observed-in it great Accuracy and Truth? he said, He 
had, and found it to possess the Accuracy of a Mathe- 
matical Instrument. And being asked, Whether he con- 
ceives this Truth and Accuracy can be obtained with- 
out these Machines, or with the Help of any less 
ingenious? he said, He does not conceive that Degree 
of Accuracy can be obtained but by Machines equally 
perfect with those of the Patentee’s. And being asked, 
Whether he conceives that a Want of this Truth in 
the Patentee’s Locks would greatly reduce their Utility, 
and that the Effect now produced by that Accuracy, &c. 
with respect to Safety, will be diminished in proportion 
as the Workmanship is less excellent? he said, His 
Doubts concerning the practical Application of the 
Principle, when he first perused Mr. Bramah’s Pam- 
phlet, were entirely directed to Particulars of a prac- 
tical Nature ; that he is convinced that the Locks would 
be rendered more accessible and less valuable, if con- 
structed in any less perfect Manner, and that his Doubts 
were removed by Inspection of the Patentee’s Works. 
And, 

Mr. John Manton, Gunsmith, being examined, was 
asked, Whether he had viewed the Petitioner’s Works ? 
he said, He had. And being asked, Whether his 
Premisses, Machinery, and Implements, in the Lock 
Trade, were very numerous, extensive, and costly? 
he said, Very much so. And being asked, Whether 
they are of a Nature to have required much Study and 
the Exercise of great Ingenuity to fabricate? he said, 
Certainly. And being asked, Whether the above-named 
Implements are of such a Kind as can be applied with 
Effect to any other Branch of the Petitioner's Work, 
provided he does not carry on the Trade of Lock- 
making? he said, Very few of them. And being 
asked, Whether, in his Opinion, that, from the Novelty 
of the Invention, the Petitioner had much Trouble to 
instruct Workmen, so as to enable him to bring his 
Manufactory to the perfect State it is now in? he 
said, He is sure he must. And being asked, Whether 
the Loss of these Workmen would not be the Means of 
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would be enabled to sel] the Locks even cheaper than 
at present ; and that if they were made equally pees 
by any Opponent without such Machines, the Charge 
to the Public must be increased? he said, Certainly it 
must. And, 

Mr. Alexander Palmer, Mr. Samuel Rehe, and Mr. 
John Cuthbertson, Philosophical Instrument Maker, be- 
ing examined, concurred in the above Evidence. 

And it further appeared to your Committee, by the 
Statement of Disbursements and Receipts in the Lock 
Trade of Mr. Bramah already produced, That there is 
a Balance against him on the Side of Disbursements 
amounting to nearly £.10,000, allowing an Average 
simple Interest only on the Capital advanced, and for 
the whole Amount of Receipts: And it also appears, 
that he has nothing to balance this Sum but his Tools, 
Machinery, and a little unmanufactured Stock, com- 
paratively of small Value, should his Business not 
continue. 

This Statement therefore shews finally, That so far 
from the Petitioner having received that Reward for 
his Ingenuity, and Indemnification for his Time and 
Labour, intended by his Patent, that he is nearly 
£-10,000 out of Pocket, besides the Loss of a Com- 
pound Interest on his Capital, progressively invested, 
which Capital on the Whole amounts to upwards of 
£- 36,956.

Two Days: That the Justices have exercised a con- 
current Jurisdiction for the whole County; that the 
whole Magistrates of the County (except Lonsdale Hun- 
dred) have, for many Years past, found their Time 
occupied at the Quarterly Sessions so very much, and 
the general Business of the County respecting the 
Rates so much increased, that they thought, as 
Guardians and Trustees of the Public Purse, it was 
impossible that they could discharge their Duty during 
the Times of their holding the Quarterly Sessions, and 
they have individually and collectively deemed the 
Business of the County of so much Importance, and 
of so much Magnitude, as to require a Special Meet- 
ing for the Purpose, and they have thought that 
Preston (being the most central Place in the County) 
was the best calculated for that Purpose; that the 
Rates of the County have in his Knowledge in- 
creased from £. 1,000 per Annum to £.12,000 per An- 
num, and for the Three last Years a Sum of £. 12,000 
for each Year has been raised to serve the Exigencies 
of the County, and in the last Year it exceeded that 
Sum ; that the Items in which the Money is usually 
expended, are as follow: Conveying of Vagrants ; 
Coroners Bills; Prosecution of Felons; conveying 

aggage for His Majesty's Use; in the Amendments 
of Gaols, and building of Houses of Correction ; con- 
ducting Offenders to Gaol; in the Business of the 
Navy; in the Business of the Militia; and in County 
(not Hundred) Bridges; that these are the principal 
Articles, but there are other Purposes in which 
the County Money is expended; that the Expences 
of all these Articles have for several Years been gra- 
dually increasing, and are likely to increase; that the 
Improvements of the Gaol of Lancaster have already 
cost the County upwards of £.26,000, and are likely 
to cost a considerable Sum more; that those Accounts 
are still unsettled ; that the new Bridge at Lancaster 
cost the County upwards of £. 16,000; that the Bu- 
siness of the Vogts some Years ago amounted to 
only 3 or £.400 a Year, but in a short Time it in- 
creased to £.1,800 a Year; that by the Exertion of 
the Magistrates of the County, they were some Years 
ago reduced from £. 1,800 a Year to the former Sum ; 
that they are now got to upwards of £.1,300 a aes 
that 
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that the Petitioners are one and all of Opinion, that 
a large Reduction will be made from all or most of the 
above Items, if a Conference can be Annually had 
among the Magistrates of the County at large, and a 
Session held for that Purpose ; and they are of Opinion, 
that without such a Measure they cannot be effectual ; 
and it is impossible for any select Number of Ma- 
gistrates in the County, without so communing together 
with the Body at large, to form a true Idea of the 
several Items contained in such Accounts. 

The Witness delivered in to the Committee a Copy 
of the Records, to corroborate his Evidence, which 
is annexed in the Appendix, N° 1. . 

And the Witness further said, That the Adjournment 
Session is adjourned from Manchester to Preston; that 
there are acting Magistrates in Lonsdale Hundred, 
Seven on the North Side of the Sands, and Five on 
the South Side, and Fifty-five acting Magistrates in 
the rest of the County; that the Magistrates having 
appointed at such adjourned Session, a Treasurer to 
serve the County, and the Quarterly Session at Lan- 
caster having afterwards dismissed him, without the 
Concurrence of the other Magistrates of the County, 
was, in the Opinion of the Petitioners, one Instance of 
its being infringed upon; that another Instance was, 
that it was in pursuance of a Recommendation at the 
March Assizes in 1784, by the Sheriff and Grand 
Jury, that a Committee should be appointed for the 
Purpose of conducting the Improvements of Lancaster 
Castle, to consist of Three Justices out of each Hun- 
dred in the County; that the same were accordingly 
appointed at a General Annual Sessions at Preston in 
July 1787, and that the Quarterly Sessions at Lancaster 
held in January 1794, nominated all the Twelve Ma- 
gistrates in Lonsdale Hundred to be added to that Com- 
mittee, without the Concurrence of the rest of the 
Magistrates of the County. 

The Witness delivered in to the Committee a Copy 
of the Appointment, which is annexed in the 
Appendix, N° 2. 

~ And being further examined, he said, That this 
General Annual Session, is a Measure that meets the 
general Approbation of the County, (except as afore- 
said); and asa Proof of that, he delivered in to the 
Committee Two Resolutions signed by the Grand Jury 
in the Years 1795 and 1797, which are annexed in the 
Appendix, N® 3 and 4. 

And the Witness being asked, Whether he did not, 
in the Course of the last Year, bring forward a Bill for 
the same Purpose? he said, He did. Being asked, 
Whether the House of Commons rejected the bringing 
in of that Bill? he said, What he understood of the 
Matter was, that the Bill was received, and read a Se- 
cond Time, and committed; that in the Committee, 
that sat upon that Occasion, the Petitioners against the 
Bill were called upon to be heard by their Counsel, but 
none were produced to support it. That the Counsel 
in support of the Petition for the Bill, claimed to be 
heard, upon which a Motion was instantly made and 
carried, That the Proceedings should be postponed for 
Six Months. That it was afterwards moved in the 
House for the Committee to be revived, which was 
negatived. Being asked, Whether there was any, and 
what Difference, between the Bill now proposed, and 
that which was thrown out last Sessions? he said, The 
Objects of the Bill are to be the same. Being asked, 
Whether he knew the Distance from the furthermost 
Part of Lonsdale Hundred, to Lancaster, over the Sands? 
he said, He did not. That the Jurors attending Lan- 
caster General Quarter Sessions, frequently come there 
in a Morning, and return the same Evening. Being 
asked, When he mentioned, that the Jurors frequently 
come and go the same Day, Whether he was aware, 
that there is a considerable Distance of the Road, Sand, 
which can be passed only at certain Times, owing to the 
VoL.

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Reflux of the Sea? he said, He was perfectly aware, Lancaster 
that the Time of their returning must depend upon the Sessions 


Flux and Reflux of the Tide, and as the Tides serve, pies 
the Courts at Lancaster have uniformly consulted the SP“. 


Convenience of such Jurymeén, that they.might return in 
the same Time. Being asked, What was the greatest 
Distance any Juryman had to go? he said, From Man- 
chester, Fifty-five Miles. Being asked, Whether there 
are any Jurors or Suitors attend the General Annual 
Session ? he said, There are no Jurors required to attend. 
If the Question means, that if any Persons over the 
Sands, or any other Persons in the County, have an 
Business relating to the County at large, and by which 
the Rates of the County are affected, such Persons will 
either attend, or rely upon such Justices who may at- 
tend, to do their Business. Being asked, Whether he 
meant to include in his Statement of the Increase of the 
Rates from £. 1,000 to £.12,000, that the £. 26,000 
for the building of the Castle, and the £. 16,000 for 
building the Bridge, are already paid, and principally 
account for the increase of such Rates? he said, The 
£.16,000 for the Bridge, constitutes no Part of the 
£. 12,000; that the £.26,000 constitutesa Part. Being 
asked, Whether he was not aware, that the Quota of 
the County Rates, which the Hundred of Lonsdale 
pays, although Twelve Justices are found sufficient for 
the Business of the Hundred, was as great, if not greater, 
than the Quota paid by the great and populous Town 
of Manchester, and the Hundred of Sa/ford, in which 
the Town of Manchester stands? he said, The Hundred 
of Lonsdale pays, when £.1,000 is raised, £.160; the 
Hundred of Salford, £.140; West Derby Hundred 
£.240; Layland Hundred £. 90; Amounderness Hun- 
dred £.190; and Blackburn Hundred £.180. Being 
asked, Whether he was, or was not aware, that a Letter 
was written to the Duchy Office by those Justices who 
displaced Mr. Myers ? he said, He.never heard of such 
a Letter. Being asked, Whether such Annual Sessions, 
as are prayed for in the Petition, for the Transaction of 
all such Matters wherein the Rates of the County 
are affected, will not take away from the Magistrates 
assembled at the General Quarter Sessions, as by Law 
established, every Power that adds Dignity, or indicates 
Confidence? he said, He conceived it took away no 
more from the Justices acting for Lancaster, than it does 
from the Justices acting for the whole County, as it only 
fixes that Confidence, and that Business ‘which is ap- 
pointed to the Magistrates at large, which is now trans- 
acted by afew. Being asked, Whether any Attempts, 
and by whom, were ever made, or called in question, 
the Legality of such Adjourned Sessions, or what Doubts 
upon the Subject have ever been entertained, and by 
whom? he said, He conceived he had already stated 
Two Instances, and should wish to decline repeating any 
Declarations that have been made by the Chairman of 
the Quarter Sessions at Lancaster as to such Legality ; 
the Petitioners are advised they cannot be established’ 
without the Aid of Parliament. Being asked, Whether 
the Justices of the Hundred of Lonsdale, ever interfered 
with the building of the House of Correction at Preston, 
or with the Bridge over the River Ribble, and what did 
they both cost? he said, In both Instances the Magistrates 
of the County at large had Notice, and were requested to 
attend at Preston, to take those Matters into Considera- 
tion, and he did not believe any of the Lonsdale Gentle- 
men attended; that the Bridge at Ribble cost about 
£. 4,000, and the House of Correction about £. 16,000.. 
Being asked, Whether, though the Amount of the Rates 
being increased, the Proportions of which they are paid, 
do not remain the same, and what was the Rule of 
Payment? he said, They are the same. Being asked, 
Whether he knew what are the Proportions paid by the 
different Townships in the County? he said, Yes ; all 
of them. Being asked, Whether large Sums of Money 
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and poor Debtors in Lancaster Castle, and under the 
Head of the Expences of Lancaster Castle, such Sums 
are not included? he said, They constitute Part of the 
£.12,000. Being asked, What was the Amount of con- 
yeying Vagrants within Lonsdale Hundred, about Six 
Years ago? he said, He could not tell, but believed it 
had decreased considerably. Being asked, Whether it 
was not near £.1,200? he said, He could not possibly 
s to any Sum whatever. Being asked, When Mr. 

ostlethwaite was appointed Treasurer for the County, 
whether the County was not for some Time without a 
Treasurer, by the Death of Mr. Butterfield? he said, 
He believed a very few Days indeed. Being asked, 
When Mr, Myers was dismissed the Treasurership of 
the County, and Mr. Johnson, the present Treasurer, 
appointed in his room, whether Doubts were not en- 
tertained of the Sufficiency of Mr. Myers and his Sure- 
ties, and whether any Complaints had not been made 
against him, and whether there was not a Probability of 
a very large and further Sum of Money, coming into 
the Hands of Mr. Myers for the Purpose of manning 
the Navy, and has Mr. Mvers paid what was due from 
him to the County? he said, He never heard any thing 
about the Insolvency of Mr. Myers or his Sureties ; 
he thought them Solvent at the Time, and thinks them 
Solvent now, and he never heard it called in question, 
but by the Chairman of the General Quarter Sessions 
at Lancaster, and he thought himself bound to mention 
that Chairman’s Name (Mr. Cawthorne) who stated 
upon that Occasion, such Topics as the Honourable 
Member has related, and added also, a Complaint that 
had been made to him by an Honourable Member of 
the Committee, as to the Misconduct of Mr. Myers, 
which, upon Enquiry, turned out to be entirely ground- 
less and without Foundation; that the Witness under- 
stands Mr. Myers has paid the Balance. Being asked, 
Whether the Quarter Sessions are described as being 
held for the County at large; or for the Hundred of 
Lonsdale in particular ? he said, The Sessions are opened 
and held at Lancaster for the County. at large; that the 
several Adjournments are held in like Manner, within 
the Subdivisions, for Convenience, but at the same Time 
for the County at large. Being asked, Whether he 
knew any thing of a Minute that was entered in the 
Session Book, at the Adjourned Sessions from Man- 
chester to Lancaster, on the 8th of April 1795? The 
Witness referred to the said Book, and read the follow- 
ing Order :

“ 8th April 1795, 35 Geo. III. 1795. 
“ 4 Justices present. 


““ Ordered, That the Clerk of the Peace communicate 
to the Magistrates assembled at the next April Ses- 
sions, and the different Adjournments thereof, that 
the Magistrates met here at this Sessions, request their 
Attendance at the General Adjourned Sessions for 
County Business: That the Gentlemen assembled here 
cannot take upon themselves the Responsibility of 
such Meetings in future, unless supported by the rest 
of the Magistrates, and that they signify their Senti- 
ments respecting this.

And the Witness being asked, Whether it did not ap- 
pear from Records, and other authentic Documents, 
That a Meeting convened by the Sheriff, consisting of 
the principal Gentlemen of the County, and the Sheriff’s 
Board, usually met at the Time of the Assizes, for the 
Parties considering such Measures as were likely to pro- 


mote the general Good of the County? he said, He 
thought not.

That from the Increase of the Business of the Assizes, 
and of the Affairs of the County, it some Years ago be- 
came difficult, during the Hurry of an Assizes, to ap- 
portion sufficient Time to the above Purposes, and the 
Sheriff's Board was very ill attended, and at last so 
totally neglected, that it has for some Years been dis- 
continued : 

That in consequence of the several Acts of Parliament 
made, requiring the Amendments of the Gaols, Houses 
of Correction, and Penitentiary Houses, with the heavy 
Burthen of sevzral large County Bridges, and other in- 
cidental Circumstances, the Rates of the County ad- 
vanced so-considerably, and the Business concerning the 
same became so great and important, it was found im- 
possible to investigate the same during the Time of 
transacting the Business of the General Quarter Ses- 
sions, and expedient and necessary for the Magistrates 
of the County to assemble together, at some convenient 
Time of the Year, in acentral Part of the County, for the 
special Purpose of hearing, investigating, arranging, and 


settling, all Accounts, Matters, and Things, concerning’ 


the County at large, and to give Efficacy to such Pro- 
ceedings, that the General Court of Quarter Sessions 
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should be adjourned for the Purpose; and it was ac- 


‘cordingly, at a very large general public Meeting’ 6f 


the Magistrates, moved and agreed, that the Epiphany 
Sessions should Annually be adjourned to Preston, -a 
central Place in the County, and Notice given in the 
public Provincial Papers of the Time and Place of hold- 
ing the said Adjourned Sessions for those Purposes, that 
all the Magistrates of the County and Persons interested 
might assemble, and the same have been held accord- 
ingly : 

That the said Adjourned General Court of Quarter 
Sessions, so Annually holden at Preston aforesaid, for 
the Purposes aforesaid, with a very few Exceptions, hath 
met with the unanimous Approbation of the Magis- 
trates, Gentlemen, and Inhabitants of the County, and 
by their communing together, the County hath derived 
many Advantages which they must otherwise have been 
deprived of : 

That the Treasurer of the County being resident in a 
central Part of the County is a great Convenience to 
Persons who have Occasion to apply to his Office, and 
the Business of the County is transacted with much 
greater Facility than it otherwise would be: , 


That the Concerns of the. Inhabitants dependant on 
the County Rates are become considerable, and of the 
utmost Importance to their Estates and Interests, and 
the Office of Treasurer most responsible : 


That it is acknowledged that the ordinary Business of 
the General Court of Quarter Sessions, held in and for 
the County at large, at the Four usual Feasts and Times 
of the Year, at the several Places following ; (that is to 
say) at Lancaster, Preston, in the Summer Ormskirk, in 
the Winter Wigan, and at Manchester, for the Purposes 
of accommodating the’several Hundreds or Divisions, is 
attended with great Convenience, and Justice is by this 
Means distributed with more Facility and better than 
it could be by any other Mode; and whatever may be 
the Authority of any of the Courts of Adjournments to 
interfere with the Judgment of the Court at Lancaster, 
or one Adjournment with that of another, it would be 
highly improper, big with much Mischief, and in such 
Cases has not been done ; but in respect of the Business 
of nominating Public Officers, of auditing the Trea- 
surer’s Accounts, and of transacting all other Matters 
concerning the Inhabitants of the County at large, it is 
insisted upon, the same is better done at a General An- 
nual Assembly of the Magistrates, holden at a central 
Place, for the special Purposes, where they commune 
together for the general Good of the Whole, than it can 
be at any other Time: 

That the Appointment of a Treasurer in an opulent 
County like the County of Lancaster, is of such general 
Concern to its Inhabitants, that it ought always. to 
have the Approbation of the Magistrates of the whole, 
County : 

That it is the unanimous Opinion of the Magistrates, 
That the Appointment of Mr. Johnson at the last Quar- 
ter. Sessions at Lancaster, under all the Circumstances 
of the Case, without any previous Examination of the 
late Treasurer, Mr. Myers, or Communication with 
the rest of the Magistrates of the County, was highly 
improper, and its Legality also questionable, and not 
pursuant to the true Intent and Meaning of the Sta- 
tute made in the Twelfth Year of the Reign of his late 
Majesty King George the Second; nevertheless, that 
the Magistrates present think it most. prudent and con- 
ciliatory to defer the rescinding the Appointment of Mr. 
Johnson to the Office of Treasurer, until the Sentiments 
of Lord Hawkesbury and Lord Kenyon on this Subject 
shall be known : 

That it is the Opinion of this Court, founded in 
Experience, that the Annual General Court of Quarter 
Session has been of great Public Utility within the 
County, that it every Day becomes more necessary, 
and has in its Consequences such beneficial Advantages 
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to the Inhabitants of the County, that it ought to be 
continued, and if the Laws for this Purpose are inade- 
quate to effect the desirable Purposes of it, that Ap- 
lication ought to be made to Parliament for proper 
lief : 

That they have to lament, that the Annual General 
Quarter Session herein mentioned does not meet with 
the Approbation of all the Magistrates of the County, 
but is opposed by some of the Magistrates in the 
Hundred of Lonsdale only: And it is believed from 
none of the others throughout the County. 

It is ordered by the Court, That a Case be stated 
by the Deputy Clerk of the Peace, of the Proceedings 
had respecting the Dismissal of Mr. Myers, the Trea- 
surer of the County, and the Appointment of Mr. John- 
son, and that he lay the same before the Attorney General 
of the County; and for so doing this shall be the said 
Deputy Clerk of the Peace’s Authority.

of great Public Utility, and would prove an important 
National Advantage; and that, previous to applying 
to Parliament for an Act for granting the necessary 
Powers for carrying the said Design into Execution, 
the said Subscribers, in order to obviate the Opposition 
which might otherwise have been made thereto, on 
Account of the private Interests of the Individuals 
whose Lands were intended to be cut through, caused 
Treaties to be entered into with several of such Pro- 
prietors of Lands for the Purchase of the Lands which 
would be required to be taken, and that, amongst 
others, Application was made to Robert Parker, late 
of Halifax aforesaid, Gentleman (since deceased), the

Mr. Joseph Gutheridge being examined, said, That 
prior to such Assignment, and in consequence of an_ 
Intercourse between the Petitioner and ‘certain Persons 
of Eminence in the Tanning Trade, numerous Expe- 
riments were made, with the Consent and under the 
Direction of the Petitioner, to enable them to deter- 
mine with Certainty how far Elm Bark might prove a 
Substitute for Oak Bark. 

Mr. Samuel Beddome then confirmed: the above Evi- 
dence of Mr. Gutheridge. ) 

Mr. James Warne being then examined, said, That 
from the Result of the said Experiments, the Persons 
who made them convened a General Meeting of the 
Tanners, submitted Parts of the Leather so tanned,’ 
with a particular Account of the Experiments, to their’ 
Examination, stated it to be their Opinion, that the’ 
Leather so tanned with Elm Bark was nearly equal: in 
Goodness to what was theretofore tanned with Oak. 
Bark ; and further stated, that Elm Bark would prove 
a Substitute for Oak Bark, assist the Manufacturer, be 
the Means of preserving Oak Timber, and of increasing 
the Public Revenue Phat the Tanners: assembled at 
the said Meeting were satisfied that the Leather tanned’ 
with Elm Bark was firm, durable, and good, and that 
great Advantages would accrue to the Public from the 
general Use thereof. | é pee. UF's 

Mr. Samuel Purkis, Mr. Peter Duncan, Mr. Robert 
Wyatt, and Mr. Samuel Beddome, confirmed the fore- 
going Evidence of Mr. Gutheridge. 

r. Gutheridge being then further examined, he was 
asked, Whether, in the Opinion he had given in Favour 
of Mr. Sealy’s' Discovery of the Use of Elm Bark in 
Tanning Leather, he was guided by Experiments he had 
made himself? he said, The Experiments were : con- 
dueted under the Direction and Superintendence of 
Mr. Beddome and himself; in which Experiments Elm 


' Bark only 'was ‘used, except that the first Woozes were 


prepared. from Oak Bark, not from any Doubt: of: the 
Success of Elm Bark in this Respect, but for Want of 
a sufficient Quantity: In Addition to these Experi- 


ments, they tanned between Five and’ Six Hundred 


Horse Hides wholly with Elm-Bark, which Hides were 
good and serviceable Leather (a Specimen of which was’ 
produced ‘to your Committee); but, convinced from 
former Experiments of the Advantages to’ be. derived 
from the Use of Elm Bark; no particular Account was 
kept of the Weight of the Hides, or the Quantity of. 
Bark used. Being asked, If-he thought that the. Use 
of Elm Bark will:be of Advantage in Tanning? he 


said, Efm ‘Bark will’ be certainly advantageous in Tan-' 


' ning of Leather, as it will help to’supply the Want of 


Oak ' Bark, which ‘is become scarce and dear; but he 
does not say, that the Leather manufactured with Elm 
Bark will in every Respect be ‘as good as that tanned 
with. Oak - Bark ; but: it -will be good, durable, and 


marketable 
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marketable Leather; and when, from longer Experi- 
ence, its Nature and Properties will be better known, 
it is probable that the Leather will be further im- 
proved. Being asked, Is the Weight of the Leather, 
when tanned, a sufficient Criterion of its Goodness ? 
he said, The Weight of the Sole Leather, when tanned, 
is, ceteris tah, a a Criterion of its Solidity, and 
Solidity is the first Excellence of Sole Leather ; with 
respect to Calf Skins, and all Upper Leather, it is an 
Argument in its Favour, but not to be wholly relied 
on. Being asked, If any Leather tanned with Elm 
Bark has been made into Boots or Shoes, or other 
Articles? the Witness referred to Mr. /Vyatt and Mr. 
Duncan; and Mr. Wyatt being present, produced some 
Leather tanned with Him Bark, which he thinks as good 
as Leather wholly tanned with Oak Bark, and he should 
not have known whether it was so or not. 

Mr. Duncan being also present, said, That Shoe- 
makers have used it, and have declared that they thought 
it equal to that tanned with Oak Bark, and should not 
have known it had been tanned with Elm Bark if they 
had not been told of it. 

Mr. Richard Norcott, a Master Shoemaker, who does 
his own Work, was asked, Whether he had worked up 
any of the Leather tanned with Elm Bark? he said, 
Yes, he had made Six or Eight Pair of Soles of it. 
Being asked, If it is nearly as good as that tanned with 
Oak Bark? he said, Yes, the only Fault he had found 
with Shoes, of which the Soles were made of it, was, 
that the Upper Leathers, which were tanned with Oak, 
wore away before the Soles. Being asked, If he should 
have known the Difference? he said, No, it worked full 
as well, 

Mr. Joseph Graves, also a Master Shoemaker, who 
does his own Work, was asked, Whether he had worked 
up any of the Leather tanned with Elm Bark? he said, 
He had soled and heeled Shoes with it. Being asked, 
If it is nearly as good as that tanned with Oak Bark ? 
he said, Equally good. Being asked, If he should have 
known the Difference? he said, Only by the Colour. 

Then both the last-mentioned Witnesses being shewn 
a Piece of Sole Leather, tanned with Elm Bark, the 
were asked, Whether it was as good as if tanned wit 
Oak Bark? to which they said, Yes; they should never 
wish to work up better Leather. 

Mr. Gutheridge then said, That he has tried some of 
the Leather tanned with Elm Bark in the Wear, and 
thinks it nearly equal to any other Leather; and that he 
having gone into his Warehouse to search for some 
Skins which had been tanned with Elm Bark, and which 
were mixed with Skins tanned with Oak, he found it 
impracticable to select them without the Assistance of 
the Workman, by whom they had been marked with a 
private Mark. 

Mr. Gutheridge being further examined, was asked, 
Whether he conceived the Use of Elm Bark would contri- 
bute either to lower the present Price of tanned Leather, 
or to prevent its rising? he said, Should the Use of Elm 
Bark become general, an additional Quantity of the 
Raw Material will be manufactured, which will proba- 
bly tend to lower the Price of Leather; the Trade can 
generally obtain a greater Quantity of the Raw Mate- 
rial than they can get Bark to manufacture. Bein 
asked, Whether the Exportation of Leather tann 
with Elm Bark might not hurt the Reputation of the 
English Leather in Foreign Markets? he said, The 
Leather tanned with Elm Bark will be so nearly equal 
to the Leather tanned with Oak, that he conceives no 
Injury can arise therefrom. Being asked, What Use is 
now made of Elm Bark? he said, 
of it. Being asked, What has been the Average Price 
of Oak Bark for Six Years past? he said, About £. 15 
10s. a Load of Hatch, or Two Tons and a Quarter in 
Weight, delivered in Zondon. Being asked, What 
Price he paid for the Elm Bark used in these Experi- 
ments? he said, Part.of the Bark used in these Experi- 
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ments was ‘sent for the Purpose from Bridgewater, in 
Somersetshire, by Mr. Sealy, the Patentee, and the Re- 
mainder was procured at Eight Guineas a Load ; but 
its Price in future will depend on the Demand, and on 
local Situation and Circumstances. Being asked, If 
he made use of Salt in tanning with Oak Bark, and 
if so, in what Proportion? he said, Salt is not used in 
tanning with Oak Bark. Being asked, Whether he 
made use of Salt in the Experiments with Elm Bark, 
and if so, in what Proportion? he said, All the Experi- 
ments were made by the Direction of Mr. Sealy, the 
Proprietor of the Patent for tanning with Elm Bark ; 
Two Pounds were used for every Hundred Weight of 
thin Leather, and Four Pounds for the Sole Leather, and 
in One of the Experiments with Elm Bark, no Salt 
was used. Being asked, What Quantity of Bark is 
used in tanning in England, on an Average, Annually ? 
he said, That is estimated from the Quantity of Leather 
tanned ; he imagines it to be about 70,000 Tons An- 
nually. Being asked, What Quantity of Elm Bark does 
he imagine might be procured? he said, When the 
Value of Elm Bark becomes generally known, and the 
Use of it authorized by a Repeal of the Clause in the 
Act of the First of King James the First, it is probable 
that Elm Timber will in future be cut down at the 
Spring of the Year, when the Bark may be stripped : 
It is difficult to say what Quantity may be procured ; 
but as in many Counties of England Elm Timber is 
much more abundant than the Oak, it will doubtless 
furnish a very considerable Supply. It has been sug- 
gested, that stripping the Bark from Elm may be pre- 
judicial to the Timber, but he has Reason to believe 
that this Opinion is ill founded, or at least can only 
apply to the smaller Kind of Timber, which is used for 
boring for Pumps and Pipes for Watercocks. Being 
asked, What Quantity of Leather may be tanned with 
a Ton of Oak Bark, what Quantity with a Ton of 
Elm Bark, and what Quantity with a Mixture of 
both? he said, A Ton of Oak Bark will tan from 
Four to Five hundred Weight of Leather, according 
to the Quality of the Bark and the Species of Leather, 
and by an Experiment made with about Two Thirds 
of Elm Bark, it appears that a Ton of Elm Bark will 
produce nearly the same Weight of Leather, and, how- 
ever mixed, the Result will be proportionate. Being 
asked, What Proportion does the Value of Bark, ac- 
cording to the present Price, bear to the whole Ex- 
pence of manufacturing Leather? he said, According 
to the present Price, the Value of the Bark used in 
tanning of Leather in general is about Six Tenths of 
the whole Expence of manufacturing. Being asked, 
If Bark could be had in greater Abundance, could 
there be procured, and would there be tanned a greater 
Number of Hides and Skins? he said, Unquestionably 
a greater Quantity of the Raw Material would be im- 
ported and tanned. Being asked, Whether a greater 
Importation of Raw Hides and Skins would tend to 
lower the Price of Leather? he said, As it would in- 
crease the Supply without increasing the Demand, it is 
reasonable to conclude that the Price would thereby be 
reduced. Being asked, Whether the general Use of 
Elm Bark will not benefit the Leather Manufacture in 
Ireland? he said, The Use of Elm Bark in this Country 
will, independent of the Quafttity which Jreland itself 
may afford, insure a greater Supply both of Oak and 
Elm Bark for the Jrish Market, to which a considerable 
Quantity of our Bark is Annually exported, Duty free, 
and of course the Tanners in Jre/and will partake of the 
same Advantages as the Tanners in England. Being 
asked, Whether there is any Quantity or Store of Oak 
Bark at present in the Kingdom, more than at any 
former Period? he said, The great Demands for Oak 
Timber for the Use of the Navy, during the last Three 
or Four Years, and the Exportation of Bark to the 
North of Jreland having last Year materially decreased, 
owing to the Disturbances in that Part of the Country, 

have 
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have occasioned the Quantity of Bark now.on Hand to 
be more considerable than it was a few years ago, when 
Bark could scarcely be procured at any Price ; yet it 
bears no Proportion to the Quantity formerly kept in 
Store by the Timber Merchant and the Manufacturer ; 


and as the Fall of Timber this Year is expected to be — 


rather inconsiderable, the Stock of Bark now on Hand, 
together with the new Supply, will, it is feared, be in- 
adequate to the Demand of the Manufacture. Being 
asked, Whether he has tried other Things besides Elm 
Bark? he said, He has tried various Articles that might 
be used, but found ‘nothing equal to Elm Bark. Being 
asked, Whether any Experiments have been made upon 
the Leather Tanned with Elm Bark, in the common 
Purposes of Harness, Saddles, or in general Wear? he 
said, No Leather has been manufactured for the Pur- 
pose of Harness, the Experiments have only been Sole 
and Upper Leather. 

’ Mr. Beddome, Mr. Warne, and Mr. Purkis, confirmed 
the above Evidence of Mr. Gutheridge : . 

And Mr. Duncan further said, That he is ready to 
give the same Price for Leather tanned with Elm Bark 
as with Oak Bark. . 

Mr. Gutheridge being further examined, was asked, 
Whether the Tannin Trade in general will have any 
Reason to be dissatisfied with the Establishment of Mr. 
Hawkes’s Patent? he said, If Parliament had thought 
fit to give the Patentee a Remuneration for introducing 
the Use of Elm Bark, it appeared to him that this 
would have been the most eligible Mode of Compen- 
sation, as the Use of the Article will, in his Judgment, 
prove of National Advantage, both as it respects the 
Revenue and the Public. Speaking for himself, and 
for other Manufacturers, perhaps they might be justified 
in saying, ‘“‘ Give us a Benefit, and take nothing for it;” 
but, on the Ground of Equity, they think that no 
Manufacturer, who is inclined to use the Article, ought 
to object to paying to the Patentee a small Compensa- 
tion for a Licence, Being asked, What Security is 
there that the Patentee will grant such a Licence for a 
moderate Compensation? he said, The. best of all Se- 
cnrities, the Interest. of the Patentee, which would 
lead him to grant a Licence for a small Sum, in order 
to induce a more general Use of the Article. Being 
asked, If the Patentee were obliged to grant a Licence 
for a Sum not less than One Guinea, nor more than 
Ten Guineas Annually, would the Security then be 
more complete and satisfactory to the Trade? he said, 
He apprehended it would. Being asked, If he thought 
that will afford a Prospect for a fair Remuneration to the 
Patentee? he said, This will depend on the Judgment 
the Public will form of it. 

Mr. Beddome, Mr. Warne, and Mr. Purkis confirmed 
the above Evidence of Mr. Gutheridge. 

Mr. Sealy, the Petitioner and Patentee, was then 
asked,- For what Sum he should be. willing to grant 
Annual Licences? he said; He should be willing to 

t Licences at from One Guinea to Ten Guineas for 
each Licence; but he begged Leave to observe, that 
Three: Years of the Term of the Patent is now expired, 
and he has not as yet reaped any Advantage therefrom ; 
and that, should it hereafter appear that the Advan- 
tages arising to the Public should be of great Impor- 
tance, and that the Benefjts derived to the Patentee 
should not amount to a reasonable Remuneration, he 
humbly hopes that the Circumstances of his then ‘Si- 
tuation will be favourably considered. |

Your Committee have also to state to the House, 
That George Woodroffe, Henry Earle, and Robert Ray, 
Esquires, the Three Prothonotaries of the Court of 
Common Pleas, have for the Reasons by them assigned, 
personally and severally refused to make such Return 
as was required from them respectively. 

Your Committee have subjoined to this Report, 
Copies of the Orders of your Committee, and of the 
Answers made thereto by the several Parties above 
named ; and also a Copy of the Minutes of their re- 
spective Examination.
